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HARDEN-HICKEY A SUICIDE. 


The “Baron,” Who Proclaimed Him- 
self Dictator of Trinidad, Dies 
in a Texas Hotel. 


EL PASO, Texas, Feb. 10.—‘ Baron” 
Harden-Hickey, better known as the 
“Prince of Trinidad,” was found dead at 
the Pierson Hotel, &: this city, to-day. 
Servants in the hotel discovered the body 
at noon, and the in‘ @cations were that the 
Baron had died during the night from drugs 
taken with suicidal intenx. 

He left a letter addressed to his wife, at 
Corona, Cal., in which he said that he was 
going to die. He was married to a daugh- 


ter of John H. Flagler of New York, the 
Standard Oil man, in 1891. 


Many persons who knew “ Baron” 
Harden-Hickey as the merry editor of Tri- 
boulet, in Paris, in 1885, will wonder wheth- 


er, in taking his life, he followed the pre- 
cepts laid down by himself in ‘‘ Enthana- 
sia.” ‘‘ Enthanasia’”’ is a monologue on the 
cheerful art of committing suicide. 

In the early eighties ‘‘ Baron” Harden- 
Hickey appeared on the boulevards of 
Paris, coming from no one knew where. 
He seemed to have money, and soon got 
a collection of boulevardiers together and 
with them founded Triboulet, which treated 
all comic subjects in a serious vein and all 
serious subjects in a comi: vein. The jour- 
nal seemed to prosper and the “ Baron” 
made friends and money. By birth he was 
evidently an Irishman, but he spoke French 
like a native. 

In 1888 Triboulet suddenly stopped pub- 
lication and the boulevards of Paris knew 
*‘Baron”’’ Harden-Hickey no more. His 
disappearance created a great deal of talk 
for a time. In the Spring of 1894 there 
appeared in Paris, addressed to the boule- 
vardiers, who had ceased to mourn for the 
“Baron,” certain mysterious circulars an- 
nouncing the accession to the throne of 
James I., Prince of Trinidad, who was no 
other than their old friend and comrade, 
“Baron” Harden-Hickey. 

“James I.”’ set forth very gravely that, 
having married the daughter of the well- 
known American millionaire, John H. Flag- 
ler, he was much improved in the eyes of 
society, with almost unlimited means at 
hand. In a yachting cruise he had stum- 
bled upon the Island of Trinidad, which lies 
about 700 miles off the coast of Brazil. Not 
only, he said, was the island uninhabited, 
but it was unclaimed by any power. He 
therefore took possession, ane pecposed to 
have a military dictatorship. everal Cen- 
tral American republics recognized him as 
monarch of the island, and ordered their 
European representatives to inscribe Trin- 
idad on their cards. The “ Baron” and 
his scheme seemed to interest New York as 
well ag Paris for a while. 

In July and August, 1895, a great commo- 
tion was raised in Brazil from the dis- 
covery that the British ship Barracouta, on 
Jan. 3 of that year, had formally annexed 
the “ principality ” of the ‘“‘ Baron” to her 
Majesty’s dominions. It appeared that the 
English had first taken possession of the 
island in 1700, but had since then allowed 
the claim to lapse. The seizure aroused 
some excitement in America, in the midst 
of which the “ Baron” appealed to the 
United States to make his claim good Eng- 
land simply wanted the island as an an- 
chorage for a cable to South America. In 
January, 1896, the dispute between Brazil 
and England waxed hot and affairs seemed 
to be approaching a crisis, Brazil refused 
to arbitrate. But above the dispute of 
nations was heard the cry of the “ Baron” 
appealing for recognition as James I. All 
became quiet when England decided that 
she didn’t want the island after all.

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ZOLA’S COUNSEL SUCCEEDS 


He Creates the Impression that a 
Secret Document Led to the 
Conviction of Dreyfus. 


GEN. PELLIEUX ON THE STAND 


His Long Statement Counteracted by 
the Skill of Zola’s Counsel—Mme. 
Dreyfus Is Ill and Will Not 


Testify Again. 


PARIS, Feb, 10.—The examination of M. 
Trarieux, the former Minister of Justice, 
was completed at to-day’s session of the 
Assizes Court of the Seine, before which 
M. Zola and M. Perreux, manager of the 
Aurore, are being tried, at the instigation 
of the Government, the former for writing 
and the latter for printing a letter reflecting 
upon the Esterhazy court-martial. 

M. Trarieux said that while he was Min- 
ister of Justice he had nothing to do with 
the Dreyfus affair. He approved of M. 
Scheurer-Kestner’s agitation of the matter. 

When Commandant Fornizetti was called 
M. Delegorgue, the Presiding Judge, re- 
fused to allow him to be questioned regard- 
ing the Dre~fus case, and M. Laborie, coun- 
sel for M. Zola, announced that, owing to 
the action of the Court, he would abandon 
the examination of Commandant Fornizetti 
and Capt. Lebrun-Renaud and others, whom 
he. only desired to question regarding the 
Dreyfus case. 

Major Paty du Clam was called, and re- 
fused to reply to questions put to him 
relative to Mme. de Comminges. The Major 


alse refused to reply to other questions, on 
the ground of “ professional secrecy.” 

Gen. Gonse and Col. Henry gave explana- 
tions of the indiscretions of Col. Picquart, 
who had knowledge of some of the secret 
papers of the Ministry for War. 

Major d’Ormescheville, Col. Maurel, and 
several members of the Dreyfus court-mar- 
tial entered the witness stand, but the 
Presiding Judge refused to allow any ques- 
tion touching on the Dreyfus case, so M. 
Laborie abandoned their examination. 


Gen. Pellieux in Talkative Mood. | 


The sitting was then temporarily sus- 
pended, and when it was resumed Gen, 
Pellieux, who was appointed to investigate 
the Dreyfus case, and upon whose report 
Major Count Esterhazy was court-mar- 
tialed, was examined. Gen. Pellieux said 


he would tell the whole truth, and not 
plead “ professional secrecy.”’ 

Gen. Pellieux, on the witness stand, said 
it was time the truth became known. He 
then proceeded to relate the story of the 
Esterhazy inquiry, and said M. Mathieu 
Dreyfus and M. Scheurer-Kestner saw him 
and both admitted they could not prove the 
charges against Major Esterhazy. Gen. 
Pellieux then indulged, amid applause, in 
an outburst against Col. Picquart, whom he 
accused of divulging an espionage affair to 
an outsider, exclaiming: 

‘“‘Such conduct is shameful!’’ 

Referring to the Bordoreau, the Colonel 
declared the alleged fac similes published 
were all fictitious. 

As to the compromising letter sent to 
Major Esterhazy, which might raise sus- 
picions that he -had had shady relations 


with a foreign agent, Gen. Pellieux said: 


“It is inconceivable that any one could 
be so naive as to employ this method 
correspondence in a matter of such grav- 


y. 

Gen. Pellieux here developed further in- 
dignation at ,the ‘‘inexcusable action of 
Col. Picquart in having Major Esterhazy’s 
rooms burglared without authority of any 
kind. Col, Picquart admitted this,’’ the 
witness continued, and, he added, “ when 
the court-martial acquitted Major Ester- 
hazy I was not astonished. I was proud 
of having contributed to the acquittal of 
Major Esterhazy, which proves that in the 
French Army there are not two, but only 
one traitor!” 

There was frantic applause as Gen. Pel- 
lieux, striking a patriotic attitude, enun- 
ciated his concluding words. Gen. Pellieux 
was about to refer to the Dreyfus case 
when the Presiding Judge gently interposed 
his usual veto and the Minister did not 
insist. 


Zola and the “Veiled Lady.” 


M. Dupuy, the former Premier, was then 
called, and M. Laborie began to question 
him regarding the case of Dreyfus, which 
the Presiding Judge vetoed, whereupon M. 
Laborie announced that he would throw up 


the examination of M. Dupuy and other 
former Ministers, as the ruling of the Pre- 
siding Judge made it fruitless. 

M. Thevenet, a former Minister of Justice, 
who was next examined, declared he could 
easily understand how M. Zola’s mind.was 
exercised by the ‘“ veiled lady’’ story. M. 
Zola, he added, had acted in good faith, for 
complete light had not been thrown upon 
this matter, and M. Zola’s was not the only 
mind troubled. 

M. Thevenet expressed satisfaction at the 
acquittal of Major Esterhazy, which, he 
said, proved there were no traitors in the 
French Army; but he “boldly insisted” 
that complete light had not been cast upon 
this grave affair, which, he added, inter- 
ested the whole of Europe. He further ex- 
pressed regret that the Government had 
not spoken in order to restore tranquillity 
for the country. [Uproar in court and 
various cries.] 

Continuing, M. Thevenet said he was as- 
tonished that the officers, instead of giving 
open testimony, should have taken refuge 
behind “ professional secrecy.”’ 

M. Salle, a lawyer, followed M. Thevenet. 
The Presiding Judge immediately refused 
to allow questions to be put to him con- 
cerning the Dreyfus case, and a heated 
discussion between the Judge and M. La- 
borie ensued. The latter asked for a short 
adjournment in order to draw up a formal 
application that these questions be allowed. 

When the hearing was resumed M. La- 
borie submitted the application referred to, 
M. Clemenceau, counsel for the Aurore, 
supporting him in a skillful manoeuvre. 
The latter asked that formal notice be 
taken of the fact that »M. Salle, on the 
witness stand, “has not denied that he 
was aware, through a member of the court- 
martial, that a secret document was sub- 
mitted to the court-martial.’’ 

The Court refused both applications; but 
M. Clemenceau, by this ingenious expedi- 
ent of readinga question in the form of an 
application, practically obtained what he 
wanted. 

The Court then adjourned. 


Zola’s Cause Quite Hopeless, 


The excitement heightens daily over the 
outcome of the unequal conflict between two 
angry parties, one anxious that the chose 
jugée, whether legal or not, should remain 
intact, and the other that law and justice 
should be respected even at the expense of 
the chose jugée. 

The latter party is a very small minority, 


in a strange and pathetic predicament; for, 
while, unless it can prove injustice in the 
Dreyfus and Esterhazy cases, M. Zola 
must be condemned, the court will not al- 
low him the means to prove the injustice. 
M. Laborie, therefore, is fighting to impress 
the jury with the unfairness of the whole 
proceedings. looking to the attitude of the 
general public un the case. However, it is 
evident he has a difficult task before him. 

Compared with the wild tumult of the 
previous days, to-day’s eedings were 
calm even to dulness. e aspect of the 
court was little changed, thou many la- 
dies in bright. almost Springlike, toilets 
gave a touch of color to the scene. 

The chief interest centred in Gen. Pel- 
lieux’s statement. He spoke for twenty 
minutes with fluency and precision and was 
listened to in silence until he referred to 
the forgeries, when the audience nee. 
inf tumultuous conflicting comments. is 
statements produced a profound impression 
which, however, was partially destroyed by 
M. Laborie’s and M. Clémenceau’s subse- 
quent examination. 

Another scene occurred after the evidence 
of Deputy de la Batut, whom Major Paty 
du Clam dubbed ‘a liar.”” Both men were 
brought before the Judge amid a frenzy of

Phe feature of the day’s procestinns was 
the rtinacity with which M. borie 
fo to the witness bar prominent men, 
with a view of convincing the jury of the 
existence of a secret document.

All retired after saying 
nothing, the Judge refusing them_permis- 
sion to touch the Dreyfus case. The pro- 
cession became mirthful, but M. Laborie 
gained his nt. It is impossible not to be 
convinced that Dreyfus was convicted on 
a secret document.

WOMAN HIT BY A LIVE WIRE. 


Mrs. Emily Taylor Narrowly Escapes 
Death at Columbus Avenue and 
the Boulevard. 


Mrs. Emily Taylor, a widow living at 116 
West Sixty-first. Street, was painfully 
shocked by a live electric wire at Columbus 
Avenue and the Boulevard last night. She 
had a narrow escape from death. 

The Metropolitan Street Railway Com- 
pany is making repairs in the underground 
trolley road at that point, and the men who 
work nights have erected a series of incan- 
descent lamps that are fed from the under- 
ground trolley. 

The wires connecting the trolley to the 
lamps for a brief distance run parallel with 


the tracks, Before reaching the poles on 
which the lamps are fastened, the wires 
cross the sidewalk. Mrs. Taylor alighted 
from a north-bound car:and failed to see 
the wires. She slipped as she struck the 
walk, and in falling brushed one of the 
wires, breaking it. It rose as if endowed 
with life and coiled and sputtered about the 
prostrate woman. She was severely burned 
and received several shocks before picked

Reports of Heavy Shipments for Eu- 
rope Cause a Strong and Active 
Market in Chicago. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—Confirmation of the 
news that the Leiter clique had contracted 
to move a large amount of its wheat hold- 
ings abroad was the overshadowing influ- 
ence in wheat to-day. It made a strong 
and active market, and, helped by firm ca- 
bles, resulted in an advance of nearly a 
cent in the May option.

Opening sales of May wheat, which closed 
yesterday at 95%4@96, were made at 9614@96%.

Soon after the opening May 
dropped to 964%@96%, on realizing, then a 
slow advance started which carried the mar- 
ket up to. 96144@965,, when another reaction 
occurred, May declining this time to 96%. 
Sellers were not without encouragement. 
Crop reports were very favorable; Kansas 
méssages stating that the prospects there 

ere thé best ever Known. The outlook in 
Michigan also was good, News from Argen- 
tine caused some hesitancy for a time. 
Broomhall estimated. the Argentine —, 
ing surplus at 32,000,000 bushels, and said 
he looked for shipments from that country 
to Europe this month of about 8,000,000 
bushels. A report that between 800,000 and 
900,000 barrels of flour had accumulated at 
New York was also influential in the second 
decline.

There were 
also rumors of other large lots to be moved 
out, half of it by rail, and these reports, 
though not entirely confirmed, were received 
with credence by traders. 

By noon there was a big trade in the pit 
and prices under a general buying demand 
had advanced to 97@497%. Many of the ear- 
ly sellers were forced to buy back their 
lines. The price was well maintained at 
the top for some time, but offerings became 
freer late in the session and a reaction to 
96% took place, the market closing steady 
at that price.

CHICAGO FLOUR RATES CUT. 


Illinois Centfal Makes a Reduction 
to All Points South. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—The war of flour 
rates, which, for the last few months has 
had this city for its centre, has now spread 
to include all the territory south of Chi- 
cago. 

The low rates affect practically every 
point in the East, the Southeast, and the 
South, and indirectly points in the South- 
west. Never before in the history of the

Some months ago the proportional rate on 
flour from St. Paul and Minneapolis to 
Chicago was reduced from 12 cents per hun- 
dred pounds to 10 cents.

To-day the Illinois Central gave 
notice that it would reduce its flour rates 
from Chicago to New Orleans, Memphis, 
Paducah, and other Southern cities on its 
line just 4 cents per hundred pounds,

SENATOR MURPHY REBUKED 


A Resolution of Censure for His 
_ Silver Vote Passed by 
the Assembly. | 


NOT CALLED ON TO RESIGN 


Mr. Weekes Amends His Resolution to 
Make It Conform to the One In- 
troduced by Senator Brush 
—The Debate. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—The Assembly to-day, 
by a vote of 79 to 68, adopted’a resolution 
censuring United States Senator Edward 
Murphy, Jr., for supporting the Teller free 
silver resolution. Mr. Seligsberg, National 
Democrat, of New York, voted with the Re- 
publicans in the affirmative. The resolution 
adopted was a substitute offered by Mr. 
Weekes for the one previously introduced by 
him. The preamble was unchanged, but 
the resolution was made to read as follows: 

“Resolved by the Assembly of the State 
of New York (the Senate concurring) that 
in view-of.the betrayal by said Senator Ed- 
ward Murphy, Jr., of the trusts reposed 
in him by the people of this State by vot- 
ing as aforesaid to debase our currency and 
impair the credit of our country, we do 
hereby censure him for his course, and do 
hereby condemn his action in voting for 
said resolution.” 

This makes the resolution similar to the 
Brush resolution now pending in the Senate, 
which, while censuring Senator Murphy, 
does. not ask for his resignation. 

Wihen. Mr. Weekes moved that the rules 
of the House be suspended and that his 
resolution be taken up, most of the Demo- 
crats voted with the majority, the votes 
being 131 yeas to 8 nays. Mr. Weekes be- 
gan the debate. He said that having to 
ommence his argument was like compelling 
him to prove a fact that everybody agreed 
to. It was known that Senator Murphy 
had voted in favor of the Teller resolution. 
Mr. Weekes then went into an exhaustive 
résumé of the financial question, which ap- 
peared to have a depressing effect upon the 
minority, who, with the exception of five 
members, all left the chamber. 

Mr. Weekes closed by declaring that the 
minority, supposed to be a friend of the 
poor, found an apt exponent of its policy in 
Assemblyman Oliver, holding a resolution of 
Sympathy and a ton of coal in one hand 
and tearing the clothes off the poor man’s 
back with the other. The action of Senator 


Murphy convicted the State of a policy of 
dishonor and bad faith. 


Senator Murphy Defended. 


Mr. Donnelly. followed. He maintained 
that the State Legislature had as much 
right to interfere with the action of the 
United States Congress as it had with the 
acts of a foreign power. He deemed the 
resolution insulting and impertinent. Sena- 
tor Murphy was an able and a clean leader 


before Mr. Weekes saw the light’of day. It 
was a, Democratic Legislature that had 
elected Senator Murphy. How could a_Re- 
publican Legistattire censure him for not 
following Republican principles? If this 
were to be the rule a United States Senator 
would have to change his vote and principles 
with every political change in a State Legis- 
lature. 

Mr. Seligsberg said that the resolution 
brought up the question that had separated 
the National Democrats from the regular 
Democracy. - As the only representative of 
the National Democratic Party in the Legis- 
lature he discussed the question at some 
length, saying in part: 

“The senior Senator from this State has 
not acted with that consistency which 
would lead us to believe that his vote on 
the Teller resolution is the record of his 
own conscience and his conviction. When 
he entered the Senate he acted for years 
with the advocates of the gold standard. 
Then followed a time in which the Senator 
played the part of the disinterested, silent 
thinker, and now at last he has seen fit to 
join forces with the silverites. 


An Indorsement of Free Silwer. 


‘““My friends aon this side of the house 
will undoubtedly maintain that Senator 
Murphy’s vote on the Teller resolution 
should not be construed as an indorsement 
on his part of free silver. In support of 
this defense of Senator Murphy’s course it 
has been urged that the Teller resolution 


is simply declaratory of the present state 
of the law. I submit that this argument is 
untenable. While the Teller resolution as 
a matter of fact simply declares that the 
obligations of the United States are pay- 
able either in gold or silver according to 
law and the contract, the real object of the 
resolution goes much further. If it were 
simply .declaratory of the present condition 
of the law, either the Senate or the House 
has displayed ignorance of the law, as the 
vote of the one body is in direct opposition 
to that of the other. 

‘““The real gist of the Teller resolution 
is this: While hitherto the United States 
Government has paid its obligations in gold 
or its equivalent, in other words, while the 
Government has in the past returned to 
its ereditors the equivalent of what it re- 
ceived, it is now proposed that Congress 
should declare that the Government may 
pay its creditors in silver. On this proposi- 
tion the senior Senator from our State has 
seen fit to vote in the affirmative. 


National Democratic Position. 


“In the campaign of 1896 the National 
Democracy was compelled to make nomin- 
ations of its own for every officé connected 
with the administration of our National 
affairs. We still remain Democrats—nothing 
we desire more than a united Democracy, 
and we had hoped that the time for such 


a union was not far distant. We had 
thought that the people of the United 
States, and especially Democrats, could 
not be separated permanently on a ques- 
tion of honesty, and for that reason we 
were led to believe that the silver issue 
was dead and past. 

“But it seems we shall not be allowed to 
return to the ranks of the Democracy. We 
certainly will never apply for readmission 
as long as the regular organization advo- 
cates an undemocratic policy, not consis- 
tent with honor and honesty. If the cry of 
repudiation is raised again, the National De- 
mocracy will do its duty as we did in 1896, 
and this even if we cannot expect to carry 
a single election district in the United 
States.” 

Many of the speeches were made on both 
sides of the question, and several Demo- 
cratic members offered amendments, which 
were ruled out of order. These proposed 
amendments referred to the election of Sen- 
ator Hanna, the former position of President 
McKinley on the silver question, the canal 
improvement expenditures, the recent town 
elections, which resulted favorably to the 
Democrats, and various other subjects. 
Speaker O’Grady left the chair to make a 
speech in support of the resolution and the 
discussion was closed by Mr. Nixon, who 
called for the previous question. The vote 
on the adoption of the resolution resulted: 
Ayes, 79; nays, 63. 


RAILROAD MEN’S CONTRACTS. 


Judge Dunne of Chicago Says They 
Can Waive Claims for Damages. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—In the suit of John 
D. Blank against the Illinois Central Rail- 
way for $50,000 for injuries he sustained 
while employed as American Express mes- 
‘senger, Judge Dunne to-day decided that 
contracts in which railway employes waive 


all claims for damages are legal. He held 
this view’ even where damages result from 
the gross negligence of the company. This 
is exactly cont to the celebrated de- 
cision of Judge Tait of Ohio that such con- 
tracts illegal. ‘

PITTSBURG’S GREAT FIRE. 


Eleven Dead, Twenty-seven Missing, 
Nineteen Hurt, and the Money 
Loss Heavy. 


PITTSBURG, Feb. 10.—It is now known 
that eleven persons were killed by the ex- 
plosions last night of ammonia and whisky 
in the cold storage plant of the Chautauqua 
Lake Ice Company, a six-story building oc- 
cupying most of the block bounded by Pike 
Street and Mulberry Alley and Twelfth and 
Thirteenth Streets. Twenty-seven persons 
are reported to be missing, and are sup- 
posed to be buried in the ruins, and nineteen 
are seriously injured. 

Among the missing are George Newman, 


Fire Inspector of the Philadelphia Gas 
Company; Prof. James Hoxan, organist of 
the Evangelical Lutheran Church of Brush- 
ton, Penn.; Mrs, Mary McFadden and eight 
children, who lived in a house in Mulberry 
Alley, which is buried under the _ over- 
thrown wall, and Jacob Booth and four 
companions, who are known to have been 
in a saloon in the alley, which is also 
buried. 

The dead are: Police Lieut. A. J. Berry, 
John McHanna, William Scott, Jr., Stanley 
Stitz, John Dwyer, George Loveless, Will- 
jam Smith, Albert A. Wolf, Thomas Claffey, 
William L. Walehabenstein, and an un- 
known person, supposed to be John Scott, 
the youngest son of the President of the 
Chautauqua Ice Company. 

The property loss is $1,500,000, on which 
there is insurance of $1,000,000. The heav- 
iest-losers are the Chautauqua Ice Company, 
owners of the building occupied by them- 
selves and the Union Storage Company, 
275,000 on building, machinery, &c.; W. A. 
Hoeveler & Co., loss on building, $75,000; 
Economy Distilling Company, loss on 8,000 
barrels of whisky, $750,000; Monongahela 
Textile Company, wool dealers, 125,000 
pounds of wool; Collins Cigar Company, 
twenty-five car loads of tobacco; W. H. 
Williams, twenty car loads of sugar. The 
G. W. Schmidt Company, and W. J. Friday 
Company lost large quantities of whisky in 
bond. Other large losses are those of the 
Pittsburg Dry Goods Company, Patrick Mc- 
Graw & Co., Allegheny ool Company, 
American Cereal Company, Dilworth Broth- 
ers, and Allen, Kirkp#¢trick & Co. It is im- 
possible to obtain an idea of the distribu- 
tion of the insurance, but it is known that 
Pittsburg and Allegheny companies have 
suffered very severely, The heaviest actual 
loss will fall on the smaller concerns, which 
had goods on storage. Hundreds of these 
had little or no insurance. The larger con- 
cerns are fairly well covored. 

The fire was discovered at 7:55 last night 
on the fourth floor of the part of the build- 
ing on Pike Street, near Thirteenth, oc- 
cupied by the Union Storage Company. The 
beildings were divided by three fire walls, 
the openings in which were closed by heavy 
iron doors. The smoke in the section where 
the fire was was so dense that nobody could 
live in there a moment, and there was no 
way to get water on the ftlames from out- 
side. The firemen threw water at random 
and battered frantically at the iron doors 
three hours. At 11 o’clock the fire sudden- 
ly burst through the roof and streamed a 


hundred feet above it, lighting all that part: 


of the city. At this people in surrounding 
streets began a stampede from their 
houses, carrying what they could in their 
arms. 

Just at this time the first great explosion 
occurred. Everybody inside the fire lines 
was knocked down by the concussion. The 
walls of the big building crashed down in 
all directions, Other explosions followed at 
irregular intervals for half an hour, some’ of 
the tanks containing ammonia for the man- 
ufacture of ice, others of whisky, and after 
each a new section of wall toppled. The 
police and firemen stuck to their work gal- 
lantly, but were bewildered by the constant 
development of danger and occurrence of 
disaster in new directions. 

The fire spread from the storage ware- 
house to McCallup & Co.’s grain and feed 
house, on Pike Street, and to a number of 
other buildings on the same street, includ- 
ng a large four-story house o¢cupied by a 
grocery company. All of.'these were de- 
stroyed. 

At 8 o’clock in the morning the fire was 
under control: the work of taking out the 
dead and injured was immediately begun. 
It is yet in progress to-night, and a dozen 
streams of water are being poured on the 
ruins, Progress is necessarily very slow. 

Mayor Ford has issued a public letter 
asking aid for the families of the killed and 
injured, and for those living whose homes 
have been destroyed. 


THE SHOOTING OF BARRIOS. 


Minister Hunter Says He Was In- 
stantly Killed While Walking 
with Two Officers. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The official con- 
firmation of the assassination of President 
Barrios came to-day to the State Depari- 
ment in the following cable from Minister 
Hunter, at Guatemala City, dated yester- 
day: 

‘“* President Barrios was shot and _ instant- 
ly killed last night at 8 o’cleck while walk- 
ing with two military officers near the pal- 
ace. The assassin, while attempting to es- 
cape, was immediately killed by -the Presi- 
dent’s staff. Manuel Estrada Cabrera, tem- 
porarily the constitutional successor, has 
has been peaceably installed. All quiet.” 


ALERT’S MARINES RE-EMBARKED. 


Commander Loutze Says Matters Are 


Still Unsettled at San Jose. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Commander 
Loutze of the United States cruiser Alert 
at San José, Nicaragua, ‘as eabled the 
Navy. Department that he has recalled to 
the ship» the force of marines and sailors 
landed two days ago at that place to pro- 
tect the American Consulate during the 
conflict between the Government forces and 
the insurgents. Matters are reported to be 
still in an unsettled condition at San José. 


A NEW PENSION SCHEME. 


Indiana Men Want All ex-Union Sol- 
diers to Get $1 a Day. 
FRANKFORT, Ind., Feb. 10.—At a meet- 
ing of Stillwell Post, G. A. R., at Colfax 
Wednesday night, by a unanimous vote it 
was decided to call a meeting of the ex- 
Union soldiers of this Congressional dis- 
trict to nominate a candidate for Congress 
pledged to introduce and work for the pas- 
sage of a bill providing for the pensijoning 

of all Union soldiers at $1 a day. 

Resolutions also were adopted providing 
for steps te make a National organization 
along these lines.

MINISTER DE LOME 1S OUT 


His Resignation Promptly Accepted 
by the Spanish Cabinet, but 
the Press Is Embittered. 


METHODS OF CUBANS RESENTED 


The Incident Expected in Diplomatié 
Circles to Have an Important Bear- 
ing on Cuban Affairs — Gen. 

Woodford Guarded.

MADRID, Feb. 10.—At a meeting of the 
Spanish Cabinet; held to-day under. the 
Presidency of the Queen Regent; the Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs, Sefior Gullon, read ai 
dispatch from Sefior Dupuy’ de Lome, the 
Spanish Minister at Washington, saying 
that the.published letter to Sefior Canalejas 
was written by him, and that his position, 
consequently, had. become untenable, and he 
begged the Government to accept his res- 
ignation. The Cabinet decided to accept 
the resignation of Sefior Dupuy de Lome, 
and the Ministers subsequently met and 
decided to telegraph to Sefior de Lome ac- 
cepting his resignation and intrusting the 
First Secretary with the conduct of the 
current affairs of the legation. 

Sefior Sagasta, the Premier, and other 
members of the Cabinet state publicly that 
the de Lome incident will not affect the 
relations between Spain and the United 
States, and that a new envoy, competent 
to conduct the commercial negotiations, will 
be selected. 

All the comments on the subject bitterly 
denounce the “ business of stealing and pub- 
lishing a private letter.” 

After the Cabinet Council, the Premier, 
Sefior Sagasta, said that Sefior Dupuy de 
Lome had “ bravely’”’ admitted ‘the author- 
Ship of the letter. 

For some time past, the authorities here 
have been taking extra. precautions in 
guarding the residence of the United States 
Minister, Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, which 
is on the outskirts of the city. On Sunday 
the guard was reinforced by twenty-four 
men, and the Heraldo says that even this 
was not considered sufficient. All day long 
additional precautions. were adopted, evi- 
dently under the impression that public 
order might be disturbed. Therefore, a 
number of mounted Cfvil Guards were 
posted in the vicinity. Thereupon, the He- 
raldo asks whence the necessity for these 
precautions, since Madrid has offered abso- 
lutely not a single symptom of justifying 
such measures. 


DEMAND FOR DE LOME’S RECALL. 


He May Quit Washington Without 
Formal Leavetaking. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The State De- 
partment this morning gave out for publi- 
cation’ a statement concerning the cable- 
gram sent yesterday to Gen. Woodford, the 
Minister to Madrid, in reference to the de 
Lome letter. The statement is as follows: 

‘There has appeared in the-public’ prints 
@ letter addressed by the Spahish Minister 
to Mr. Canalejas. This letter the Minister 
admits was written by him. It contains ex- 
pressions concerning the. President of the 
United States of such character as to end 
the Minister’s usefulness as a representative 
of his Government in this country. Gen, 
Woodford, therefore, was instructed at once 
to say to the Minister of State that the im- 
mediate recall of Mr. Dupuy de Lome is ex- 
pected by the President.”’ 

Up to the close of.office hours the State 
Department had not heard from Mr. Wood- 
ford with reference to the de Lome matter, 
it was said. However, there was no dispo- 
sition to question the correctness of the re- 
port of the Spanish Cabinet’s action upon 
his resignation, and the opinion is enter- 
tained that the matter is now practically 
settled. It is believed that when Mr. Wood- 
ford is heard from it will be in the shape 
of a message saying that the Spanish Gov- 
ernment expresses regret at the incident; 
that the resignation of Mr. Dupuy de Lome 
makes it unnecessary to go further in the 
direction of the request of the President 
for his recall, and announces thatjthe First 
Secretary of the Legaticn will conduct its 
business in Washington until another Min- 
ister is named 

Under the peculiar circumstances exist- 
ing, the ceremony attending the departure 
of the Spanish Minister is attended with 
much doubt. It is usual when a foreign 
representative leaves the country for him 
to be received in formal audience at the 
White House, when an exchange of well 
wishes takes place between him and the 
President. It is hardly expected that this 
formality will be observed in the present 
case, owing to the personal aspects of the 
incident. 

In cases that approach this in most re- 
spects the Minister has usually allewed his 
letters of recall to be presented by his suc- 
cessor, Sefior Muruaga, who was Sefior Du- 
puy de Lome’s predecessor, left Washington, 
suddenly on leave of absence shortly after 
the appearance in a newspaper of an in-« 
terview in which he criticised our Govern- 
ment. He did not return to Washington, 
but Sefior Dupuy de Lome appeared with 
the letters of recall of his predecessor and 
letters accrediting himself as his successor. 
So that there is precedent for a failure on 
the part of the retiring Minister to take 
formal leave of our officials. It is said at 
the State Department that there is no time 
limit within which Mr. Dupuy de Lome 
must leave Washington, and, being now 
only @ private Spanish citizen, he may take 
a reasonable time to arrange his affairs 
here without calling for criticism. 

The de Lome letter has already attracted 
the attention of foreign Governments, and 
appears to be regarded by them as an im- 
portant factor in the general Cuban ques- 
tion. Some of the foreign Ministers at 
Washington have advised their Govern- 
ments fully on the occurrence. These advices 
were misleading at the outset, for members 
of the Diplomatic Corps assumed that the 
letter was a forgery, and some advices 
conveyed this view of the case. Now that 
its genuineness has been established, the 
facts have been sent to most of the foreign 
capitals. No incident in recent days has 
caused such a sensation in the ranks of the 
Diplomatic Corps. There is universal re- 
gret among the Ambassadors and Ministers 
who have been brought into close social 
relations with Sefior de Lome. It has also 
aroused a keen discussion as to the right 
of criticism which a Minister can indulge 
in, under the seal of a private letter. While 
there is no general consensus of opinion 
among diplomatic authorities, yet many of 
them take the view that it is not only a 
right, but a duty, for a Minister to present 
every detail, even of a personal nature, 
which in his segment may aid in a correct 
understanding of a case. A distinction is 
made by them between official and personal 
letters. 


THE PRESIDENT NOW SATISFIED. 


Acceptance of Senor de Lome’s Resige 
nation Ends the Incident. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—In view of the 
news from Madrid of the acceptance of the 
resignation of the Spanish Minister, it may 
be stated that our Government is not dige 
posed to split hairs over the method of the 
offending Minister’s retirement. In other 
words, it is not concerned as to whether 
he resigns or is recalled, so long as he 
leaves the capital. It is true that the 
exact language of the message sent by the 
State Department to Mr. Woodford indi- 
cated the President’s desire that the Min- 
ister be recalled, but the language was used 
as the most proper for such an occasion, 
and must not be taken to mean that the 
President, is disposed to go further than is 


necessary in the pursuit of Mr. Dupuy de

MADRID PRESS COMMENTS. 


MADRID, Feb. 11.—The papers all dis- 
cuss the de Lome incident this morning and 
the possible suecessor of the retiring Min- 


ster at Washington. La Correspondencia 
a Espajiol mentions Sefior Muruaga, but 
gavs it is believed that nothing has as yet 
been decided. Bl Heraldo de Madrid de- 
plores the incident, but remarks: 

“Here we are obliged to endure not con- 
fidential complaints like Sefior de Lome's, 
but attacks and accusations of every kind, 
in American official documents and in Con- 
gress, upon our country, Generals, Govern- 
ment, and even our highést representatives 
of State.” : 

El Correo recognizes that Sefior de Lome’s 
position became untenable when thé letter 
was —— 

El Epocha says: 

“Sefior de Lome’s resignation having 
been accepted, the international question 
disappears. Nevertheless the Cuban insur- 
gents have succeeded in chasing from 
Washington a representative of Spain who 
has always displayed great zeal to prevent 
filibustering expeditions, but they have done 
go by tricks only-employed by the clients of 
penitentiaries.’’ 

Correspondencia Militar says: ‘‘ The Gov- 
ernment should not have accepted Sefior de 
Lome’s resignation. The American attitude 
is offensive and humiliating to Spain.’ 

El Correo Bspafiol, the Carlist organ, says: 
“Events precipitate themselves, and we 
ere at the beginning of the end of our re- 
spect for the United States.” 

La Nacional, the Weylerist organ, re 
proaches the Government for yielding tc the 
exigencies of Washington and adds: “‘ The 
Americans have become our lords and mas- 
ters.” 


LONDON NEWSPAPER VIEWS, 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—The St. James’s Ga- 
gette commenting upon the De. Lome inci- 
dent, says: 

‘“‘Sefior De Lome has resigned, and it 
was the right course, whether he wrote or 
did not write the letter, but the incident 
is bound to make unpleasantness between 
the two Governments and add to the 
chances: of trouble about Cuba, which are 
by no méans so few as certain authorities 
profess to believe. 

The Times this morning, in an editorial 
echoing the views of its New York corre- 
spondent, Mr. George W. Smalley, says: 

“Tt is from every point of view deplora- 
ble and lamentable that so useful a career 
should have been terminated by an act of the 
basest treachery. Sefior de Lome has long 
been the object of profound detestation to 
the Cuban ring, because he frustrated their 
deep-laid plots. 

‘‘ Honest men, whether in America or in 
England, must regard with contempt too 
profound for words a party which sinks 
to such methods of warfare. 

“That party is doubtless exulting in. its 
success, but it cannot abolish the good work 
Sefior de Lome has actually- accomplished. 
It must be recorded to President McKinley’s 
credit that, although he might excusably 
feel personal resentment, he has refused 
to exaggerate the incident in any way. 
This has greatly disappointed the Cuban 
ring.”’ 

The New York correspondent of The 
Standard savs: ‘‘ President McKinley was 
the coolest man in Washington, and almost 
exaggerated the slightness of the personal 
offense in order to steady raging Congress- 
men.” 

The Standard editorially says: 

“The responsibility for preventing the 
affair reaching a dangerous phase appears 
to lie wholly with Spain. The sympathy of 
observers will be with President McKinley 
rather than with Sefior de Lome, whose let- 
ter shows that he is destitute of the qualities 
required by his profession. We confess we 
should like to know the facts as to the al- 
leged theft of the letter, whose opportune 
production looks suspicious. But if its use 
were designed to hasten the crisis, the de- 
signers seem to have gained nothing be- 
yond a change of Ministers.”’ 

The New York correspondent of The Daily 
News says: 

** Sefior de Lome was sometimes trouble- 
some, on account of his disposition to as- 
sume a high manner over Cuban affairs, 
but he usually subsided when: he found it 
unsuccessful. A less tactful successor may 
precipitate a crisis, for the situation is full 
of dangerotis elements, but trouble may be 
avoided if President’ McKinley holds the 
affair completely in his own hands.” 

The Morning Post says editorially: 

“ The*Cuban Junta has quite unconscious- 
ly done President McKinley a considerable 
service. Amid the breakdown of his fiscal 
policy and the gloomy Pre, hecies as to the 
coming elections, the de me letter is a 
happy discovery. It enables the Cabinet 
to assume an air of outraged dignity and 
to insist upon reparation from Spain with- 
out in any way committing itself on the 
general question of Cuban politics, 

“ The letter was quite natural for Sefior de 
Lome to send, and the impetuous and high- 
handed proceedings of the Washington Goy- 
ernment form another illustration of the 
total contempt for good manners which 
characterizes the State Department, In this 
ease their entrgy is stimulated by the op- 
portunity to please the rabble of their party 
without accually provoking Spain to declare 
war.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph editorially censures 
aoe de Lome’s “ injudicious and ill-itmed 
etter.”’ : 


LA LUCHA CONDEMNS DE LOME. 


HAVANA, Feb. 10.—La Lucha, comment- 
ing upon the de Lome affair, says: ‘“ At 
various times during past years we have 
said that Sefior Dupuy de Lome is not the 
man Spain needs at this moment in Wash- 
ington. In spite of this, the most prominent 
Madrid politicians have not ‘thought so.”’ 

La Lucha adds: “ We have reliable in- 
formation to the effect that the letter at- 
tributed to Sefior de Lome was intércepted 
before it was delivered to Sefior Canalejas. 
It was rolli about the world before arriv- 
ing at the Journal and Advertiser ‘ office. 
Other things are said which will be cleared 
up ip ime and cause considerable astonish- 
ment, 

The publication of the news as to Sefi 
de Lome’s letter produced a profound ounbe 
tion in Havana. In political and military 
circles, at the theatres, and in the coffee 
houses it was the theme of eager discussion. 
Not for @ long time has any piece of news 
been the subject of such despread and 
absorbing attention. In all circles the letter 
is pronounced “ indiscreet.” 

Sefior Muruaga is. considered as likely to 
succeed Sefior de Lome. 


HISTORY OF DE LOME’S LETTER. 


It was admitted at the Cuban Junta yes- 
terday that the State Department was: in- 
formed of the de Lome letter several days 
before it was given out for publication, and 
it was said that owing to this fact and the 
consequent opportunity for establishing its 
authenticity, the department had been ena- 
bled to take immediate action. 

According to persons at the Junta, the 
letter had been shown to Consul Gen. Lee 
before it was brought to this country, in

order that he might notify ‘the State De+

‘The man who procured the letter is now 


in the United States, but it was not he 


‘that brought the letter here. It came in 
‘the custody of a trustworthy messenger, 
‘and no time was lost in getting it here. 
Horatio S. Rubens,-the Junta’s legal coun- 
‘gel, said yesterday that the letter had been 
here some time. It was further learned 


yesterday that the original of the. letter 
was taken to Woshington by Gen, Tomas 
Estrada Palma seve ago, but ae 
to the circ tances under which it h 
.been obtain he d t could not 
well make use t. The es ication of the 
setter, of course, made official action pos- 
sible. 

Mr. Rubens said that he could not give 
a detailed account as to the procuring of 
the letter, for obvious reasons, but it was 
taken from the desk in the room of the 
hotel in which Sefior Canalejas was sto 
ping, and the envelope was left as a blind. 

The letter was not given out for publica- 
tion, Mr. Rubens said till its genuineness 
was established by evidence that was con- 


clusive. 

“I would have been a blathering idiot,” 
he said, “to have made it public without 
such prov! . I don't know just what would 
have me of me, to say nothing of the 
effect on the cause of Cuba.” 

Then Mr. Rubens said: ‘I think atten- 
tion may now be properly called to the con- 
tents of the letter aside from its personal 
attack on the President.. It attacks our 

eople as a whole, our press, our Senate; it 
ollows up the Spanish idea that we are 
merely a nation of barterers; whose good 
will can be netent by trade concessions; 
it, in effect, ridicules our diplomacy, and 
its allusion to the President as being weak 
shows the § ish estimate of its own in- 
fluence in ashington in delaying action 
on the Cuban quéstion. 

* Besides, it shows that the autonomist 
regime is a mere farce; substantially ad- 
mits the failure of both autonomy and 
military campaigns in Cuba, and says that 
when something great is done Spain is 
lost.. He admits the weakness of the Span- 
ish position when toward the end he al- 
ludes to ‘ poor Spain.’ 5 

“If this is the estimate of a man who 
has lived in this country with intimate so- 
cial and official relations, what can be the 
estimate of other Spamards?” . 

Regarding the charge that the transla- 
tion of the letter was not correct, Mr. 
Rubens said that if it erred it did so on 
the safe side. The language of the original 
was stronger than that of the translation. 
Getting out a lexicon, he looked up some 
of the questioned words. 

“‘Dhe word ‘ groseria,’- which the transla- 
tion gave as ‘coarseness,’ means ‘ gross- 
ness’ or ‘shameless in word or action’; 
‘ politicastro,’ translated as ‘low politician,’ 
means ‘politicaster, which Webster de- 
fines as ‘a petty poiltician ’ or ‘a pretender 
to politics’; the word ‘ poblachero’ means 
one who tries to influence the ‘ poblacho ’~ 
the rabble or mob, and we gave it ‘ cater- 
ing to the rabble.’ ” 

eferring to the recall or resignation of de 
Lome, Mr. Rubens said that an acceptance 
of his resignation by the anish Govern- 
ment meant an admission that he was in- 
tolerable, while it at the same time indorsed: 
his sentiments. 

“The lettér proves false,’”’ said he, “ every- 
thing Spain has said as to autonomy, and 
shows that its policy in dealing with the 
United States has been one of misrepre- 
sentation. Its reference to a commercial 
treaty and the necessity of sending a rep- 
resentative here takes the letter outside the 

ale of persanal correspondence and makes 
it official.” 

Asked if he had any idea who Seéfior de 
Lome’s successor, would be, Mr. Rubens 
said that it would be difficult to find a 
Spaniard of prominence who has not ad- 
versely criticised the United States. 

Arturo Baldasano, the Spanish Consul, re- 
fused. yesterday to submit to an interview. 


SPAIN’S DUPLICITY APPARENT, 


WASHINGTON Feb. 10.—Unofficial per- 
sons: express regret that the President did 
not send his passports to Mr. de Lome be- 
fore giving him .an opportunity to offer his 
resignation to his Government. As he is no 
longer an officer, it is held that he cannot 
be dealt with officially. 

Among Senators who have had time to 
read his letter much interest is expressed 
in those parts of it which set forth Span- 
ish hopes and fears about Cuba. The hope- 
lessness ot the Spanish cause, dependent, as 
Sefior de Lome makes it appear, upon the 
success of the Spanish Ministry and its 
agents to hoodwink the Government of the 
United States until a great military success 
has been achieved, opened the eyes of men 
who. have been inclined to regard the effort 
to grant autonomy with favor, and to be- 
lieve that Spain was honestly inclined to 
win over the Cubans by that experiment, 
and reveals the real intention in such a way 
as to make it difficult for de Lome’s succes- 
sor to establish anew the relations that ex- 
isted before the intercepted letter uncov- 
ered the true Spanish position. 

One State Department officer said this af- 
ternoon that the Administration would look 
for a disavowal of the utterances of Sefior 
de Lome as affecting pending negotiations 
for a reciprocity agreement. Unless the ap- 
parent insincerity of the Spanish Govern- 
ment is disavowed, the United States can- 
not decently continue to talk about reciproc- 
ity if that talk is to be ened in by Spain 
simply as a fashion of whiling away the 
time and diverting attention from the lack 
of military success,which de Lome consid- 
ers so essential to the maintenance of the 
control of Cuba, 

The material points of the de Lome letter 
are sure to be discussed in Congress after 
the question of offense to the Administra- 
tion is dis ed of. Congress will not stay 
‘‘ paralyzed ’’ because Sefior de Lome de- 
scribes it as “paralyzed,” and the Presi- 
dent will have some difficulty in preventing 
the passage of impulsive or resentful .reso- 
lutions, provoked by de Lome’s revelations 
of Spanish duplicity. 


ABSTRACTED FROM THE MAILS. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—When in- 
quiries were made at the Spanish Le- 
gation to-day as tw how the letter 
reached the hands of the Cuban Junta, it 
was said that the statements made by the 
junta as to Sefior Canalejas receiving the 
letter were absolutcly false. Private in- 
quiries, it was stated, had been made 
through a New York gentleman, which had 
disclosed that Canalejas never saw the 
letter. This inquiry was sent by cable 
direct to Canalejas, now at Madrid, and he 
was asked if he had ever received a letter 
of the character described. To this Sefior 
Canalejas answered that he never received 
the letter and knew nothing of its. con- 
tents; that if he had received it he would 
have made 3n answer to the letter. . 

There has never been an acknowledgmept 
or an answer from Canalejas. After th 
statement direct from Canalejas, the Span- 
ish authorities regard tt as plain that the 
letter was stolen in transit, and that the re- 

orts of Canalejas receiving it and read- 
ng to to Dr. Congosto are fabrications ‘in 
tended to cover up the plan by which the 
letter was abstracted. The fact that the en- 
vélope is not produced is taken as another 
evidence that the letter was taken in tran- 
sit, as the envelope would have disclos 
the postmarks, with the time of sending an 
receipt, both in this country and Havana, 
if it ever reached the latter place. 


SENOR DE LOME’S CAREER, 


Sefior Enrique Dupuy de Lome has been 
in the diplomatic service of his country 
from youth, When only eighteen years of 
age, in 1869, he became honorary attaché 
to the Foreign Minister in Madrid. While 
filling the duties of this office without com- 
pensation, he devoted his leisure to the 


tudy of international law, and received his 
yma in that department of the Uni- 
versity of Madrid in 1872; a few months 
later he sed with honor the competitive 
examination of the Foreign Office, and was 
admitted to the corriere-or the diplomatic 
profession. He ranked high as a linguist, 
as a mathematician, and as a student ot 
the eommon law of nations. 

After spending a year in Paris on leave 
he was appointed Third Secretary an 
Counselor to the nish’ Legation: in 
Tokio, and two’ years later was transferred 
to Brussels, He was moted to be Second 
Secretary at Montevideo in 1877; thence he 
was b greased to Buenos Ayres, Argentina, 

1880. 

~ year later he was appointed Second 
Secretary to the Embassy in Paris. He 
stayed there for one year, and then re- 
eeived his first appointment to the United 
States, coming as First Secretary to the 
Washington Legation. Later on he was 
ordered to Berlin in the same capacity, and 
then served a term in the Madrid Foreign 
Office, after which, in 1887, he went as 
Spain's delegate, with the rank of Minister 
Resident, to the London _ international 
su conference. After the conference, 
still with the same rank, he was ordered 
to Montevideo. @ return to Spain in 
1891 as chief of :

In February, 1 he 
was elected to the Cortes from his native 
district of Albaida, in Valencia. In this 
yeat he was also appointed a Commissioner

CHEERS FOR A GOLD STANDARD 


Applause and Hisses for President Mc- 
Kinley—Ex-Congressman Bynum’s 
Views on the Money Question— 
Addresses by Simeon Ford 
and W. F. King. 


The New York Jewelers’ Association had 
its twenty-third annual banquet last night 
at Delmonico’s. Nearly 200 members and 
guests were present. In the absence of 
President George W. Shiebler, kept at home 
by sickness, Vice President F. H, Larter 
presided and acted as toastmaster. The 
guests included J. Franklin Ford, President 
W. F. King of the Merchants’ Association, 
W. D. Bynum, the Rev. Dr. Kittredge, F. 
W. Wurster, and W. P. Williams. 

Letters of regret wére received from Gro- 
ver Cleveland, Attorney General Griggs, 
Charles L, Tiffany, ex-Mayor Strong and 
others. Mr. Tiffany wrote: 

I thank you most cordially for the very kind in- 
vitation to your twenty-third anniversary ban- 
quet, and although a due regard for my advanced 
age and health forbids me to participate, the an- 
nouncement of the annual recurrence of your 
dinner is always fraught with pleasurable mem- 
ories of home reunions, and while reveries of their 
fond recollections are passing before me my 
thoughts will be with you and in spirit I will 
drink to your hea'th. 

“Auld Lang Syne” was sung after three 
cheers had been given for Mr. Tiffany, and 
then H. B. Dominick called for three 
cheers for Grover Cleveland, the “‘ protector 
of our currency,’ and they were given with 
a will. At the call of Ludwig Nissen a like 
compliment was paid to President McKinley. 
Later in the evening, however, when a sec- 
ond demand was made for cheers for Mc- 
Kinley it was received with more hisses 
than cheers.

Mr. Larter, in his introductory address, 
said he felt sure that the hard times had 
gone never to return, and somebody called 
to the orchestra in the music gallery to play 
“Hard Times Come Again No More.” The 
leader misunderstood the demand, and 
played “ There’ll Be a Hot Time.” Because 
of the absence of Ex-Mayor Strong, who 
was to have taken W. J. Hendrick’s place 
in replying to the toast, ‘‘ The Ladies,” the 
toast was drunk in silence, and then Mr. 
Bynum was introduced to speak on “A 
Single Standard of Value Measure.” 


Mr. Bynum’s Speech. 


He spoke at length on the necessity of a 
gold standard and said: 

“What then are the essentials of a sound 
monetary system? First and above every 
consideration it must be so constructed that 
the term ‘dollar,’ wherever it may appear, 
whether in a bond of the Government, upon 
the face of a banknote; in a bill of ex- 
change; in a promissory note, in every con- 
tract and obligation between individuals, or 
upon the pages of a ledger in an open ac- 
count, shall mean a certain, definite, fixed, 
and unquestionable measure of value. [Pro- 
longed applause. ] 

“Tf there be thé least suspicion that the 
standard may be changed the whole super- 
structure of credit, based upon it, will trem- 
ble at the slightest evidence of a disturb- 
ance, 

“The business interests of the country, so 
long as the present system continues, will 
be subject to disturbance from every in- 
fluence that threatens a change of policy. 
The recurrence of elections; the introduc- 
tion of unfriendly measures in either branch 
of Congress; a balance of trade requiring 
an exportation of gold, may at any time 
seriously affect businéss; and yet we won- 
der why it is that capital is timid and why 
labor is not wholly employed. 

“Our first duty, then, is not simply more 
firmly to establish the gold standard, but 


to implant it, by the force of sound logic | 


and convinges argument, so deeply and 
so immovably in the minds and in the con- 
sciences of the people that no man dare 
assail it. 

“With all doubts as to the safety of the 
standard removed, our system of currency 
must be so reformed as to enable the peo- 
ple of every section of the country, under 
proper safeguards, to obtain an ample sup- 
ply of sound circulation. It will be impos- 
sible to protect a stable standard of value 
for any great length of time, unless we so 
reform our financiai system as to remedy 
the evils and remove the cause of discon- 
tent in the agricultural districts. No fact 
has been more clearly demonstrated by 
the operations of the present system than 
that the Government.cannot supply the 
people with a currency possessing all the 
qualities essential to the requirements of 
the varied interests and_ localities of the 
whole country. A central power of issue, 
even under the most favorable plan of dis- 
tribution, can never be made responsive in 
districts remote from financial centres, 

“I realize, perhaps, better than most of 
you the hereulean task of accomplishing 
this reform. It can only be done with the 
united support of that great conservative, 
but irresistible power, when once aroused 
—the business interests of the country. The 
business men can no longer afford to yield 
to others the direction and management of 
public affairs, and the sooner they realize 
that their vate as well as public inter- 
ests are at stake, the easier will be the 
task and the quicker the agony will be 
over.” 

Mr. Bynum’s address was frequently in- 
terrupted by applause, and at its close 
three cheers were given for the speaker and 
three for a gold standard.

,“I see that Mr. Nansen, the arctic ex- 
plorer, is dissatisfied with the American 
hotel and has thrown up his lecture engage- 


ment and gone .home. Some American 
hotels are enough to make a man throw 
up. Fh a lecture en ement. This in- 
trepid man got within miles of the 
pole and never turned a hair, but six weeks 
of American hotels turned his stomach. For 
fourteenth months he slept on the ice and 
lived on blubber and frappéed dog, and his 
cry was ever ‘Excelsior;’ but when he 
struck our excelsior—in the mattresses—he 
weakened, For months he never saw the 
mercury above the sub-basement of the 
thermometer and he never flinched, but 
when the American waitress gave him the 
marble heart and the icy face his blood 
froze in his veins.

People who formerly made it a 
practice to purchase diamond necklaces and 
ruby coronets and emerald tiaras, upon 
slight provocation, hav®tultivated a fond- 
ness for moss agates and rhinestones. They 
have become just as shy about purchasing a 
square meal, or contracting an adult board 
bill at a hotel. 


The Gracchi of Old. 


“You remember the Roman matron, Mrs. 
Gracchi, who, indicating her children, re- 
marked, ostentatiously, to the grand stand: 


‘These are my jewels.’ Well, that’s about 
the only kind of jewelry which has been 
in vogue of late, and even then I am told 
the supply largely exceeded the demand.” 

“But let fhe public get in funds again, 
Gentlemen, and the jeweler and the hotel 
man will be on earth again, and you can 
decorate them outside, and we will decorate 
them inside, and the lion and the lamb 
will lie down together. 

“But I fear I have wandered from my 
own fireside, and my toast, ‘Our Guests.’ 
There are three species of guest. One, the 
fortunate being who is invited simply to 
eat, drink, and be merry at some other fel- 
low’s.expense, Another the gifted being who 
travels on his shape and who by reason of 
his greatness is invited to throw a halo of 
respectability over the occasion. And last, 
the distinguished yet unhappy orator—his 
countenance sicklied o’er with the pale cast 
of eeeeee wr has to work his passage. 
To the former I present my felicitations; to 
the latter my heartfelt sympathy. 

“To the casual observer the life of an 
after-dinher orator appears to be a cross 
between a dream of pleasure and a lead- 
pipe cinch, but that is an erroneous idea. 

“TIT know of no men in the community 
who work harder and get worked oftener 
than these unfortunates. Some bold diners- 
out have recently tried to break over the 
ancient custom of after-dinner speaking, 
by substituting for us orators who clothe 
our thoughts in beautiful and felicitous lan- 
guage, soubrettes, who; it is said, do not 
bother about clothing at all. It is painful 
to think that we are to be thus brought 
directly into competition with living pict- 
ures and skirt dancers, and ladies who per- 
form their toilets while depending by their 
toes from a trapeze.” 


The United States in Competition. 


W. F. King, speaking for “ The Ameri- 
can Merchant” said, in part: 

“The United States has of recent years 
been forced into the fleld as a competitor 


of other nations. In the improvements sug- 
gested by the mind of man in. this country 
production has overrun demand. This is 
equally true of products of the soil. Other 
nations of the world have cultivated cereals 
to a greater extent than ever before, and 
the foreign demand regulates the price to 
our farmer. Were the United ,States to 
make a proper effort to expand its trade 
abroad for Its surplus manufactures, a bet- 
ter condition of affairs would be brought 
about in this country. 

“Tf the work of our factories could be 
used up in the forei countries which have 
recently been opened up and which are be- 
ing rapidly developed, the wheels of our 
factories would revolve constantly. 

“As a business man, I would urge upon 
you united and intelligent co-operation to 
the end that our Consular Service be taken 
out of litics and placed under the civil 
service laws; that that branch of the Govy- 
ernment service be maintained upon a 
higher plane than it is now, for it is 
through our representatives in foreign ports 
that we can best open up and expand mar- 
kets for our manufactured goods. If this 
can be accomplished, the entire Nation will 
be benefited.” 

The other speakers were J. Franklin Fort, 
on ‘‘ Our Sister States,’”’ and the Rev. Dr. 
Kittredge on. “‘ The New Year.”

UNION LEAGUE CLUB ACTS 


Elihu Root’s First Address to the 


Members Since His Election 
as President. 


THREE REFORMS ADVOCATED 


Better Primaries, Sound Currency, and 
Purged Pension Rolls — Resolu- 
tions on the First and Last 
of These Subjects. 


For the first time since he was elected 
President of the organization to succeed 
Gen. Horace Porter, now Ambassador to 
France, Elihu Root presided at a meeting of 
the Union League Club last night. The at- 
tendance at the meeting was a large one, 
for, aside from the fact that it was the first 
meeting at which Mr. Root presided, the 
members were anxious to hear what stand 
Mr. Root would take on the efforts to bring 
about barmony in the Republican ranks, es- 
pecially as he was one of the men who 
signed the letter with Chauncey M. Depew, 


ex-Gov. Morton, and a number of others in- 
viting an amicable settlement of the differ- 
— which now exist in the Republican 
ranks. 

Mr. Root gratified the desires of the mem- 
bers in this respect, for in his inaugural 
address he spoke upon the subject at length. 
His reference to obtaining honest primaries 
brought about the introduction of the fol- 
lowing resolution, which was unanimously 
adopted: 

Resolved, That a committee of five, of which 
the President of the club shall be ex officio a 
member, with power to add to its numbers, be 
appointed by the President of this club, to take 
such action as may be necessary toward the 
framing of a primary election law which shall be 
adequate and effective to remedy existing evils, 
and afford to every elector an ey for an 
equal voice in the nomination of the candidates 
and the election of the officers of the political 
party with which he is allied, and to urge upon 
the Legislature of this State the prompt enact- 
ment of such a law. 


Action on Pension Frauds, 


Mr. Root, in his speech, paid some atten- 
tion to National affairs, and especially to 
the Federal Administration. He urged the 
necessity of a firm stand on the money 
question, and. when he deplored the frauds 
in the Pension Department, another reso- 
lution, as follows, was offered, and unani- 
mously adopted: 

Resolved, That the Committee on Political Re- 
form be requested to inquire into and report to 
this club upon the nature of the charges of 
fraud in the msion rolls of the United States, 
the means which may be practicable to ascertain 
the truth or falsity of the charges, the methods 
available for Seen the evil, if it exists, and 
whether, and in what way, this club may con- 
tribute toward these ends. 

In his introduction to his speech, Mr. 
Root spoke of the formation of the Union 
League Club, and of the growth of the or- 
ganization since then. e quoted the call 
for organization of Jan. 15, 1863, and spoke 
of the aid the club had furnished to Na- 
tional, State, and Municipal Government. 

‘Let us mot be unmindful,” he said, “of 
the examples of the past. Let us cultivate 
the social side of life. Let us minister to 
the comfort, the tastes, the enjoyment of 
all our members. Let us continue to make 
our home beautiful and attractive. Let us 
also remember the wise design of the 
founders ‘that all these things shall be, not 
an end in themselves, but a means to those 
higher ends which are the objects of our 
association. i 

“Let us beware of putting forth crude and 
{ll-considered expressions of .opinion. No 
matter by what authority propositions may 
be advanced, they should be considered, dis- 
cussed, and the reasons which lead others 
to different conclusions should be weighed. 
Let us not meddle with too many things 
or with unimportant ones. The men and 
the bodies who continually assault the pub- 
lic ear with their views upon all subjects 
aud seek in private station apparently to 
direct all the operations of government soon 
fail of a hearing altogether and fall into 
disrepute as mere busybodies. And let us 
take no action unless we are in earnest 
and are prepared to follow -it vigorously to 
the end. 

*“ Occasion for action is not wanting. The’ 
enormous ag continued growth of the pen- 
sion rolls a third of a century after the 
close of the civil war has been accompa- 
nied by widespread and repeated charges 
of wholesale fraud, until the roll that 
should be all honored is covered with sus- 
picion, and the annual payments which 
should be made freely and gratefully are 
made grudgingly and angrily on the part 
of many honest and genuine Americans. 
The honor of the army and navy of the 
civil war demands that the cloud be cleared 
away; that if the disgraceful imputation be 
not true it should be refuted and set at rest 
forever, and if it be true that the wrong 
should be redressed; that the rolls should 
be p ed and the lists of honor be freed 
from the companionship of fraud. Until 
this is done the very purpose and original 
mission of the club remains unfulfilled. 


Need of Reformed Primaries. 


“The same obstacles to the free and ef- 
fective expression of the popular will which 
the club found thirty years ago at the polls, 
and attacked with triumphant force, still 


exist to-day at the primaries. Our present 
method of securing fair elections requires 
that the citizen who really has opportunity 
to express his will, should have a voice in 
determining what names should be printed 
on the ballots. The exehcise of this right 
of nomination has now no adequate protec- 
tion against fraud and corruption. Fraud 
and corruption have, in fact, deprived the 
eople of their voice in the selection of can- 

idates in so many instances that there is a 
widespread public demand for the same 
kind of reform in the law regarding nomi- 
nations that‘ we commenced thirty years 
ago regarding elections. : 

“The problem is the same; the methods 
to be pursued are in general the same; the 
necessity is equally vital and imperative. 
It is of the highest consequence that the 
legislative remedy be swift, just, prac- 
ticable, and effective to really Secure a full, 
free opportunity for every citizen, in his 
own party,.to have his voice in the nomina- 
tion of candidates whose names shall be 
placed upon the official ballot. No Govern- 
ment founded upon popular will can possi- 
bly live while the people are denied the op- 
portunity to express that will. 

“Another duty rests upon us. The as- 
sault upon our National honor and oredit, 
which was repelled by the election of 1896, 
has been renewed. The President of the 
United States, by nature prudent and sa- 
gacious, in method careful and considerate, 
seeking always the course of peaceful ad- 
ministration, but at heart always fearless, 
who never speaks too soon, but is always 
ready when the occasion comes, has sound- 
ed the clear note of National honor and 
faith. The House of Representatives, the 
‘ People’s House,’ has responded to his call, 
but the Senate of the United States has an- 
swered oy a@ sullen declaration of adherence 
to the policy of repudiation and dishonor. 


The People to Speak This Year. 

“This very year the people of the United 
States are to declare their judgment upon 
the issue and, by the election of a new Con- 
gress and of many Senators, to say whether 
they stand with McKinley and the House 
or with Teller and Murphy in the Senate, 
Surely upon this issue, the duty of this 
club ts clear and imperative. The time for 
the performance of that duty, here and 
everywhere, by us and by those who think 
with us, is now, ey not a week, 
not a day, should be lost in commencing 
the successive steps necessary to marshal 
the forces at the polls in November. In 
practical performance the two dutie’ which 
I have last described coincide. 

“If the country speaks at the next elec- 
tion for McKinley and the House, it must 
be by the election of the candidates nomi- 
nated by the Republican Party. The pre- 
ponderant forces of Bryanism are surely 
forming the lines of Democratic organiza- 
tion upon the opposing side. Outside of 
these two organizations there is no possi- 
bility of effective action. 

“The Republican Party in this State is 
divided. It is divided by local questions, by 
personal questions, by organizations for the 
redress of evils permitted by our lax and 
inefficient primary laws. The divisions are 
upon lines of nciple, which will not be 
surrendered, which, as I think, ought not 
to be surrendered, and which, speaking for 
myself, I shall not surrender, under any 
circumstances I can conceive.

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PROCEEDINGS IN CONGRESS 


The House Thrown Into Bad Tem- 
per by the Rigid Enforce- 
ment of the Rules. 


SPEECH BY HANDY CUT OFF 


He Wished to Criticise Mr. Bayard’s 
Recent Utterance on the Money 
Question—Indian Appropri- 
ations in the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—There was con- 
siderable bitterness shown in the House tvo- 
day between the majority and the minority, 
for which the Democratic leader, Mr. 
Bailey, was chiefly responsible. 

Mr. Bailey got time from Mr. Perkins 
(Rep., Iowa,) during the consideration of 
@ bill to authorize the issue of a duplicate 
of the check drawn by Charles E. Mc- 
Chesney, an Indian agent, in favor of C. 
J. Holman & Brother, for $2,819, and yield- 
ed thirty minutes of it to Mr. Handy (Dem., 
Del.) A question was raised as to the right 
of Mr. Bailey to yield time, and consider- 
able friction developed. 

Mr. Tawney (Rep., Minn.,) intimated in 
an undertone that Mr. Bailey had secured 
time under false pretenses. 

“Of course the gentleman does not mean 
that,” said Mr. Bailey; “‘ but if he does, I 
denounce it as infamously false.’’ 

The situation immediately became 
strained, and when Mr. Handy launched 
his remarks, which proved to be a criticism 
of Thomas F. Bayard’s recent utterance 
on the money question, objection was made 
that the remarks were irrelevant to the 
pending bill, and when Mr. Handy persist- 


ed along the same line he was called to 
order by Mr. Dalzell, (Rep., Penn.) 

Mr. Bailey indulged in some parliamentary 
sparring in an attempt to secure for Mr. 
Handy the privilege of making his speech, 
and when he failed Mr. Handy yielded the 
floor. 


A Democratic Filibuster, 


Party feeling had been inflamed by the in- 
cident, however, and the Democrats re- 
taliated by contesting the passage of the 
pending bill. A division, tellers, and finally 
the yeas and nays were demanded by Mr. 
Bailey. The previous question was ordered, 
145—111. 

Another roll call was forced on an insig- 
nificant amendment.. On this vote most of 
the Democrats, under the lead of Mr. Bailey, 
declined to vote, but the Speaker noted 
enough members present to make up a quo- 
rum and the amendment was adopted, 130 
yeas, 12 nays, 7 answering present, and 50 
present and not answering to their names. 

On the next vote, on the engrossment and 
third reading of the bill, the Spedker could 
count only 149 present, and a call of the 
House was ordered. A quorum appeared 
and the bill was ordered to be engrossed 
by a vote of 162 to 2—present and not an- 
swering, 82. Mr. Bailey then formally de- 
manded the reading of the engrossed Dill. 
As the bill had not been engrossed it could 
not be read, and it was necessary to lay it 
aside. 

The Speaker then began a call of the com- 
mittees for the presentation of bills. This 
was the first time this order of business 
has been entered upon at this session. On 
the first bill presented—to make Rockland, 
Me., a sub-port of entry—Mr. Bailey again 
got ~y floor and again yielded to Mr. 

andy. 


Mr. Handy had only uttered a few sen- 
tences, stating that he intended to reply 
to Mr. Bayard, when Mr. Dalzell called 
him to order. 

Mr. Bailey protested vehemently that 
there was no way of determining whether 
Mr. Handy was in order or not. 

Mr. Dalzell replied that the statement was 
@ mere evasion. 

Mr. Williams (Dem., Miss.,) and several 
others were drawn into the controversy. 


The Speaker on the Rules. 


Suddenly the Speaker straightened up in 
his chair, and, addressing Mr. Bailey, said: 

“ That gentleman from Delaware is 
out of order can certainly not be disputed 
by gentlemen who are looking each other 
in the face.” 

Continuing, the Speaker said that while it 
had been the custom to allow the widest 
latitude in debate in the committee of the 
whole, that had not been the practice in the 
House. There the debate was confined to 
the subject under consideration, and he 
thought members on both sides must admit 
that it would not be suitable to fasten on 
the House a system by which all manner 
of questions could be discussed at any time. 
It was wise to conform to the principles 
that governed every parliamentary body. 

Mr. Bailey, in reply, maintained that cus- 
tom was binding as the rule, and he con- 
tended thateit always had been the practice 
to give gentlemen latitude. He never had 
known. he said, a case where a gentleman 
was cailed to order unless he was attacking 
some one or indulging in personalities. He 
called attention to the fact that last week 
for two hours during the consideration of a 
pension bill in the House a debate on Pa- 
cific Railroads had gone on. 

“Yet to-day,” said he, ‘the rule is in- 
voked against this side of the House. When 
a gentleman on this side desires to reply to 
an attack upon him and all those associated 
with him he is silenced. I appeal to gen- 
tlemen on the other side to refiect how far 
the practice they contend for can go.”’ 

The Speaker said he had no desire to en- 
force the rules rigorously except when they 
wereinvoked. If the rule had not been en- 
forced on other occasions it was the misfort- 
une of those other occasions. There was no 
longer any pretense that Mr. Handy intend- 
ed to discuss the pending bill.

As it was evident that the Democrats in- 
tended to continue the filibuster, and as the 
House had no regular business to proceed 
with, Mr. Dingley moved an adjournment 
until Monday. 

Mr. Richardson, (Dem., Tenn.,) who with 
his feHow-Democrats desired to have a 
session to-morrow for the consideration of 
private bills, contested this motion with a 
plain motion to adjourn. The Speaker ruled 
that Mr. Dingley’s motion took precedence. 
The motion was carried, 128 to 116. 

Mr. Henderson, (Rep., Iowa,) Chairman 
of the Judiciary Committee, asked unani- 
mous consent for the consideration of the 
Bankruptcy bill Wednesday, Thursday, and 
Saturday of next week, with provision for a 
vote at 4 o’clock the following Monday. 
There was no objection, and, the order being 
entered, at 4:25 o’clock the House adjourned 
until Monday. 


TORPEDO BOAT NAVIGATION.

{ts Dangers Illustrated by a Recent 
Voyage of the Foote, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The Navy is 
learning that little torpedo boats are dan- 
gerous craft for cruising along the Ailan- 
tic coast during the stormy Winter season. 
The last sufferer is the Foote, that has 
arrived at Norfolk to repair her shaft. 


She came north from Port Royal, §. C., 
using only one propeller, the other shaft 
being broken. 

Lieut. Rodgers, commanding the Foote, 
reports to the Navy Department that he 
had the liveliest kind of a time on the way 
up. He made the run in sixty hours, and 
in all that time nobody got any sleep 
aboard, while nearly every one was sea- 
sick and exhausted, owing to the motion 
of the little boat and the great vibration 
caused by the machinery. The boat might 
have come north through the canals and 
sounds, according to the department’s in- 
structions, but Lieut. Rodgers, like Lieut. 
Barnadou, who carried the Winslow 
through such a blow, decided to save time 
by taking the outside route. 

Lieut. Rodgers says the boat behaved 
very well as a seaboat, but he recommends 
a few changes to make her safe and com- 
fortable. Such a sixty-hour trip, he says, 
should not be made except in a grave emer- 
gency, and in his opinion no torpedo boat 
should be kept at sea for more than one 
night at a time. 


| NEW CUSTOMHOUSE PROJECTED 


Collector Bidwell Enlists. Secretary 
Gage in Favor of a Building 
on the Bowling Green Site. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Collector Bid- 
well has been in Washington for the pur- 
pose of awakening interest in the propo- 
sition to erect a new Custom House. He has 
talked over the matter with Secretary Gage 
and his assistants, and has convinced them 
that it is advisable to take steps to assure 
to New York a new Custom House building 
within three years. The result of his visit 
is likely to be made known in a day or 
two by a communication to Congress by 
Secretary Gage, recommending the passage 
of an act authorizing the sale at such a 


price not less than a minimum to be named 
of the old Custom House property and the 
construction of a new building on the Bowl- 
ing Green site that has long been discussed. 
A bill was passed several years ago to 
authorize the sale of the present Custom 
House site for not less than $4,000,000 and 
the construction of a new building out of 
the proceeds of that sale and of such addi- 
tional money as the Congress would provide, 
It has not been found possible to get an 
offer of $4,000,000 for the present Custom 
House site. It is probable that Secretary 
Gage will recommend the repeal of that 
requirement and permission to sell for a 
fair price in some way that will assure the 
Government against a sacrifice of the prop- 
erty. 
The Treasury officers are opposed to con- 
structing a new building on the Wall Street 
site. A building sufficiently large to ac- 
commodate the Custom House business 
would have to be very high, but even if a 
high building were authorized it is believed 
that in course of time it would be sur- 
rounded by other buildings still higher and 
that the light would be so excluded from a 
Government building that it would be dif- 
ficult to work in it without artificial light. 
At Bowling Green it is believed there 
would be abundance of space for a building 
and that in many ways it would be a more 
advantageous situation than the one now 
occupied. ‘ 


THE DAY IN THE SENATE. 


Indian Appropriation Bill Discussed— 
Mr. Allen of Nebraska Attacks 
Speaker Reed. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The Senate to- 
day took up the Indian Appropriation bill. 
As it passed the House the Dill carried 
$7,517,454. As reported to the Senate it 
carried $7,665,527, an increase of $148,073. 
The bill as proposed by the Senate Com- 
mittee carries about $10,000 less than the 
appropriation for the current year. 

Considerable discussion arose over an 
amendment proposed by the committee pro- 
viding ‘‘ that hereafter no Indian or tribe 
of Indians shall lease for mining purposes 
lands that are not patented to said In- 
dians.” Mr. Rawlins (Cem, Utah,) sup- 
ported the amendment and referred to ef- 
forts thaitt constantly were being made by 
private individuals and corporations to se- 
cure Indian lands, particularly mineral 
lands, by lease from tn2 Indians with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Interior. 

Mr. Allen (Pop., Ne»d.,) maintained that 
the Indians had a higher and better right 
to the land than the mere permission to 


roam over it, hunting andi fishing and feed- 
ing their ponies. 

The committee amendment was agreed to. 

At the conclusion of the reading of the 
bill it was thrown open to amendment. 
Several minor amendments relative to In- 
dian reservations were adopted. 

In the course of the discussion of an 
amendment offered by Mr. ‘Thurston, 
against which a point of order was made 
by Mr. Allison, (Rep., Iowa.) Mr. Allen 
made a sharp attack upon the Speaker of 
the House of Representatives. He declared 
it was impossible to secure. the passage 
through the House of many meritorious 
measures because one man stood at the 
entrance of the cavern into which proposed 
legislation was dumped and would permit 
nothing to be done of which he did not ap- 
prove. 

“‘In the other end of the Capitol,’”’ said 
Mr. Allen, ‘‘ this one man stands for 328, 
and his bold, unwarranted, undignified ac- 
tion is a disgrace to the Congress and to 
the American people.”’ 

Mr. Frye (Rep., Me.,) said Mr. Allen was 
himself out of order while speaking to a 
point of order. 

Mr, Allen said he had no desire to violate 
the rules; and did not think he had violated 
them, as he had not referred to any man 
by name nor to any particular end of the 
Capitol. 

This was received with sarcastic laugh- 
ter by other Senators, and even Mr. Alien 
smiled. 

Further along in his remarks, Mr. Allen 
reverted to the power exercised by the 
Speaker of the House, declaring that in 
view of the impossibility of securing con- 
sideration of meritorious legislation, the 
truth ought to be known of all people in 
the country. If the truth hurt, or if it 
broke any rules, he was not responsible. 

“IT want it understood,” said Mr. Allen, 
“that I hold myself responsible at any 
time and in any place for such statements 
as Eeeey make or have made on this sub- 
ject. 

Mr. Allison’s point of order was sustained 
by the Vice President.

NEW INK TO CANCEL STAMPS. 


It Will 
selling Them for Further Use. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The Post Office 
Department has introduced a new canceling 
ink for use in the service. The ofiiciais 
think it is superior to that now in use be- 
cause of the fact that it neither dries on 
the pad nor clogs the stamping machine, 
and penetrates the fibre of the stamp itsel? 
to such an extent that it cannot be erased 
without destroying the surface of the 
Stamp. The use of the new ink will, it is 
said, result in a considerable saving to 
the Government, as it will prevent the 
washing of stamps, with a view to their 
further use as is now done to some extent.

AMERICAN HORSES IN GERMANY. 


No Quarantine to be Imposed Yet— 
The Fruit Correspondence. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The following 
statement was made to-day to the Secretary 
of State by the German Ambassador: 

“Certain declarations of the Royal Prus- 
sian Minister of Agriculture have evidently 
been distorted. The Minister answered to 
an inquiry made to him in the Prussian 
Diet that we had to wait if any evidence 
might be furnished of veterinary dangers 
from the importation of American horses. 
Only then, in case such dangers should 
have been proved, would there be reason 
to take energetic measures or impose a 
quarantine as far as we are entitled to 
do so.” 

This explanation was called forth by the 
cabled statement that the Prussian Minis- 
ter of Agriculture had said that American 
horses infected with influenza were being 
imported and it might become necessary 
to forbid the further importation of horses. 

The Secretary of State, in answer to a 
Senate resolution, to-day submitted the cor- 
respondence with the German Government 
relative to the exclusion of American fruit, 
the important features of which have been 
published heretofore. Secretary Sherman 
concludes the review of the department’s 
action by stating: 

“From the foregoing report it will be 
seen that the action of this Government 
and of its diplomatic representative at Ber- 
lin for the Pea of all legitimate com- 
mercial and exporting interests injuriously 
affected by the German prohibition was 
prompt and effective, and that as the mat- 
ter now stands the admission of American 
fresh fruit inte Germany has been secured 
in all cases save where the actual existence 
of the San José scale insect upon the fruit 
or in the packings thereof is ascertained.”

The Presi- 
dent received his callers very cordially, and 
in the course of an interview, which lasted 
about fifteen minutes, expressed to Gen. 
Booth his great admiration for him and for 
the great work of the Salvation Army, es- 
pecially in the United States. 


Congressional Notes. 


The contest in the House Committee on Invalid 
Pensions over the question of barring from_the 
pension rolls the widows and children of soldiers 
who marry hereafter, came to an end to-day in 
the defeat of the proposition. 


The House Committee on Labor yesterday 
unanimously ordered a favorable report on the 
Grosvenor Arbitration bill, which is a modifica- 
tion of the Phillips bill, passed by the House 
at the last session. There was considerable oppo- 
sition to the measure on the part of the general 
officers of the American Federation of Labor, but 
at the meeting yesterday the opposition was 
withdrawn. 

Mr. Walker, (Rep., Va.,) in the House yester- 
day, presented the report of Committee. on Elec- 
tions No. 3 in the contested election case of 
Thorp versus Epes, from the Fourth District of 
Virginia. The majority report was signed by all 
the Republican members of the committee, and 
was in favor of seating the contestant, Mr. 
Thorp. The minority has until Wednesday to 
file the minority report in favor of the sitting 
member. 


NEWS OF THE RAILROADS. 


Consolidation of the Chicago and 
Northwestern Lines Deter- 
mined On, 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—A consolidation of the 
different companies of the Chicago and 
Northwestern system has been decided 
upon, Chief of these roads are the Chicago 
and Northwestern, the Fremont, Elkhart 
and Missouri Valley, the Chicago, Minneap- 
olis and Omaha, and the Sioux City and 
Pacific. Those lines embrace 7,966 miles of 
road. It is proposed, for financial rea- 
sons, to consolidate all into one company, 
and make one set of securities answer for 
all. 

In carrying out the plan there will be an 
exchange of the present securities of the 
smaller companies for those of the North- 
western, a large increase of which will be 
made to meet t#e requirements of the deal. 
The .exchange will be liberal enough to 
prevent any opposition to the plan on the 
part of the holders of the securities of the 
smaller properties. 

This is said to be part of the Vander- 
bilt plan for a transcontinental railway sys- 
tem. 


ANOTHER CHICAGO ELEVATED. 


Chicago City Railway Transit Com- 
pany Formed, with $1,000,000. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—The Chicago City 
Railway Transit Company, incorporated 
yesterday for $1,000,000, is an adjunct of 
the Chicago City Railway Company. It 
proposes to build an elevated railway in 
Dearborn Street from the river to Thirty- 
ninth Street, at least, which will be a rival 
to the South Side (Alley) Elevated. 

The structure proposed is of the lattice 
kind, so as not to obstruct the light, as 
other lines’ roads do. There is really a 
strong opposition, and the owners and 
agents of buildings along the route are 
trying to prevent the granting of the fran- 
chise. 


Illinois Central Extension. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Feb. 10.—It is re- 
ported in responsible quarters that the 
Illinois Central, which previously has shown 
its intention of entering the Birmingham 
district by the purchase of large acreages 
of coal lands in Marion County and sur- 
veys into Alabama from Aberdeen, Miss., 
has obtained a way into Birmingham by 
the purchase of the majority of the sezuri- 
ties of the Kansas City, Memphis and 
Birmingham Railroad, which extends from 
Memphis to Birmingham. The control of 
this road is said to be the first step in an 
extension to the Atlantic seaboard. 


Canadian Pacific Railway. 


MONTREAL, Feb. 10.—The Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway earnings for the week end- 


ed Feb. 7, were $385,000; for the same peri- 
od last year, $332,000; increase, $53,000. 


NATIONAL GUARD CHANGES. 


Major-Gen. Roe Placed in Command— 
New First and Fifth Brigades. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—Gov. Black and Adjt. 
Gen. Tillinghast to-day issued a general 
order naming Major Charles Francis Roe of 
New York as Major General and giving him 
command of the entire guard as one divis- 
ion. They also divided the present First 
Brigade into two parts, making a new First 
and a new Fifth Brigade. The new First 
Brigade will consist of Squadron A, the 
First Battéry, and the Ninth, Twelfth, and 
Twenty-second Regiments. The new Fifth 
Brigade will consist of the First Signal 
Corps, the Second Battery, and the Sev- 
enth, Bighth, Sixty-ninth, and Seventy- 
first Regiments. 

An election is ordered to be held at the 
Armory of the Twenty-second Regiment at 
8 P. M., Feb. 24, to fill the office of Briga- 
dier General in the First Brigade. Col. 
Franklin Bartlett, Twenty-second Regiment, 
is directed to notify the electors, and Brig. 
Gen. James McLeer of the Second Brigade 
is detailed to preside at the election. The 
election to fill the office of Brigadier Gen- 
eral in the new Fifth Brigade is ordered to 
be held at the armory of the Seventh Regi- 
ment at 8 P. M., March 12. Col. Daniel Ap- 
pleton, Seventh Regiment, is to notify the 
electors, and Brig. Gen. James McLeer is 
detailed to preside at the election. 


NEW LIGHTSHIP FOR EDGEMOOR. 


Vessel No. 71 Leaves Bath for Her 
Post Off the Coast of Delaware. 


BATH, Me., Feb. 10.—Light Vessel No. 71, 
doubtless the best craft of her kind in the 
world, left here this morning for the Edge- 
moor Buoy Depot, situated four miles 


above Wilmington, where she will be turned 
over to the Government. 

Each mast supports three lanterns, and in 
each lantern is a light hung with ball and 
socket joints. There is a flashing device on 
the dynamo. bed-plate which causes the 
lights to burn twelve seconds between in- 
tervals of four seconds, thus showing four 
times per minute. The lights can be seen 


eleven miles away. 


Fatal Collision in Alabama, 


MONTGOMERY, Ala., Feb. 10.—A head- 
on collision occurred on the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad to-day near Kirkland, 
killing Will Uset, engineer; Ed Davis, fire- 
man, and three white tramps. Henry Da- 
vidson, engineer, and Will Lee, fireman, 
were seriously injured. Charles Harrison, 
brakeman, had both legs cut off, and Brake- 
man Hughes was badly hurt. Both will 
die. Engineer Davidson was responsible for 
the accident, forgetting to stop at Kirkland 
to meet the other train. The cars and en- 
gines were demolished. 


Decree for the Old East Tennessee. 


KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 10.—A decree 
has been entered in the Federal Court in 
the case of the Railroad Equipment Com- 
pany of New Jersey against the receivers 
of the old East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia Railroad. 

A judgment for $250,000 against the rail- 
road had been given from the State Court, 
but the case was removed to the Federal 
Court. The decree was for the railroad. 
An appeal will be taken.

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NEW YORK LEGISLATURE 


Canal Investigation Bill Passed by 
the Senate, the Rules Being 
Suspended to Do It. | 


MALBY’S NOTE OF WARNING 


He Votes with the Democrats Against 
the Bill and Says It Will Give 
the Republicans Too Much 
to Explain. 


' ALBANY, Feb. 10.—The bill providing fér 
an investigation of the canal improvement 
expenditures by a commission to be ap 
pointed by the Governor, which was passed 
by the Assembly last week, went through 
the Senate to-day by a vote of 30 to 10. 
The vote was on party lines, except that 
Senator Malby, Republican, voted with the 
Democrats against the bill. In explanation 
of his vote he said: 

“I regret exceedingly that upon this oc- 
casion I cannot agree with my Republican 
colleagues as to the propriety of passing 
this bill. The question which seems to con- 
front us is that two Republican officials 
ask to be investigated, and, strange as it 
may seem, nobody has charged them with 
the commission of any offense. The neces- 
sity for investigation, therefore, is not ap- 
parent to my mind. 

“From a political standpoint I can see 
no good in this investigation. I can see 
many ways in which it might result in- 
juriously to the Republican Party. It is 
not that fraud may be discovered, but 
things will be discovered which may be 
criticised and will have to be explained 
away. Those colleagues of mine, who urge 
this investigation now, I prophesy to you, 
before this matter is finally finished will 
have all the investigation that any of you 
want. You won’t have any trouble about 


it. 

‘But I don’t agree with my Democratic 
friends, that there is to be no investigation. 
There will be one. Don’t make any mis- 
take about that. I don’t agree with them 
that the Governor will not appoint men of 
the highest character and standing, be- 
cause he will, and when he does appoint 
such a commission it will make an investi- 
gation that will take us all Summer in try- 
ing to explain away to our people and con- 
stituents at large. There may not be, prob- 
ably will not be, discovered a single crime; 
but it is not necessary to keep you and me 
in hot water all the time and the people 
wondering why it is that such and such 
things were done with their money. 


Opposed to Canal Appropriations. 


“I am opposed to it on another ground. 
The people in the locality where I live were 
told two or three years ago that the nine- 
million-dollar appropriation would complete 


the canal. They voted for it with that un- 
derstanding, believing that it was so. If 
this commission means anything at all, it 
means that it will recommend to the people 
a further expenditure of money. I have 
been informed by what I regard as high au- 
thority, that the canals will never be com- 
pleted until the people of the State have 
expended $30,000,000. I am opposed to every 
bill and every project before the Legis- 
lature which leads to the expenditure of a 
single additional dollar for canal purposes. 

‘“I am opposed to it because it is within 
the knowledge of everybody that the pres- 
ent Erie Canal is not taxed to exceed 25 
per cent. of its capacity. More than that, 
the people who are engaged in trade and 
business no longer float their goods upon the 
Erie Canal when they can avail themselves 
of the excellent railroad facilities which en- 
able them to reach ports with greater rapid- 
ity. I am willing that the canals shall be 
maintained as they are at present, that 
they may in some degree act as a brake 
upon the railroads and keep down the cost 
of transportation. I absolutely refuse to go 
to my people with a proposition which leais 
to further expenditure of money. 

“T am opposed to this bill upon two 
grounds: First, that in a political sense 1 
regard it as suicidal. Second, if it means 
anything, it means a further appropriation 
from the pockets of the people, which I do 
not think the circumstances warrant. 


The Rules Suspended, 


When the bill was reported favorably by 
Senator Higgins, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, he said that the three Demo- 
cratic members of the committee were not 
present at the meeting at which it was de- 


cided to report the measure, and. that if 
they had been they would have dissented 
from the report. Senator Cantor complained 
that the Republican members of the com- 
mittee had treated the Democrats with dis- 
courtesy and asked that he and Senators 
Guy and Koenler be recorded as dissenting 
from the report. After a long debate the 
request was ruled out of order by Lieuten- 
ant Governor Woodruff, and the bill was 
referred to the Committee of the Whole. 

Senator Higgins then moved that the rules 
be suspended in order to permit the im- 
mediate consideration of the bill. The mo- 
tion was carried, 27 to 12. By_a vote of 
28 to 11 the Committee of the Whole was 
discharged from consideration of the bill, 
and it was ordered to a third reading. The 
next move in order being the final passage 
of the bill, Senator Cantor offered several 
amendments to the measure, as follows: 

1. Providing that the investigating Com- 
missioners to be named by the Governor 
be confirmed by the Senate. 

2. Providing that two of the Commission- 
ers be of opposite political fafth to the Gov- 
ernor. 

3. Providing that certain details of the ex- 
enditure of the $9,000,000 appropriation be 
nvestigated. 

4. Providing that the commission inquire 
whether or not the Canal Board was in- 
formed of the insufficiency of the appro- 
priation before’ the letting of the contracts. 

5. Providing that the minority members 
of the commission have power to employ 
separate counsel. : 

6. Providing that the commission hold 
public sessions and that witnesses have im- 
munity from prosecution on account of evi- 
dence given by them. 


Cantor’s Amendments Defeated. 
After cons‘derab’e discuss'on Senator Can- 
tor asked that three votes be taken upon 
his amendments—one on the provis'on for 
confirmation of the Commissioners by the 
Senate, another on the amendment provid- 


ing immunity for witnesses, and the third 
on the other amendments together. His 
request was complied with, the three roll 
calls resulting as follows: 

On confirmation of the Commissioners by 
the Senate: Ayes, 9; nays, 30. 

On providing immunity for witnesses: 
Ayes, 8; nays, 31. 

On the other amendments: Ayes, 8; nays, 
” 


82. 

The roll was then called on the final pas- 
sage of the bill, and it was passed by a 
vote of 30 to 10. 

In explaining his vote, Senator Cantor 
made his chief attack on the bill. He said 
the people of the State would never feel 
satisfied with an investigation made by men 
appointed by the Governor to investigate 
the acts of one of his own appointees and 
other Republicans. The Senate, he said, 
should have availed itself of the last chance 
to gain the confidence of the public for the 
investigation by insisting upon the confirm- 
ation amendment.

MUNICIPAL STREHT RAILROADS. 


Senator McNulty Wins the First Fight 


Over His Bill. 

ALBANY, Feb. 10.—In the Senate to-day 
Senator McNulty introduced a bill providing 
that cities of the first class shall own street 
railroads, and asked for its reference to 
the Committee on Railroads, saying that 
the same bill had been in the Cities Com- 
mittee last year and had failed of being re- 
ported. Senator Stranahan, Chairman of 
the Cities Committee, asked that the bill 
be referred to his committee, the question 
being purely one involving the principle of 
municipal ownership. Lieut. Gov. Wood- 
a referred the bill to the Railroads Com- 
mittee. 

Senator Stranahan moved that the Rail- 
roads Committee be discharged from Con- 
sideration of the bill and that it be com- 
mitted to the Cities Committee. The vote 
on the motion resulted in a tie—21 to 21. 
Lieut. Gov. Woodruff cast the deciding vote 
in the negative, and the motion to discharge 
the Railroads Committee was lost. 


APPROPRIATION BILL PASSED. 


Final Action on Other Bills in Senate 
and Assembly. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—In the Assembly to- 
day the annual appropriation bill was 
passed and also the following: 

Mr. Tiffany’s, prohibiting the construction 
of railroads on East Eighteenth and East 
Nineteenth Streets, Brooklyn.

PARK AVENUE IMPROVEMENT. 


Bill Abolishing the Board Not an 
Anti-Tammany Measure. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—The bill abolishing the 
Park Avenue Improvement Board and 
‘transferring all its powers and duties to the 
Commissioner of Highways of the City of 
New York went through the Senate to-day. 
A similar bill was on the order of second 
reading in the Assembly, but was re-com- 
mitted on motion of its introducer, Mr. 
Nixon. 

This bill was introduced in the Senatte by 
Mr. Page, who said at the time that the 
board’s work was practically done, and that 
the bill was simply intended to abolish it at 
the end of the term of the incumbents so 
as to cut the Tammany administration out 
of filling their places with Democrats. When 
the bill came up in the Assembly to-day, 
however, Mr. Harburger showed a disposi- 
tion to fight it, and was promptly called 
down by Mr. Oliver, who said it was a good 
bill and ought to pass, which is taken as 
conclusive proof that it is not an anti-Tam- 
many scheme. 

The New York Central Railroad, whose 
tracks traverse Park Avenue, is understood 
to favor the bill. 


INVESTMENT OF BANK DEPOSITS. 


A Bill to Make Available First Mort- 
gage Bonds of Railroads, 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—The State banking 
law is amended by a bill introduced to-day 
in the Senate by Mr. Higgins, which allows 
banks to invest deposits in the first mort- 
gage bonds of any railroad corporation of 
this State, the principal part of whose rail- 
road is located within the Staite, or in the 
mortgage bonds of any such railroad cor- 
poration of an issue to retire all prior mort- 
gage debt of such corporation, with the fol- 
lowing provisos: 

“That at no time within five years next 
preceding the date of any such investment 
shall such railroad corporation have failed 


regularly and punctually to pay the prin- 
cipal and interest of all its mortgage in- 
debtedness, or regularly and punctually to 
pay dividends upon all its butstanding capi- 
tal stock, at a rate not less than 4 per cent. 
per annum; 

“ That, at the date of every such dividend, 
the outstanding capital stock of such rail- 
road corporation shall have been equal to at 
least one-half of the total mortgage indebt- 
edness of such railroad corporation, includ- 
ing all bonds issued or to be issued under 
any mortgage securing any bond in which 
such investment shall be made.” 

Not more than 20 per cent. of the whole 
amount of deposits is to be so loaned or in- 
vested, and no such loan or investment shall 
be made upon or in the bonds of any street 
railroad corporation. 


Economy in Charitable Institutions. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—Mr. Nixon introduced 
a bill to-day amending the State charities 
law by providing that the Treasurer of a 
State charitable institution shall not pay 
accounts for supplies furnished to officers 


and employes, unless the same be drawn 
from the ordinary supplies provided for the 
general use of the institution. No persons, 
other than the officers and employes of 
such institution and the families of the 
Superintendent, medical officers, Adjutants, 
Quartermasters, or stewards, necessarily 
residing therein, shall be allowed rooms 
and maintenance, except at a rate fixed 
by the State Controller and the President 
of the State Board of Charities, with the 
approval of the Governor. 


Contracts with Labor Unions, 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—In the Assembly to- 
day Mr. Bondy introduced a bill providing 
that it shall be lawful for any person or 
corporation employing or desiring to em- 
ploy laborers or employes to enter into 
contracts with such laborers or employes 
or with labor unions or trade assemblies, 
by the terms of which contracts said labor 
unions, trade assemblies, or other organiza-

Coal for the Poor. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—Assemblyman Crab- 
tree of New York believes he has found the 
solution of the question of supplying coal 
to the poor in New York. He has decided 
not to press the special bills allowing the 
expenditure of $15,000 for that purpose, but 
will endeavor to have re-enacted the origi- 
nal law, entitled ‘‘An act to provide for 
the relief of indigent soldiers, sailors, mari- 
ners, and the families of those deceased.” 
This law, which was abrogated by the New 
York charter, allows distribution of relief.

PRIMARY ELECTION REFORM. 


Meeting to Draft the Bill Postponed— 
The -Governor’s Position. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—Because of the long 
debate on Senator Murphy’s silver vote the 
expected joint meeting of the Assembly and 
Senate Judiciary Committees, to consider 
the question of primary reform, was not 
held to-day. This puts the whole matter 
off until next week, blocks the Black har- 


mony programme, and makes it a little less: 


likely that the Legislature will be able to 
adjourn by April 1, as the Governor wishes 
it to do. 

A primary law that will please Platt and 
anti-Platt men is one of the things Gov. 
Black has said must be enacted. So far, in 
spite of much conferring, practically noth- 
ing has been accomplished toward the prep- 


aration of the compromise measure, al- 
though nearly half of the proposed three 
months’ session is gone. 

Senator Pavey and Assemblyman Laim- 
beer have had another extended conference 
with Gov. Black on the primary question. 
They are assured that the Governor is 
with them on two main points—first, that 
the law shall go into effect at once, so 
that there can be an immediate and com- 
plete party reorganization, and, second, that 
every party convention shall have full con- 
trol of the election of its own officers. They 
are more convinced than ever of the Gov- 
ernor’s sincerity in the matter. Both Mr. 
Laimbeer and Mr. Pavey will probably be 
members of the joint sub-committee on pri- 
mary reform to be appointed next week. . 


BOOM FOR BIENNIAL SESSIONS. 


Bill Favored by the Governor to be 
Reported to the Assembly. 


ALBANY, Feb 10.—The Governor’s Bien- 
nial Sessions bill received a boom this after- 
noon, when the Assembly Judiciary Com- 
mittee agreed to report it favorably, with 
but one dissenting vote, which was cast by 
Mr. Stedman of Albany. The bill is already 
on the calendar of general orders in the 
Senate. 

The Assembly committee amended the bill 
by fixing the salaries of Senators at $3,000 
fox four years and those of Assemblymen 
at 31,500 for two years, with mileage in each 
case and an allowance of $10 a day for ex- 
tra sessions. 


BILLS OF LOCAL INTEREST. 


Mr. Maher Proposes Automatic Safety 
Gas Valves for Manholes. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—In the Assembly to- 
day Mr. Maher introduced a bill providing 
that all individuals, companies, or corpora- 
tions using underground passages or man- 
holes in cities of the first class shall place 
in all manhole covers an automatic safety 
gas valve to prevent accumulation or ex- 
plosion of gas in all such subways. The 
District Attorney of any county affected by 
this act shall, upon complaint of any citi- 
zen, proceed to prosecute the party or par- 
ties guilty of any violation of the act. 
Failure to comply with its provisions within 
ninety days after the bill becomes a law 
shall be a misdemeanor, and the person so 
guilty shall be subject to a fine of $50 for 
each manhole not protected. 

Other bills of interest to New York City 
were introduced to-day as follows: 

Senator Page—Increasing the salaries of 


the deputy clerk and assistant clerks in the 
Appellate Division of the First Department 
from $2,000 to $3,000 per year. 

Senator McNulty—Providing for municipal 
ownership of gas and electric plants for the 
lighting of the streets and public buildings 
in cities of the first class. 

Senator Wray—Providing that the Mayor 
in making the first appointments of City 
Magistrates in the Second Division of New 
York City may appoint any person who 
may have served as a Police Justice for at 
least two years in either of the boroughs of 
this division. 

Senator Cantor—To relieve auctioneers 
from foreclosure proceedings on bonds. 

Mr. Wallace—Providing that notice of a 
sale of real property for unpaid taxes in 
the Counties of New York and Kings must 
be advertised at least once in each week 
for three successive weeks in two daily 
papers. 

Mr. Brennan—Providing for the transfer 
of a plot of land on the east side of Court 
Street in the First Ward of Brooklyn, and 
a plot on Joralemon Street, known as the 
Reformed Dutch Church property, in the 
a borough, to the Brooklyn Free Li- 

rary. 


No Raines Law Amendments. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—A delegation from 
New York City composed of Charles E. 
Hibbard, Abraham Gruber, Alfred R. Page, 
Charles K, Lexow, and Abraham Lewis 
called on Gov. Black to-day to urge the 
propriety of amending the Raines law. The 
Governor heard them, but gave them no 
satisfaction. Senator Raines says the law 
will not be touched at this session, 


The Mercury Breaks a Record. 


From the severe attack of Winter a week 
ago, the weather went to the other extreme 
yesterday, and the temperature reached the 
record-breaking figure of 60 degrees. There 
has been no Feb. 10, and no date between 
Jan. 1 and Feb. 10, since 1871, in which the 
mercury has reached that altitude here- 
abouts. A week ago yesterday the mercury 
was down to 6 degrees, and the day before 
that was chronicled the story of the ’98 
blizzard. The winds were southwest yes- 
terday morning, the kumidity kept well 
up and at 3 A. M. the thermometer record- 
ed a temperature of 35 degrees. It droppea 
3 degrees in the next three hours, and 
then began an upward course. thus: 9 A. 
M., 36; noon, 51; 2 P. M., 60 degrees, the 
maximum. Then it gradually fell, being 59 
at 3 BP. M., 55 at 6 P. M., 53 at 9 P. M., 
and 49 at 11 P. M.

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LATTIMER MURDER TRIALS 


Morris Engleman Testified that th 
Deputies Told Him to Go Into 
His House for Safety. 


THE SHOOTING PLANNED AHEAD 


A Witness Heard a Deputy Say: “ Let 
Them Go Until They Get to Lat- 
timer and Then We'll Shoot 
Them”—Some Wanton Acts. 


WILKESBARRE, Penn., Feb. 19.—The 
first witness called to the stand in the Lat- 
timer murdex case when court convened 
this morning was Morris Engleman of West 
Hazleton. Englemar said that on the day 
of the shooting of the striking miners by 
Sheriff Martin and his Deputies he was on 
the rcad and near the Deputies at the time 
the strikers were entering Lattimer. He 
testified that he was told by the Deputies 
to go into his house, as he was in danger 
of being shot. 

On cross-examination by counsel for the 
defense Engleman said that he thought the 
Deputies were doing all they could to pre- 
serve the peace and disperse the strikers in 
@ peaceful manner without violence. The 
witness said that he did not see the strikers 
carrying arms but admitted that they 
might have been armed, as he did not see 
all of them, 

Daniel Ferry, a grocer of Hazleton, who 
was driving along the road to Lattimer on 
the day of the shooting was then called. He 
testified that he saw the strikers who were 
marching and that they were quiet and or- 
derly., They were talking quietly among 
themselves. He also said he saw the shoot- 
ing at Lattimer, being near the Deputies 
at the time. He heard first a single ¢hot 
and saw a striker fall. Then there was a 
volley, and several fell, and after the volley 
there were a number of separate shots. 

“The witness said he saw a wounded man 
who was lying on the railroad track get 
up and ttry to walk away, but he was shot 
down again. 

Ferry said he remembered seeing Depu- 
ties Edward Turnbach, William Raught, 


and John Turner at Lattimer. He said he 
saw William Raught, after the. shooting 
became general, run after the strikers as 
far as the railroad track and shoot at a 


striker who was running toward the school-° 


house. 
Sheriff Martin Not in Danger. 


‘Counsel for the defense asked the witness 
if Sheriff Martin was not in as much dan- 
ger of being shot as were the strikers 
when the shots were fired by the deputies. 

‘No, Sir,’’ replied the witness. “‘He was 
quite out of danger. He was out of line of 
the firing.’’ 

Joe Zappa, one of the men wounded at 


Lattimer, was the next witness. He said 
when the strikers reached Lattimer the 
Sheriff stopped them. ‘‘I was some little 
distance away,” he said, ‘and pushed for- 
ward to hear what was said. The Sheriff 
told the leaders that they could not go on 
to the mine, but the leaders said they were 
going, and the Sheriff again told them they 
could not go. Then about twenty men 
pushed past the Sheriff and the shooting 
commenced. I ran and got on the other 
side of the railroad track before I was hit. 
The ball struck me in the back. I fell and 
got up again, because I was afraid of be- 
ing shot. I ran a short distance and then 
fell again, and did not know anything 
more.” 

Daniel Murphy was the next witness 
called. He said he saw Deputy A. E. Hess 
give water to a wounded striker, and, to- 
gether with Alonzo Dodson and A, M. Eby, 
carry some of the wounded men to the cars. 

He could not identify a rifle as being of 
the kind the deputies carried, but the next 
witness, Herman Pottinger, did so. 

The first witness of the afternoon was 
August Catski. He said that the deputies 

ushed and prodded thé strikers at West 

azleton and forced them out of the road; 
that the witness and Martin Locka, al- 
though some distance from the other strik- 
ers, were followed by two deputies, who 
struck them with their guns. he witness 
said he was standing near the trolley car 
on which deputies embarked to go to Lat- 
timer, and he heard one of the deputies, 
whom he did ‘not know, say: ‘* Let them 
go until we get to Lattimer, and then we'll 
shoot them.” 

Catski said he was not at Lattimer, but 
his brother and several of ‘his friends were 
wounded there. 


Strikers Notified Not to Arm, 


Catski said the strikers were especially 
notified at the meeting at Harwood, the 
night before the shooting, not to carry 
arms, because some of them might not 


know they were violating the law by so 
doing, and were lable to arrest. 

John Pentrick, who reached Lattimer 
after the shooting, said he helped several 
wounded men, but could not tell where 
their wounds were. Upon the calling of 
John Ulrich, the defense agreed to admit 
the following facts in order to hurry the 
trial along by avoiding a continued repeti- 
tion of the same questions: First, the meet- 
ing of the strikers at Harwood; second, the 
presence of the Deputies and strikers at 
West Hazleton; third, the fact that the 
Deputies were armed; fourth, the fact that 
apparently the str:kers were not armed. 

Ulrich pointed out Thomas H. Hall as the 
Deputy who struck a striker at West 
Hazleton, cutting his head and breaking 
his arm. He denied, on cross examination, 
that he had struck Deputy T. Milner Mor- 
ris on the arm at West Hazleton, or that 
he threw stones at any of the Deputies. 
He also denied that he was arrested at 
West Hazleton and locked up. 

George Yamschack said he joined the 
strikers along the road, and they made him 
throw away a small stick he carried. At 
Lattimer he said the Sheriff grabbed 
George Novatny and pushed his revolver 
in his face; then witness got hold of George 
and pulled him loose. The Sheriff then 
grabbed another man, and Novatny pulled 
him loose. The shooting then commenced. 

Joseph Mekki of Humboldt said the depu- 
ties called out at West Hazleton to some 
of the strikers: ‘If you do not get out of 
the road we will shoot you down like dogs.”’ 

Mekki was shot through the arm while 
running away, and showed the scars of the 
wound. 

Andrew Hannes and Adam Lapinski, two 
of the wounded strikers, showed their scars, 
Both were wounded in the back while run- 
ning away. This closed the testimony for 
the day. 


THETA DELTA CHI REJOICES. 


Its Semi-Centennial Anniversary Cele- 
brated at the Windsor with Ad- 
dresses and a Dinner. 


The semi-centennial celebration of the 
Theta Delta Chi, a fraternity which has 
charges in some thirty American colleges, 
took place in the Windsor Hotel yesterday. 
The annual convention closed on Wednes- 


day. 

The celebration was public, and wives, 
daughters, and friends of the delegates at- 
tended it. After musical selections by a 
eollege orchestra, Assistant Bishop Mah- 
lon Norris Gilbert of Minnesota was intro- 
duced as Chairman by Carl A. Harstrom, 
the recently re-elected President of the 
Grand Charge, or central organization, of 
the fraternity. President Elmer H. Capen 
of Tufts College, delivered the semi-centen- 
nial oration, an eloquent and scholarly dis- 
course. He reviewed Theta Delta Chi’s his- 
tory, and said that the college fraternity 
had been the producer of good and whole- 
some manh and aid ‘the electric 
spark to leap from brain to brain,’ incit- 
ing a desire to solve perennial and vital 

roblems. 

Pirhe Rev. .Dr. Cameron Mann of Kansas 
City followed with his 
poem, which dealt with the good done by 
the fraternity. Its history during the first 
twenty-five years of its existence was then 
discussed by Col. William L. Stone, and 
that of the last twenty-five years by Prof, 
Duncan Campbell Lee of Cornell, Mr, Hoyt, 
a delegate, sang a song of his own compo- 
sition in honor of Theta Delta Chi, and the 
delegates were photographed in a group. 

Some 300 delegates attended a dinner at 
the Windsor in the evening. The room in 
which they met was decorated with Amer- 
ican flags, and college songs and yells were 
numerous. The officers of the grand charge 
presented a loving cup to Clay W. Holmes, 
editor of the fraternity magazine. Bishop 
Gilbert was toastmaster, and among those 
who responded to toasts were Abel Beach 
and Andrew H. Green of Syracuse, the two 
surviving founders of Theta Delta Chi. 
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CANADA’S MILITARY PLANS. 
Scheme for Defending the Dom{inion— 
New Guns for the Astiiiery= 


Work at Quebec. 


OTTAWA, Feb. 10.—Canada is engaged in 
an elaborate scheme of militia defense, At 
the annual meeting of the Dominion Ar- 
tillery. Association to-day the. .Governor 
General, the Minister of Militia, ‘Gen, Mont- 
gomery Moore, commanding the imperial 
forces in Canatla, and Gen. Gascogne, com- 
manding the Canadian militia, were pres- 
ent. Information in regard.to the defense 
of the country was imparted by the military 
officers. 

Hereafter there is to be a full interchange 
between the imperial troops at Halifax and 

Canadian artillery and infantry, .ar- 
tillery and infantry men of the imperial 
force doing garrison duty at Quebec and 
other national stations, while Canadian ar- 
tillery and infantry men become a portion of 
the Halifax garrison and. perhaps, eventu- 
ally, of the forces of Aldershot and other 
camps in England. 

A nu of modern gune for the defense 
of the cities will be placed in position as 
soon as the Imperial Committee now con- 
sidering the question decides what weapon 
is best adapted for the work. Six battal- 
ions of six breech-loading twelve-pounder 
field artillery guns already have been pro- 
vided, and Gen. Gascogne has made a requi- 
sition for arms for four additional bat- 
teries. When the field aL is com- 
pleted Canada will have sixty field artillery 
guns of most approved patterns. The am- 
munition factory at Quebec is being fitted 
up with machinery to provide shells for the 
artillery. 

The whole militia force soon will be pro- 
vided with the most modern equipment, 
the plan being that Canada shall ‘be ready 
for an attack from any quarter. Dr. Bor- 
den, Minister of Militia, in his speech at 
the conference, said that he hoped Canada 
never would be attacked, but if it was the 
defense of Canada was possible, no matter 
whence the attack came. 


MAY MOVE THE JUMEL HOUSE. 


Its New Location Will Be Across 
Edgecombe Road If Gen, Earle 


Sells Part of the Property. 

As soon as negotiations now going for- 
ward between Gen. Ferdinand P. Harle and 
others not as yet known in the transaction 
are completed, the famous Jumel Mansion, 
around which centres an important chapter 
of the Nation’s history, will be moved from 
its present site, where it has stood for 140 
years, across the Edgecombe Road to a 
point overlooking the Speedway and High 
Bridge Park, 

Edgecombe Avenue is now being cut 
through Gen. Earle’s property. This will 
leave a plot of twenty-seven lots on one 
side of the avenue between One Hundred 
and Sixtieth and One Hundred and Sixty- 
second Street, and another of six lots on the 
other side of the avenue. Gen. Earle said 
last night that he had been negotiating for 
the sale of the large plot, and if it were 
sold, it would necessitate moving the house 


to the other plot. Anticipating a successful 
outcome of the negotiations, he said, he 
applied to the Building Department in ad- 
vance for a permit to move the heuse. 

The mansion was built by Roger Morris, 
and Gen. Washington made it his headquar- 
ters during the times when the British 
swarmed around Fort George and the hills 
of Westchester. It afterward passed into 
the hands of Stephen Jumel, an eccentric 
French wine merchant, whose widow gave 
the place a social lustre that the lapse of 
years has not dimmed. Mme. Jumel was 
a lavish entertainer, and many prominent 
men of the earlier days of the city were 
her guests. 

The wide doorway of the mansion is 
flanked on either side by small panes of 
glass, and on these are scratched the names 
of many of those who partook of Mme. Ju- 
mel’s hospitality. To the left of the great 
hall is the tea room, where in later years 
Aaron Burr married Mme. Jumel. In the 
dining room at the right of the hall 
Washington was seated when the sentry, 
pacing the upper hall, rushed in and an- 
nounced that the British were approaching 
Harlem Creek. In this room also, Prince, 
later Emperor, Napoleon, escorted the host- 
ess to dinner. In the basement are spa- 
cious cellars, hewn from the solid rock. 

The upper hall opens directly into the 
chamber occupied by Washington. It seems 
to have no means of ingress or egress ex- 
cept from a narrow door leading to the 
hall, yet a push against the wall behind the 
spot where Washington’s bed once stood 
will swing open a secret door, leading to 
another apartment, from which access may 
be had into the open air. 


HILL ON THE ELECTIONS. 


The ex-Senator Says the Democrats 
Will Win Next Fall, Barring 
Mistakes in New York. 


ALBANY, Feb, 10.—Probably no man in 
the State has watched the returns from the 
first series of Spring elections, held Tues- 
day, with closer interest than ex-Senator 
David B. Hiil. The Democrats in the Leg- 
islature are awake to the fact that while 
nominally out of politics, Mr. Hill is as 
well informed on the status of party af- 
fairs throughout the State as in the days 
when he sat on the box seat and held the 
party reins openly, and they were anxious 


to know his opinion of the significance of 
the Democratic gains reported from all 
quarters, 

The ex-Senator talked about the elections 
with the manner of a man who has heard 
good news, when seen at his law office to- 
day. He said that he was much pleased at 
the result of the town meetings so far held 
throughout the State. They indicated, he 
said, much Democratic activity, and showed 
that with prudent counsels and the absence 
of party mistakes in New York, the Demo- 
crats have a good opportunity for carrying 
the State at the coming Fall election. 

Further than this Mr. Hill did not care to 
discuss the meaning of Tuesday's vote on 
political prospects in general. It is re- 
garded as significant, however, that in this 
brief declaration the ex-Senator makes the 
first public expression of his belief that 
the Democrats will win this year. The only 
proviso attached to his hopeful prophecy 
is the fear that Tammany Hall may do 
something to spoil the party’s bright pros- 
pects. In this, it is pointed out, he reveals 
the. fact that he has not forgotten the ex 
istence of Richard Croker as a possible dis- 
turbing factor in State politics this Fall. 

The Democratic members of the Assembly 
showed their elation over the town méeting 
returns to-day by frequent sarcastic refer- 
ences to them in the debate over the Mur- 
phy resolution; and Senator Cantor sum- 
marized the sentiment of the Democrats in 
the Senate when he said: ‘“‘ Well, it shows 
that things are coming our way.” 

The Republicans point to the fact that the 
Spring elections do not always furnish a 
sure indication of the result in the Fall, and 
recall that in 1892 the most wonderful Re- 
publican gains were recorded in the town 
elections, yet the State went hopelessly 
Democratic in November.

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CANADA SHUTS OUT TROOPS 


She Will Not Let Them Cross the 
Border to Klondike Under the 
Latest Arrangement. 


OTTAWA’S REPLY NOW AWAITED 


Minister Sifton’s Position at Variance 
with His Talk When in Wash- 
ington and with Sir Julian 
Pauncefote’s Note. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—In view of the 
apparent disposition of the Canadian au- 
thorities to prevent the United States troops 
from accompanying the relief expedition 
into the gold country, a brief review of the 
correspondence that has so far taken place 
between the two Governmenis may be in 
ordert 

The negotiations proper started Dec. 30 
last between Acting Secretary Meiklejohn 
of the War Department and Mr. Siften, 
Minister of the Interior of Canada, then 
in Washington. The official reports that a 
complete agreement, as it was understood 
at the time, was reached as to the course 
to be followed by the expedition and its 
escort. Soon after Mr. Sifton's return to 
Ottawa a question arose as to the free ad- 
mission of supplies to be taken in by the 
Government expedition in case they were 
to be sold at cost, which was disposed by 
@ prompt telegram from Mr, Sifton in 
answer to Mr. Meiklejohn saying that it 
was intended to charge no duty upon-pro- 
visions to be sent in. F 

Mr. Sifton also reminded Mr. Meiklejohn 
of the stipulation between them that no 
unofficial or unauthorized person should ac- 
company ‘tthe expedition. To facilitate froe 
entry, he asked for a certified list of the 
persons and an inventory of ihe outtit of 


.the expedition. In confirmation of this came 
a note from Sir Julian Pauncefote, the 
British Ambassador, conrfirming the state- 
ment as to free entry of goods, and having 
this important paragraph as bearing on the 
present controversy: 

*“* Also, that convoys may be accompanied 
by such reasonable escort as the United 
States Government may desire to provide 
for them, and each —- shall be likewise 
accompanied by a Canadian officer, the ex- 
penses of such Canadian officer being borne 
by the Dominion Government.” 

Supposing that this understanding was 
er it came as a surprise to the War 

epartment when Mr. Sifton, on Jan. 27, 
wrote that ke took it for granted that the 
fifty-five enlisted men who were to ac- 
company the expedition were not intended 
to go beyond the boundary line, which, he 
says, ‘“‘is provisionally at the summit of 
the mountains, about the middle of the 


Mr, Sifton added that the arrangement 
into which he had entered was that he 
should furnish escort for the American ex- 
pedition, and he had accordingly sent for- 
ward the men for that purpose. 

In reply, under date of Jan. 31, Mr.: Meli- 
klejohn said that his understanding was 
that the entire escort designated by our 
Government should accompany the expedi- 
tion to its destination, as necessary to ren- 
der assistance in overcoming anticipated 
difficulties, subject to Canadian law, and 
to be accompanied by a Canadian officer. 
Enlisted men instead of civilians were se- 
lected as more available, more amenable 
to discipline, and costing less. It is pro- 
posed to Withdraw them after getting the 
supplies through. The escort is not re- 
garded as a military expedition, but on 
Canadian soil its service will be of a civil 
nature. Mr. Meiklejohn thereupon remind- 
ed Mr. Sifton of the agreement with Sir 
Julian as to the “‘ reasonable escort “‘ to be 
permitted. He points to the condition that 
would confront the expedition if it arrives 
upon the Canadian border with supplies and 
had to go beyond to meet hungry and des- 
perate people without a single arm for the 
protection of the expedition, its supplies, or 
equipment. 

‘So far no further communication has been 
had with the Canadian Government on this 
subject. The route to be followed by the 
expedition is therefore uncertain. 


A SENATE KLONDIKE BILL, 


To Keep Canadians from Getting a 
Share of Our Coasting Trade. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Senator Frye, 
from the Committee on Commerce, to-day 
reported to the Senate and secured the 
passage of a bill amending the navigation 
laws in important particulars affecting the 
coasting trade of this country, The bill is 
of general application, but it is intended 
especially to prevent Canadian vessels 
from securing an undue share of the carry- 
ing business between Alaskan and other 


American ports. 

Complaint has been made that Canadian 
vessels are attempting to participate in the 
trade by starting from their own ports, and 
then stopping successively at more than 
one American port and taking on pas- 
sengers and freight from one American 
point to anvther, on the theory that all 
were embraced in one voyage. 

The bill passed by the Senate to-day pro- 
vides for the forfeiture of any merchandise 
shipped from one American port to another, 
“either directly or via a foreign port,’ in 
any other than an American vessel. A like 
provision is also made in regard to the 
transportation of passengers by a foreign 
vessel from one American port to another, 
except that the penalty in this case is 
placed at $100 each. The penalty under the 
existing law is $2. 

The bill authorizes the Secretary of the 
Treasury to prescribe regulations for the 
transshipment and transportation of mer- 
chandise imported into the United States 
by sea for immediate exportation to a for- 
eign port by sea or by a river, and also 
amends the present law found in Section 
1,309 of the Révised Statutes so as to read 
as follows: 

“The master of any foreign vessel laden 
or in ballast, arriving, whether by sea or 
otherwise, in the waters of the United 
States from any foreign territory adjacent 
to the northern, northeastern, or north- 
western frontier of the United States shall 
report at the office of any Collector or 
Deputy Collector of the Customs which 
shall be nearest to the point which such 
vessel may enter such waters, and such 
vessel shall not transfer her cargo or pas- 
sengers to another vessel or proceed r- 
ther inland, either to unload or take in 
cargo, without a special permit from such 
Collector or Deputy Collector, issued under 
and in accordance with such general or 
special regulations as the Secretary of the 
Treasury may, in his discretion, from time 
to time prescribe. This section shall also 
apply to trade with or through Alaska. For 
any violation of this section such vessel 
shall be seized and forfeited.’’ 

The bill is made to take effect one month 
after its passage. 


Reception to Bishop Ninde. 


More than 65,000 people crowded initio 
the Brooklyn Academy of Music last night 
to attend the reception given by the mem- 
bers of the Epworth League to Bishop W. 
X. Ninde, President of the league. An elab- 
orate programme, consisting of vocal and 
instrumental music, had been arranged 
and some of the ministers from the Meth- 
odist churches in this city made short ad- 
dresses. William B. Howard presided. Bish- 
op W. X. Ninde delivered a short address, 
which was followed by the installation of 
officers. Addresses were made by George 
W. Vail, President of the Brooklyn South 
District, and the Rev. J, H. Colman, D. D., 
member of the council. 


THE L. A. W. CONVENTION. 


Re-election of President Potter by 
the Convention at St, Louis— 
212 Votes Out of 325. 


ST. LOUIS, Feb. 10.—Isaac B. Potter was 
re-elected to-day President of the League of 
American Wheelmen. Out of 325 votes cast 
in the convention 212 were for Potter and 
107 for Gideon; the remaining votes were 
scattered, 

Thomas J, Keenan of Pittsburg was 
chosen First Vice President unanimously, 
E. N. Hines, Chief Consul of the Michigan 
Division was elected Second Vice President, 
and J. C. Tattersall of New Jersey Treas- 
urer. Each received the unanimous vote of 
the convention. . 

President Potter presided at the afternoon 
session of the convention, An Auditing 
Committee for the ensuing year, consisting 
of George E. Blackman of New York, J. 
Fred Adams of Massachusetts, and George 
W. Greeburg of Chicago, was elected. On 
behalf of the Mayor of Indianapolis, where 
the meet of 1898 will be held, Merrill Moores, 
a delegate to the convention, presented to 
Chairman Potter for the wheelmen an im- 
mense key and the liberty of the city, 

A motion by Chief Consul Sams of Mary- 
land to pay to Chairman Mott of the Na- 
tional Racing Board the balance of funds 
in the treasury of the board, about $1,400, 
as compensation for his work during the 
past year, was adopted unanimously. 

It also was voted to pay to Secretary 
Bassett $200 for his services and to au-

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SUIT OVER A GAS DEAL 


Charges of Fraud in Connection 
with the Consolidation of 
Brooklyn Companies. 


WELL-KNOWN MEN ACCUSED 


W. J. Logan Says that E. C. Benedict, 
W. Rockefeller, and Others Swin- 
dled Himself and Friends Out 
of $1,000,000—Argument 
in Court.

Justice Chase, in the Supreme Court, yese 
terday heard argument and reserved decis-< 
fon upon a demurrer interposed by Elias C. 
Benedict, one of the defendants, to the 
complaint of William J. Logan in his suit 
against William Rockefeller, John G. Moore, 
Henry H. Rogers, and the other members 
of the syndicate which arranged to consol- 
idate the various Brooklyn gas companies. 
Benedict was not a member of the syn- 
dicate, but had some dealings with Logan 
as to the purchase of shares in the Will- 
famsburg Gas Company which were re< 
quired to enable the syndicate to secure con- 
trol of the stock of that company. J. L, 
Hill, counsel for Benedict, said the com- 
plaint did not state a sufficient cause of ac- 
tion against his client, and that the plaintiff 
had control of one-third of the stock of the 
Williamsburg company and had endeavored 
to secure control of another third, as two- 
thirds of the stock was necessary. 

Benedict and Logan entered into an 
agreement, under which Benedict pur~ 
chased 1,500 shares from the Phenix In- 
surance Company, the profits to be equally 
divided between them. Five hundred 
shares of stock owned by Benedict were 
also purchased on behalf of the syndicate. 
Counsel claimed that Benedict should not 
have been made defendant, as his interests 
were similar to those of the plaintiff. Ben- 
edict had brought a suit against the de- 
fendants in this suit, which was still pend- 
ing, claiming he owned the 1,500 shares of 
stock purchased from the Phenix Insur- 
ance Company, and that Logan was only 
interested in the profits, Logan making a 
similar claim on his part. These facts, 
counsel claimed, constituted grounds for dis- 
missal of the complaint. Mr. Hill said the 
original scheme to: secure control of the 
different Brooklyn gas companies had been 
abandoned, and that the consolidation was 
effected by purchasing the various proper- 
ties. 

W. 3B. Hornblower of counsel for the 
plaintiff said that in 1894 a project to con- 
solidate all the gas companies in Brooklyn 
had been set on foot, the defendants, Rog- 
ers and Rockefeller, being chief movers, to- 
gether with Moore & Schley, as their brok- 
ers. The plaintiff, with his friends, con- 
trolled over one-third of the stock of the 
Williamsburg Gas Company, and, in order 
to protect their holdings, purchased 5,202 
shares out of 20,000, exclusive of all stock 
owned or controlled by Benedict. Fifteen 
hundred shares had been purchased in Ben- 
edict’s name, the title to whi the plaint- 
iff claimed was in him, subject to a division 
of profits with Benedict. Logan claimed 
that, as agent for Moore & Schley, and the 
defendant, Rogers, he also procured Bene- 
dict to turn in 500 shares of stock, which 
he owned absolutely, on condition that he 
was to fare as well as the other defend- 
ants in the consolidation. oan 

Mr. Hornblower said the plaintiff then be- 
came the victim of what he asserted was a 
gigantic fraud on the part of the other 
defendants and Benedict. He said that 
Logan’s complaint showed that after he 
had put his own stock and that of his 
friends into the scheme, the defendants, 
having bound him by a so-called syndicate 
agreement, proceeded to operate the con- 
solidation solely in their own interests. 
The plaintiff charged the defendants with 
having swindled him and his friends out 
of upward of $1,000,000, "and wanted the 
scheme of consolidation investigated, and 
his rights and those of Benedict, as well 
as the other defendants, determined, and 
an accounting had, and a return made to 
him and his friends of the equivalent of 
the stock turned in by them, and the profits 
due them. 

Benedict, counsel stated, had repudiated 
Logan’s ownership of the 1,500 shares, and 
also his agency with reference to the 500 
shares in the Williamsburg Company, and 
claimed from Logan his full pro rata share 
on them, and upon one-third of the 1,500 
shares, whether he recovered the amounts 
or not from the other defendants. Mr. 
Hornblower said the suit brought in the 
Federal Court would probably not be de- 
cided for fifteen years, and that Logan had 
therefore come into the Supréme Court to 
have the matter settled. Justice Chase 
took the papers and reserved decision, 


DR. RAINSFORD ON SCHOOLS. 


Calis False Economy Towaré 


Educational Institutions Stu- 
pendous Folly. 


The Rev. Dr. William S. Rainsford, recto® 
of St. George’s Protesant Episcopal Church, 
Manhattan, addressed the Young Women’s 
Christian Association of Brooklyn yester- 
day afternoon on “ Social. Problems of To- 
day.” Dr. Rainsford aroused great interest 
by his remarks regarding Mayor Van Wyck 
and his attitude toward the public schools. 
He said that any attempt at false economy 
in regard to public educational institutions 
was stupendous folly and that the first 
Mayor of the new City of New York seemed 
to be in sympathy with such a movement, 
He continued by saying, in part: 4 

‘History has shown the wisdom of liber- 
ality in educational matters. If our funds 
are to be decreased, the future will have 
many criminals and paupers for us to sup- 
port. Our great need is education for the 
masses, not a higher but a broader educa- 
tion. We have public, kindergarten, mis- 
sion, and other schools, yet our educational 
system is far behind that of many Western 


oe We are constantly in the midst of 
changes with which we are not ready to 
deal. The workers have little hope for ad- 
vance in their wages. The wages are in 
the hands of the few. Women are com- 
pelled to labor under great difficulty, and 
are. subjected to many temptations.

PRINCIPAL O'NEIL'S CASE 


Board of Superintendents of the 
Public Schools Takes Action 
on His Disappearance. 


RELATIVES “SEARCH FOR HIM 


He Has Not Been Seen Since Novem- 
ber and Has Sent No Word to the 
Board Since Last May — His 
Mind May Be Affected. 


Henry P. O'Neil, one of the best known 
and oldest teachers in point of service in 
the public schools of this city, and Principal 
of Grammar School No. 1, at 30 Vandewater 
Street, has been suspended without pay by 
the Board of Assistant Superintendents, of 
which Superintendent Jasper is the head. 
The.charge against him is that he has been 
absent without leave, and the investigation 
of this matter discloses the fact that Mr. 
O’Neil has disappeared from his home, 331 
East One Hundred and Twentieth Street, 
where he lived with his brother, Hugh 
O'Neil, Principal of, School 113, and his 
sister, Miss Rose O’Neil, Principal of 
Primary School 23. They have not heard 
directly from him since last November. 
They have heard from persons who know 
him, that he has been seen at different 
times in various parts of New Jersey, and 
five days ago his brother heard from a 
stranger that Mr. O’Neil had been seen in 
Bridgeport, Conn. 

Mr. O'Neil has communicated with 
friends in that city an effort to have the 
whereabouts of his brother determined, so 
that he may be submitted to a medical ex- 
amination, and the results be presented to 
the Board of Education when Mr. O’Neil’s 


case is tried. No answer has been yet re- 
ceived to these communications. 


Accident Weakened Him. 


Mr. O’Neil was an indefatigable worker, 
and it is to this continued strain and over- 
work, coupled with an accident he met with 
a@ year ago, that his weakened mental con- 
dition is ascribed. One morning last Feb- 
ruary, while he was walking down Frank- 
fort Street on his way to the school in 


Vandewater Street, a roll of paper which 
was being unloaded from a truck struck 
him. He was thrown down and badly in- 
jured about the head and body. He man- 
aged to reach his school, but a few hours 
afterward was taken home in a cab, a very 
sick man. For,several months he was una- 
ble to move. Previous to this he had suf- 
fered somewhat from insomnia, and this 
accident complicated matters to such a de- 
gree that Mr. O'Neill, according to his 
relatives, has never since been the same 
man. Mr. O’Neil returned to his school, but 
in May last he gave it up, and since that time 
Superintendent Jasper and the Board of 
Education have had no word from him. 

Mr. O'Neil kept an account in the Oriental 
Bank at Canal Street and the Bowery, and 
the cashier of that institution said yester- 
day that two weeks ago he drew a consid- 
erable sum of money, but would not say 
how much. The cashier also said that at 
the time Mr. O’Neil looked well and en- 
tirely able to care for himself and his af- 
fairs. That he had drawn money from the 
bank was communicated to Superintendent 
Jasper, who had been making inquiries 
about the missing Principal, and the action 
of the board suspending Mr. O'Neil fol- 
lowed shortly after 


Superintendent Jasper’s Statement. 


Superintendent Jasper was disinclined yes- 
terday to discuss Mr. O’Neil’s case, which 
he said was a very unfortunate one. 

“He was one of the best Principals in the 
service,” said Mr. Jasper, “ and has done in- 


valuable work for the good of the public 
school system. He was one of the first 
to introduce manual training into the 
schools. He has been receiving one-third 
of his pay since his absence last May, but 
as we have heard absolutely nothing from 
him since that time, we were compelled 
under the law to take the steps we have 
taken. Since his accident he has never been 
mentally up to his former high standard.” 

Hugh O'Neil yesterday gave it as his 
opinion that his brother was suffering from 
nervous prostration and overwork, which 
his accident had complicated. 

“As with all men whose high mental at- 
tainments are known,” said Mr. O’Neil, “I 
infer that my brother has a fear of letting 
it be known that his faculties are impaired, 
and so has withdrawn himself from his 
friends and family. I have endeavored to 
locate him, and want him to come to this 
city to have his mental condition inquired 
into. He is eligible for retirement, and if 
a report of experts should show that he is 
incapable of teaching, the Board of Educa- 
tion might be asked to retire him. Such 
request could come only from him.” 

Henry P. O'Neil was made a teacher in the 
public schools in 1860, and has served con- 
tinuously for thirty-eight years. He has 
been a Principal for twenty-six years. He 
received the degrees of Bachelor and Mas- 
ter of Arts from the College of the City 
of New York, where he was graduated. 
He studied law in the Columbia Law 
School, and was admitted to the bar in the 
Same class with Mayor Van Wyck. The 
degree of Docior of Laws was conferred 
on him by Columbia, and the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy by the Universtiy of 
the State of New York, both after passing 
examinations for the degrees. He is fifty- 
five years old, and a bachelor. 


THE MYSTERY NOT CLEARED. 


The mutilated body of the man found 
floating in the East River Tuesday has not 
yet been identified, and the police seem no 
nearer a solution than when the body was 
first discovered. For a time yesterday the 
police thought the mystery had been cleared 
up, as Sandford G. Cable, an employe of the 
Department of Correction, called at the 
Morgue and identified the body as that of 
Aibert. Block, who until recently lived at 
240 West. Twelfth Street. Cable said he 
knew Block well, and identified the body 
by the hair on the scalp and by the lobe 
of the ear. Cable lives at 260 West Twelfth 
Street. 

Mrs. Charles A. Beutzen, who lives at 
240 West Twelfth Street, said that two 
weeks ago Block’s wife died, and he left 
the house to secure money to pay her 
funeral expenses. He has not returned to 
the house since. The mutilated body was 
also identified as Block’s by four other per- 
sons. 

The body was not Block’s, however, but 
a few feet from where it lay was the body 
pf a man who died in a lodging house at 
270 Bowery Sunday last, under the name of 
John Egan. Late last night the ‘body of 
John Egan was positively identified by 
John McGrath, who has a liquor store in 
Greenwich Avenue. as that of Block. Mc- 
Grath had known him for three years. The 
body was also identified positively by two 
other men.

to Mr. Brokaw. The cups are to be called

FIGHTING THE EAGAN BILL. 


Chinese Laundrymen Will Ask Mr. 
Choate to Make Legal War 
If It Is Passed. 


The representatives of the Chinese 
laundrymen of this city will make a double 
fight against Assemblyman Eagan’s bill to 
require that all laundry checks shall be 
made out in English, with Arabic figures. 
Thomas Denneen is already in Albany, and 
in behalf of the Chinamen will argue 
against the proposed measure before com- 
mittees and otherwise. If Mr. Denneen is 
unsuccessful Joseph H, Choate will be of- 
fered a large fee to attack the measure in 
the courts. It is said that a fund of $10,000 
has already been collected, and that $40,000 


more can be obtained if it appears that 
that sum will prevent the enactment or en- 
forcement of such a law. 

Mr. Choate was suggested as counsel by 
Wu Ting Fang, the Chinese Minister, 
whose advice was asked through the Chi- 
nese Consul here. 

Dr. Jin Fuey Moy of 18 West One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-fourth Street, who has an 
American medical diploma, said yesterday 
that the Eagan bill would cause very seri- 
ous boss and endless trouble to his country- 
men who earn their livings by washing 
clothes. ‘‘ Hardly any of them,” he added, 
“can read or write English. They could 
not comply with the law.” 

“‘Couldn’t they usc printed forms, learn 
the order in which the various articles 
come on the lists, and make the figures 
with rubber stamps?” he was asked. 

‘“‘Well, they could do that,” he replied, 
‘but they would be working in the dark. 
Another thing; when a Chinaman’s laundry 
slip is lost now nobody who finds it can 
read it, and it means nothing. But, with 
the name and address of the laundryman 
printed on it anybody who finds it can take 
it to the laundry and demand the goods it 
ealls for. Then along will come the owner 
and demand and enforce restitution. To 
the average Chinamen all Americans and 
Europeans look alike. He can’t tell one 
from another. His only clue is his own 
ticket.”’ 

Inquiry made of other Chinamen elicited 
confirmation of the statement that it is a 
case of “all coons look alike to me” with 
them until long residence and familiarity 
with white people have taught them to dis- 
criminate and recognize individual differ- 
ences. 

The rank and file of the laundrymen evi- 
dently knew little about the proposed em- 
ployment of Mr. Choate. Most of them, 
when asked about it, wanted to know if he 
was a Chinaman. Those of them who had 
heard the matter discussed spoke of him 
as ‘‘ Joe Cho,” and under that appellation 
magnified him freely. They were not quite 
clear in their minds, apparently, as to who 
he was, but they had the impression that 
he was a very big man and was going to 
help them to continue giving out tickets 
which their customers cannot understand, 
instead of giving out tickets which they 
cannot understand themselves. 


BRONX LOCAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Boards of Local Improvements of the 
Twenty-first and Twenty-second Districts 
(the Bronx,) met yesterday and held a long 
session, discussing chiefly the Grand Con- 
course or Boulevard. President Haffen 
made a speech in which he said that he 
understood the final estimate had not yet 
been closed, and that there was still hope 


that an additional amount of money might 
be had for the work. Councilman Hotten- 
roth recommended a _ bond issue, which 
would do away with the necessity of draw- 
ing on the present funds of the city. Secre- 
tary Hennessy said that he had prepared a 
bill to be presented in the Legislature for 
an appropriation for the work, and asking 
that a commission be appointed to take 
charge of it. Councilman Hottenroth said 
he thought the Municipal Assembly had the 
power to improve driveways, but he thought 
the Local Board had the right to name the 
engineer. No definite action was deter- 
mined on. 

In addition to the cutting of the various 
departments in Brenx Borough and the 
striking out of the $500,000 appropriation 
to begin work on the Grand Concourse, 
there is much complaint that no provision 
for the completion of the survey of the 
Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth Wards has 
been made. The survey was begun in 1895, 
$40,000 povene been appropriated by the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment for 
that purpose. In 1897 another $40,000 appro- 
priation was made, and the work was more 
than half completed. By Janua of this 
year the entire district west of the Bronx 
had been surveyed and maps made. The 
eastern district has not yet been surveyed, 
and to do so will necessitate the employ- 
ment Of corps of engineers under the sev- 
eral departments, at a cost of four to five 
times as much as that for which Chief En- 
gineer Risse could do it. 

President Haffen said last night that $50,- 
000 would complete the entire survey, and 
that not only would it save the city the 
expense of employing several separate par- 
ties to do the work, but that the city would 
lose each year in taxes twenty times the 
amount necessary to complete the survey. 

I know many large property owners,” 
said Mr. Haffen, ‘‘ who are ready to build 
and improve their property as soon as 
something definite can be done, and I am 
fully convinced the Annexed District is fast 
becoming the residential portion of the city. 
The penny-wise and pound-foolish tactics 
of the admin!stration will cost the city mill- 
ions of dollars yearly.”’

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CHICAGO,. Feb. 10.—‘‘ That jury was a 
pack of cowards,” said Adolph L. Luet- 
gert at the county jail to-day. “If they 
had been men—men of nerve and character 
—there would have been no compromise ver- 
dict. They did not decide the case on the 


law and the evidence. They simely com- 
promised. ! am either guilty or am in- 
nocent. If I am guilty I deserve death— 
they ought to hang me as high as Gil- 
roy’s kite. If I am innocent, I am entitled 
to my liberty. 

“Tt is said that I laughed last night when 
the verdict was read. That is true. I did 
laugh. I have laughed since. I laughed 
because the verdict to me is a ridiculous 
farce. It is a coward’s verdict. They did 
not have the nerve to find me not guilty 
when they saw the evidence did not prove 
= guilt, so they compromised. The case 
will go to the Supreme Court, and eventual- 
ly I will be free.” 

Attorney Harmon, counsel for Luetgert, 
appeared before Judge Gary this afternoon 
and asked for thirty days in which to file 
his motion for-a new trial. Mr. Harmon 
declared that he had received information 
to-day to the effect that Mrs. Luetgert still 
lives. He also intimated that some of the 
jurymen should have been disqualified. 
Ju ge Gary said he would give the defense 
until Feb. 19:to prepare the motion. Mr.

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| REDUCED FARES FOR BUYERS 
The Central Passenger Association 


- Grants the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation’s Request. 


FORMER DECISION REVERSED 


Two Excursion Periods Will Be Open 
and a One and One-third Fare 
Rate for the Round Trip 
Offered. 


The Central Passenger Association has 
reconsidered a recent decision and will of- 
fer excursion rates to out-of-town mer- 
chants and buyers coming to New York be- 
tween Feb. 21 and 27 and March 14 and 20. 
This*is a victory for the Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation, which had planned the excursions 
in order that New York jobbers might 
reach new fields and gain business which 
has heretofore gone to other cities. The ex- 
cursions now made possible are expected to 
be even more successful than those con- 
ducted last August through the Merchants’ 
Association. 

The Central Passenger Association in- 
cludes thirty-one leading railroads in the 
Central West, extending as far west as the 
Mississippi River, to the Ohio River on the 
south, and north into Canada. The rates 
offered will be one and one-third fares for 
the round trip, and will be given only to 
bona fide “buyers bearing Merchants’ Asso- 
ciation certificates. 

Some time ago, when the Trunk Line As- 
sociation granted the request of the Mer- 
chants’ Association for reduced rates for 
buyers, telegrams were sent to the Central, 
Southeastern, and Western Passenger As- 
sociations, asking the same reduction. The 
consent of the Central Association was 
most desired, as its territory les between 
New York and the territory of the other 
associations, and from it, it was believed, 


the greatest number of buyers could be in- 
duced to come. At the request of a repre- 
sentative of the Merchants’ Association, 
who had been sent to Chicago to confer 
with Commissioner F. C. McDonald of the 
Central Pessenger Association, a telegraph 
vote was taken. This vote showed that only 
fourteen out of the twenty-six General Pas- 
senger Agents representing the roads of 
the association were in favor of making 
the reduction, a two-thirds majority be- 
ing required to carry such a proposition. 

As the time set for the first excursion 
Was so near at hand, the Merchants’ As- 
sociation did not make an effort to secure 
a reconsideration of the decision at the 
regular meeting of the Central Passenger 
Association, which was held last Wednes- 
day. When apprised of the favorable ac- 
tion yesterday, the Merchants’ Association 
began the preparation of a circular setting 
out the details of the reduced rates, and 
the advantages offered to buyers coming 
here for their Spring purchases. It is ex- 
pected that 150,000 copies of this circular 
wilt be mailed to-day to merchants in the 
newly opened territory. 

Telegrams were also sent yesterday to the 
Chairmen and, Commissioners of the other 
passenger associations telling them of the 
decision of the Central Pass*nger Asso- 
ciation, and asking similar favors. This 
matter will be followed up without delay, 
and it is believed that, in case the consents 
to the reduction cannot be obtained in 
time for the first excursion period, every 
arrangement will have been made in time 
for the second period. 

The Merchants’ Association is also push- 
ing the matter of a discrimination in freight 
rates, said to exist against New York, 
which it believes has affected New York’s 
export trade in cereals. A letter was re- 
cently sent to the President of the Produce 
Exchange in connection with this, asking 
his co-operation. No reply has as yet been 
received. The association is also endeavor- 
ing to raise a fund of $100,000, either in 
cash or guarantees, which will be used in 
the protection of New York’s export trade.

The Lion Fire Insurance Company of

The Liverpool and London and Globe In- 
surance Company will secure the introduc- 
tion of a bill in the British House of Com- 
mons providing for the removal of many 
restrictions from its office. 

The leading fire insurance brokers have 
formed an association, designed to be for 
brokers what the Tariff Association is for 
the companies. Ostensibly, it has no con 
nection with the Brokers’ Board, which was 
formed last Fall to secure co-operation be- 
tween the brokers and the companies, and 
was defeated by the vote of the Home In- 
surance Company. The new association 
will make no proposition to the Tariff As- 
sociation, but will endeavor to secure a 
sufficiently large membership to secure un- 
solicited recognition on the part of the com- 
panies. The association will hold a meet- 
‘ing next week for the adoption of by-laws, 
including ample methods of discipline. 


An important agreement has been signed 
by the bulk of the largest fire insurance 
companies during the past week, which is 
expected to prevent general demoralization 
and a wholesale rate war, if the Tariff As- 
sociation should go to pieces at its regular 
meeting on the 17th. The agreement was 
drawn up by Henry Hall of Hall & Hen- 
shaw, United States managers of the 
Union Assurance Company of England, and 
has received the signatures of over thirty 
companies, including some sixteen British 
companies. The text of thé agreement is 
confidential, but its provisions bind the 
signers, in the emergency of a break in the 
Tariff Association, to abide by the existing 
rates in regard to specified classes of 
risks, including practically all choice busi- 
ness ‘The companies which have signed 
the agreement are, in almost every in- 
stance, the strongest in New York, and, 
taken together, control such a large pro- 
portion of the total fire insurance capital 
of the State that the brokers would be 
practically powerless to place large lines 
entirely outside of these companies. The 
success of the agreement will, it is believed, 
go far toward rendering impossible the 
emergency for which it has been created. 
The companies will, however, breathe easi- 
er after the association meeting, called for 
next week, is over.

THE NOONAN BRIBERY CASE. 


Simpson Testified that Noonan Told 
Pidgeon the Acceptance of the 
$300 Was Simpson’s Affair. 


The evidence for the State in the Noonan- 
Simpson bribery case at Jersey City before 
Judges Lippincott and Hudspeth closed yes- 
terday. Only four witnesses were called. 
Two were reporters and ore a lawyer’s 
clerk, who were cited merely to corrobo- 
rate certain unimportant statements made 
by previous witnesses. .The fourth witness 
was County Clerk John Fisher, who was 
called to prove that Nicodine Boczkowski 
had been indicted at the September Term. 

The opening for the defense was made by 
William H. Speer, Jr. He said he would 
prove that the State’s witness Louis J. 
Beck bore a very bad character. Attor- 
ney General Grey objected. He said that it 
was improper for counsel to foreshadow 


— that was incompetent and ille- 
Judge Lippincott said that if there was 
to be any legal wrangle over the matter, he 
would instruct the jury to retire until it 
was settled. Mr. Speer said that would 
not be necessary. He said he would prove 
that Beck and Pidgeon were detectives. As 
regarded the defendants, he would show 
that all the business between them and Beck 
and Pidgeon was conducted by Mr. Simp- 
son, and that Mr. Noonan was too drunk 
to know what was going on. Mr. Simpson 
received the money, and that was why Mr. 
Simpson gave a receipt for it. 

Alexander Simpson was the first witness 
called. He told of his connection with the 
Boczkowski case, and related how he went 
to Noonan’s office to see what charges had 
been made against his client, and said to 
Noonan that Boczkowski had pleaded to 
grand larceny through ignorance. Objection 
was made, but the conversation was ad- 
ei 

r. mpson, in speaking of his meetin 
with Beck and Pidgeon, said he first ae 
them at Engel’s chophouse, by request. 
Noonan, he said, accompanied him at his 
request to introduce him to the two re- 
porters. After he had been introduced to 
Beck and Pidgeon, they asked him what his 
fee would be, and he said $500. They said 
Boczkowski’s friends were willing to do 
something, tut could not raise that amount. 

Simon Buttner, Simpson said, joined them 
at a hotel. He said $500 was too much. 
The fee was finally fixed at $300. Noonan 
at that time was drinking with several 
persons at the other side of the room. He 
called out to Noonan that he had agreed 
to take $300. Simpson added that he soon 
after left Noonan, 

During the afternoon session Simpson said 
that when Pidgeon spoke to Noonan about 
the case at the hotel, Noonan told him he 
had nothing to do with the matter, that it 
was Simpson’s affair. The evidence given 
by Beck and Pidgeon was then read to 
him, and he denied that he said to Noonan 
that if they could not get $500 it would be 
well to take $300, and that he said he had 
gone into the case at the suggestion of Mr. 
Noonan, He also denied that he said that 
Noonan would stand by any arrangement 
that he might make. 

At this point Simpson’s examination was 
interrupted in order that the defense might 
call several witnesses who came from Coney 
Island and who were anxious to get away. 
One was James H. Hagerty. He testified 
that he had known Beck eight or ten years. 
His reputation was bad, and witness would 
not believe him under oath. 

Attorney General Grey objected, but the 
objection was overruled. 

Chancellor Alexander T. McGill was then 
called to give evidence as to the character 
of Mr. Noonan. He said that he had always 
regarded Mr. Noonan as a man of good 
character. He had never heard anything 
against him until the charge on trial was 
published, and of that he knew nothing 
except what he had read in the newspapers, 
He had, however, heard innuendoes against 
the Prosecutor’s office. Objection was made 
that the Prosecutor’s office was not on trial. 
Chancellor McGill said he knew nothing 
further about the case. On cross-examina- 
tion he was asked the nature of the innuen- 
does he had heard against the Prosecutor’s 
office, and said he could not remember. 

Mr. Simpson will be recalled for cross- 
examination to-day. 


A JUROR’S STRANGE MISTAKE. 


A Trial Brought to an Abrupt Con- 
clusion Because He Had Answered 
to Another Man’s Name. 


A surprising discovery, which brought the 
trial of an alleged thief to an abrupt close, 
was made yesterday in Part IV. of the 
General Sessions Court. Since last Mon- 
day Cesare de Angelis, charged with grand 
larceny, had been on trial in this part of 
the court before Judge McMahon. When 
the jury was being impaneled on Monday 
two of the names on the list were those 
of John J. Baum of 36 Sutton Place, and 
John J. Farrell of 112 West Seventieth 
Street. When their names were called 
Baum answered and Farrell did not. Baum 
then asked Judge McMahon to excuse him 
for the rest of the term. He gave good 
reasons for making the request, and the 
Judge granted it. 

When the work of getting a jury was go- 
ing on Farrell's name was called. A man, 
supposed to be Farrell, answered to it. He 
went on the stand, where he was examined 
by the attorneys for the prosecution and the 
defense, and, being satisfactory to both 
sides, was put in the jury box. 

The trial of the case was begun, and con- 
tinued until yesterday.: Every time the 
names of the jurors were called the man 
supposed to be Farrell answered to that 


name. 

Yesterday, when the clerk called out the 
name of John J. Farrell, this man replied: 
‘My name is not Farrell. My name is 


John J. Baum.” 
“But you have been answering to the 


name of Farrell since the beginning of the 

ecase,”’ said the astonished clerk. 
‘*T have?” exclaimed Baum. “ Then I 
All 


never could have heard the last name. 
I heard was the ‘John J.’”’ 

The trial came to an end at once, and De 
Angelis will have to be tried over again, 
although the mistrial had cost the county 
several hundred dollars.

WEEN? 

The policy of the United States regard- 
ing Cuba is by no means the vague and 
indeterminate thing that many of our 
Congressmen seem to think. By the con- 
sistent action of the Executive since the 
present rebellion broke out, through the 
terms of two Presidents of opposite views 
as to domestic questions, that policy has 
been carefully and deliberately developed 
and pursued. And there now remains in 
it only one undefined element, the ele- 
ment of time. That is one of immense 
importance, and it is liable to be influ- 
enced by events and forces over which 
the Government of the United States 
can have no control, These include the 
things that may happen in Cuba itself, or 
in Spain, the action of the Spanish Gov- 
ernment, the financial and political dif- 
ficulties that compel or influence such ac- 
tion. But itis well constantly to keep in 
rind the fact that our policy has been 
formed, that it has been clearly stated 
by the Executive—within whose field 
it is placed by the Constitution—and that 
when the time for action arrives no one, 
neither Spain nor the insurgents, nor our 
own people, can say that we have taken 
such action in the dark and without re- 
flection and due notice. 

In his annual message of 1895 Presi- 
dent CLEVELAND made it plain that the 
situation was exceedingly grave, though 
he confined himself to an expression of 
“hope” that it might be satisfactorily 
met. He said: 


‘Though neither the warmth of our peo- 
ple’s sympathy with the Cuban insurgents 
nor our loss and material damage conse- 
quent upon the futile endeavors thus far 
made to restore peace and order, nor any 
shock our humane sensibilities may have 
received from the cruelties which appear 
to especially characterize this sanguinary 
and fiercely conducted war, have in the 
least Shaken the determination of the Gov- 
ernment to honestly fulfill every interna- 
tional obligation, yet it is to be earnestly 
nopéed on every ground that the devastation 
of armed conflict may speedily be stayed 
and order and quiet restored to the dis- 
tracted island, bringing in their train the 
activity dnd thrift of peaceful pursuits.” 


In this message also he announced that 
a proposition had been made to Spain to 
guarantee the execution of any measure 
of home rule that such guarantee would 
make satisfactory .to.the people of Cuba. 
Of that. proposition nothing came A 
year_ later President CLEVELAND’s “hope” 
had practically vanished. He made to 
Congress a very full statement of the 
caurse of events since his last message, 
and while declining to approve of either 
the recognition of. belligerency or the 
recognition of independence and still ex- 
pressing the purpose fully to observe all 
international obligations, he added these 
significant words: “It should be added 
that it cannot be reasonably assumed 
that the hitherto expectant attitude of 
the United States will be indefinitely main- 
tained. .-While we are anxious to ac- 
cord all due respect to the sover- 
gignty of Spain, we cannot view the 
pending conflict -in all its features and 
ptonerly apprehend our inevitably close 
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relation to it, and its possible results, 
without considering that by the course of 
events we may be drawn into such an 
unusual and unprecedented condition as 
will fix a limit to our patient waiting for 
Spain to end the contest either alone and 
in her own way or with our friendly co-. 
operation when the inability of Spain to. 
deal successfully with the insurrection. 
has become manifest, and it is demon- 
strated that her sovereignty is extinct in: 
Cuba for all purposes of its rightful 
existence; and when a hopeless strug- 
gle for its re-establishment has degener- 
ated into a strife which means nothing 
more than a useless sacrifice of human 
life and the utter destruction of the very 
subject matter of the conflict, a situation 
will be presented in which our obliga- 
tions to the sovereignty of Spain will be 
superseded by higher obligations, which 
we can hardly hesitate to recognize and 
discharge.” . 

Of this declaration Tue Times wrote at 
the time that it was “serious and even 
momentous,” that it expressed “ plainly, 
simply, with a due sense of responsibility, 
the sentiment and the conviction of the 
American people,” and that it was 
“right that such expression should be 
made.” President MCKINLEY has spoken 
and acted strictly in harmony with the 
policy of the Government under his pred- 
ecessor. The only change of importance 
that has taken place during his Admin- 
istration has been the change of Minis- 
try in Spain, followed by the recall of 
WEYLER and the attempt under BLANco 
to give to Cuba a measure of home rule 
that would satisfy the people of Cuba.! 
This attempt certainly has not succeed- 
ed, nor has the attempt, such as it was, 
to pacify Cuba by force. The de Lome 
incident, of no serious importance in 
itself, may have decisive influence, not 
because the Spanish Minister’s private. 
and semi-official letter to a colleague is 
so offensive as to compel his resignation, 
but because that letter frankly declares 
that “everything depends upon political 
and military success in Cuba,’ and so 
brings to the notice of the country and 
the world the obvious want of success. 

President McKINLEY has used the words 
“reasonable time.” This, as we have 
said, is the one element in the policy of 
the United States that is not clearly de- 
fined. .Has the ‘reasonable time” ex- 
pired? If not, when will it be taken to 
have expired? On the decision of such 
questions the whole situation now turns. 
It is a most serious situation, and one 
that the people of the country cannot 
and must not ignore, as the Administra- 
tion certainly cannot ignore it. 





THE FATE OF BARRIOS, 

Guatemala would show herself to be 
unlike the other Spanish-American re- 
publics’ if her constitutional Govern- 
ment were not occasionally tempered by 
dictatorships and assassinations, and 
certainly the fate of Barrios, who has 
of late been sending a good many of his 
political enemies to the executioner, can; 
excite neither surprise nor very much 
pity, It does excite horror for the social 
and political condition of a people in 
whose public annals the revolutionists, 
the dictators, and the assassins claim as 
much space as the lawfully elected Pres- 
idents. The mouthings of Gen. MORALES 
on being informed of the death of Bar- 
Rios refiect the incapacity to adapt 
themselves to the spirit of popular insti- 
tutions and majority rule that causes so 
many Spanish-American statesmen. to 
spend their lives in bloodshed or in ex- 
ile. “I would have preferred many 
times,’’ said MoRALES, “to have seen 
him die on the fleld of battle fighting for 
the liberty of Guatemala.” To appreci- 
ate the pathetic silliness of this pompous 
observation it is only necessary for an 
American to try to imagine a political 
opponent of LINCOLN or of GARFIELD 
talking in that way. 

Why should a citizen of Guatemala 
want to see the President die anywhére 
or in any fashion? Why on “the field 
of battle”? And why should he die 
fighting for the liberties of Guatemala? 

The freedom which Guatemala and her 
sister republics want to fight for, and 
fight till it is won, is freedom from the 
lash of authority and the misuse of it, 
the twin vices of the Spanish nature. 
The Central and South American re- 
publics have suffered incalculable injury 
from them. It cannot be doubted that 
the average man of politics and public 
life in those republics is too easily capti- 
vated by the glitter, the trappings, the 
empty show of the symbols of authority. 
They are vain, and inordinately fond of 
having and exercising power. At the 
same time they are impatient of its ex- 
ercise by others. Dictatorships and rev- 
olutions are the natural outgrowth of 
such a spirit. Presidents suspend the 
Constitution and begin to order out 
files of soldiers to shoot the leaders of 
the anti-administration party, and men 
of disorderly ambitions wander over the 
country posting up pronunciamentos on 
trees declaring themselves supreme dic- 
tators. 

Undoubtedly these un-republican exhi- 
bitions tend to create a belief that the 
people of these republics are incapable 
of self-government, and this belief holds 
somewhat in check the sympathy of ouf 
people with such uprisings for liberty as 
we have repeatedly seen in Cuba. Nev- 
ertheless, with all their civic faults, the 
Spanish-Americans are vastly better off 
in the hands of their President-Dictators 
than under bloody-minded and merce- 
nary Governors General from Spain. 

Their chief need is to cultivate a spirit 
of obedience to lawful authority. They 
must learn how to take a licking grace- 
fully in politics. More than that, they 
must learn that it is a greater thing to 
establish qnd run a steamboat line or to 
be a successful railroad builder, mer- 
chant, or lumberman than it is to strut 
about a “palace” yard with. epaulets 
and sword. Our Spanish-American 
friends want to put aside vainglory and 
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cultivate @ love of liberty protected by 
law. If they would devote their energies 
to developing the resources of their re+ 
spective countries they would presently 
become so prosperous that any fellow 
with a sword and epaulets who dis- 
turbed the public peace and tranquillity 
and interfered with business would pres+ 
ently find himself, in a suit of stripes 
with his hair rather closely cropped, en- 
gaged in making shoes. : 
merce teen ‘ 

DE LOME’S GOING. ’ 

Spain has not taken the right view or 
the right action'in the case of Minister 
DE Lomg. In hastily accepting his res- 
ignation she protects him from something 
worse, as Gen. Grant protected BEL~ 
KNAP from investigation by allowing him! 
to resign. As Mr. pp Lome is now no 
Minister, but is in the situation of any 
other Spanish subject temporarily re- 
siding in the United States, the Govern- 
ment has nothing further to do with him. 
It cannot send him his passports as it 
did to SACKVILLE-WEsT, and must ignore 
him until he has the grace to take him- 
self off. 

This is not what we had a right to 
expect, but the President sensibly con- 
cludes that it makes no difference, and 
will not raise the point of Spain’s want of 
courtesy. What the Madrid Government 
should have done is plain enough, If it 
judged that Mr. pr Lome had committed 
no offense worthy of censure it should 
have declined to take any action, leaving 
us to make our choice of overlooking the 
affront or of giving him his walking pa- 
pers; and in that case his resignation 
should not have been accepted. If it 
judged that he was in fault, it should 
have recalled him promptly, and it might 
have added an expression of regret for 
his offense. That was what courtesy de- 
manded between friendly nations. 

Spain has so ended the incident as to 
leave the impression that Mr. pm LomE 
has not displeased his Government by 
writing the Canalejas letter, and that it 
accepts his resignation only because his 
usefulness at Washington is at an end. 
We see at Madrid, also, what we see in 
some quarters here, a disposition to 
jump on the man who stole the letter as 
the real offender in the case, Of course 
a letter thief in time of peace is a pretty 
contemptible fellow. ' But when there is 
the smell of gunpowder in the air, even 
if it is only insurrectionary gunpowder, 
it has not been customary to heap re- 
proaches on persons who sought to aid 
their own party by stealing the corre- 
spondence of the other. We have no 
doubt the English press denounced 
PAULDING, WILLIAMS, and VAN WART as 
letter thieves, 











THE END OF THE CHINESE CRISIS, 


It must be supposed that the announce- 
ment of Japan’s intention to retain Wei- 
Hai-Wei permanently marks the end of 
the crisis in the Far East. A month ago 
it looked as if that crisis could not be 
passed without war. Germany and Rus- 
sia had taken up positions in China, with 
@ view to their own aggrandizement, 
which England could not permit to be 
maintained without grievous injury, if 
not ruin, to her Chinese trade. Ger- 
many had obtained Kiao-Chau Bay and 
Russia had obtained Port Arthur for 
their own exclusive advantages, respect- 
ively. Great Britain was insisting that 
they should not enjoy exclusive advan- 
tages, any more than she did at Hong- 
kong, which has been in her possession 
for half a century, on equal terms to all 
comers. They have yielded. There is to 
be a German Hongkong and a Russian 
Hongkong. And now in Wei-Hai-Wei 
there is to be a Japanese Hongkong. 
There was no question about the use to 
which Japan meant to put her posses- 
sion. In the treaty of peace with China, 
which France, Russia, and Germany 
united to make her destroy, she had 
shown that her notion of commercial ex- 
pansion was the modern and British, not 
the antiquated and Continental notion, 

There was no sort of reason why she 
should not take charge of one of the open 
ports, England having charge of one 
already and Germany and Russia having 
obtained one each. Doubtless France 
could have one for the asking. She has 
not yet asked, having already as many 
foreign possessions as she can afford. 
The French Foreign Minister the other 
day sadly observed that the French Govy- 
ernment had done its whole duty in pro- 
viding French ports in the uttermost 
parts of the world, but the French trad- 
ers had displayed “a timidity bordering 
on indifference.”” However that may be, 
the action of Japan, which of course was 
not taken without consultation with the 
Western powers, ends the whole trouble. 
It is to establish a claim upon China 
that England and Russia have been bid- 
ding against each other for the loan 
which China needed to pay off Japan 
and turn her out of Wei-Hai-Wel, which 
she held in pledge. But since Japan has 
chosen to foreclose her mortgage, and 
take the real estate instead of the money, 
there is no occasion for a loan. All the 
European powers and Japan and the 
United States enter into competition on 
equal terms for Chinese trade. The 
struggle will be interesting, and it seems 
certain that our own share of it will not 
be diminished by our lack of a port, 
which we can have if we are misguided 
enough to want one, 





“OQUTRAGES” AS POLITICAL CAPITAL, 

It is comic to consider the centre of 
Germany’s “sphere of influence” in 
China. As our readers know, it is the 
murder by urauthorized Chinamen of two 
German missionares, who, contrary to 
the custom of their nation, had got 
themselves disliked. It was in vain that 
official China apologized, beheaded some 
carnal Chinamen, 4nd pretended to re- 
move a Viceroy. The insult was too gross 
to be atoned for by such means. Nothing 
could appease the German honor but 
some coal mines and a railway conces-. 
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totion of Chinese cheap labor, thrown 
incidentally in. And when it seemed that 
the original demand had been too mod; 
est, and that the expansion of Germany 
required some more Chinese possessions, 
in the nick of time a German sailor got 
himself disliked and killed. In vain were 
apologies, degradations, and decapita+ 
tions, and still more in vain protesta- 
tions that the “murdered” sailor was 
not murdered at all,. but justifiably and 
necessarily killed. Again nothing could 
heal the injury to German honor but a 
new concession which should round out 
Germany’s Chinese acquisitions and pro- 
vide a commodious pulpit from which to 
preach. the gospel of the Consecrated 
Person. ' 

Among thoge who have made them- 
selves merry over this absurd conglomer- 
ation of sentiment and business have 
doubtless been the French wits. But 
really they have upon this score no basis 
at all for exulting over the Germans, It 
was just as the mirth of Europe over the 
goings-on of the Consecrated Person 
had begun to subside that M. Hanotravx 
had occasion the other day in the French 
Chamber to vindicate the colonial policy 
of France. That is a tolerably tough un- 
dertaking, in view of the facts, but it is 
one which seems to impose itself upon 
a French Minister without regard to his 
personal opinions. M. Hanoravux dis- 
charged himself of it by pointing out, 
among other things, that the budget of 
Indo-China was not so burdensome to 
the French taxpayers as had been rash- 
ly assumed. The expenses of govern- 
ment had been very much lightened in 
Southern China, he pointed out, by the 
collection of indemnities from the Chi- 
nese Government for outrages inflicted on 
French persons and property. In two 
years these indemnities had amounted to 
4,600,000f., and seemed to be an increas- 
ing source of income. It is true that the 
expenditure of France for Cochin-China 
in last year’s budget was 3,109,201f. and 
for Tonquin 24,390,000f. It will take a 
good many outrages to wipe out this 
deficit and turn it into a surplus, but 
still M. HANOTAUX appears officially to 
think the thing may be done if the rep- 
resentatives of the republic- will exert 
themselves to arouse the resentment of 
the natives. 

It is a curious way of meeting the ex- 
penses of colonization and conquest and 
recalled the profits which the late Jay 
GowLD is r2puted to have made by antici- 
pating the decline of the stock of a cer- 
tain corporation upon the announcement 
of his connection with it. .To send forth 
missionaries of the most unattractive 
character to preach the gospel of Euro- 
pean civilization is to invite lucrative 
grievances, A simple-minded peasantry 
will be apt to suppress an offensive 
stranger without thinking of the bill the 
Government may have to pay. In this 
point of view, it seems desirable that 
the advance agents of prosperity should 
not only be loathsome persons, but that 
they should have instructions to. get 
themselves disliked. In the case of Eng- 
lishmen such instructions might be su- 
perfiuous, since they take pride in the 
aversion which they inspire among both 
“foreigners”’ and “natives.” But Ger- 
mans and Frenchmen, who like to get 
on pleasantly with their neighbors, would 
have to have inculcated upon them the 
patriotic duty of making themselves so 
unpleasant that the natives would kill 
or maim them, burn their houses over 
their heads, and otherwise lay the foun- 
dations of large and liberal claims which 
should reduce the expenses of running 
the colonies. It is a queer means, but 
perhaps no queerer than the end proposed 
to be attained by it. 





The railways of the Central Passenger 
Association, which opposed and prevent- 
ed the granting of excursion rates to the 
Merchants’ Association of New York, 
have reconsidered their action, and the 
vote to grant these rates (one-third dis- 
count on a round trip) has been made 
unanimous. Unfortunately this action is 
so late that the Merchants’ Association 
cannot make full use of the advantages 
thus finally secured for the first excur- 
sion it had planned. But it will 
press its plans with even more than 
its usual vigor and will do all than can 
be done for the Spring trade. The Mer- 
chants’ Association will not be debarred 
by its success in this matter from prose- 
cuting the fight against all discrim- 
inations, and especially those affecting 
the export trade of New York. It 
will make common cause with the Prod- 
uce Exchange against the “ differentials ” 
by which Philadelphia and Baltimore 
and other ports to the south have gained 
so greatly. That, however, is a very 
large question, and involves very much 
more than the differentials. 








By what mysterious influence has Gov. 
BLaAck succeeded in sidetracking the bill 
making his pet civil service law apply to 
New York instead of the provision of 
the charter? It is easy to see why the 
bill would be most bothersome for him. 
If it were passed he would have to sign 
it, and so increase the spoils of Tam- 
many, or he would have to veto it, and 
so declare that it was meant only to give 
spoils to the Platt machine. But it is 
bound to pass if pressed. The Republic- 
ans would not dare swallow their votes 
of a year ago. Why is it not pressed? 
The forbearance clearly comes from 
Tammany, This is more evidence as to 
the understanding between the two ma- 
chines. Tammany is protecting the feel- 
ings of the Governor; but why? We 
should very much like to know. If there 
is an expectation that the new Civil 
Service Board can get all the spoils 
Tammany needs without the Black law, 
that would explain, but that experiment 
has not been tried yet, and if it shall be 
it will be very closely watched by some 
highly trained observers, 
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—New Jersey’s statesmen are having a 
lot of fun just now in discussing and amend- 
ing a bill which, if it becomes a law, will 
force every bachelor in the State to pay 
annually a special tax of $2. Propositions 


of this sort have been seriously considered 
in many countries, ancient and modern, and 


in not a few pecuniary mulcts and political 
disabilities have been imposed, sometimes as 


a reproof to those who avoid matrimony 
and sometimes as an incitement to it. 


credit for originality, and they deserve re- 
proach because only as an afterthought did 
they make their bill include spinsters as 
well as bachelors as payers of tribute. By 
leaving out the gentler sex they evidenced 
@ belief that all women would marry if an 
opportunity presented itself for them to do 
so, and thus, under the guise of kindnéss, 
cast a cruel and undeserved reflection upon 
a@ very respectable and somewhat numerous 
class. The members of this class—common- 
ly designated by a term which we shrink 
from using—would doubtless much prefer, 
and probably have a clear right, to pay any 
tax that is imposed upon bachelors, and 
thus to prove that their freedom from 
matrimonial bonds is entirely voluntary. 
The Jersey bill now contains the necessary 
extending clause, and it is lamentable to 
learn that the great men of Trenton do not 
really mean to put their interesting ex- 
periment on the statute book. What are 
they afraid of? 


—A report just miade by the “ Com- 
mercial Mission’ sent to China two years 
ago by the Chambers of Commerce of the 
French manufacturing cities contains much 
information that will be of value to Ameri- 
can exporters as well as those to whom it 
is addressed. The search for foreign mar- 
kets, says the director of this novel expedi- 
tion, has become a science, in which com- 
mercial men must specialize, for it is now a 
world-known fact that the buyer determines 
the kind of article he ‘wants and the form 
in which he prefers it. It is the business 
of the sellers to find out these and all other 
preferences and to guide the manufacturer 
at home, but the manufacturer will not 
always be at home in Europe or America, 
for the trend of events will in the near 
future bring the manufactory nearer the 
door of the consumer, and the question of 
new markets must begin again. The mis- 
sion does not look upon cotton cloth as an 
easy source of future gain. In the words 
of the report, “it will be difficult to put our 
cotton cloth on the market, but a country 
which last year imported 192,000,000f. worth 
of cotton stuffs must be well worth an ef- 
fort, and an annual demand of 100,000 tons 
of cotton thread offers a tempting prospect 
for establishment of a thread factory in 
Indo-China.’”’ In conclusion, the report in- 
sists upon immediate and energetic action. 
How to get into the heart of China itself 
is discussed at length. Great waterways 
are available by the rivers Irawadi, Tsi- 
kiang, and the Song-ka, which the French 
call the Red River, and the latter is con- 
sidered to be the most suitable, although it 
needs to be improved, and a railway at least 
as far as Lao Kai is necessary. The Me- 
kong River is considered impossible as a 
means of penetrating China. The richest 
province by far which the mission visited 
was Si Chouen. It has an area equal to 
four-fifths of France and a population of 
40,000,000 at least. Rice is grown in the 
valleys and wheat on the mountains. Silk, 
opium, cotton, sugar-cane, oily grains, and 
various other valuable crops are also pro- 
duced. There are good mines, silver and 
coppe?, on the frontiers of Thibet, salt and 
petroleum in the centre, and coal almost 
everywhere. What is wanting in Si Chouen 
is means of communication with the inte- 
rior, although the Yang-tse-kiang affords 
accommodation for considerable traffic, 
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— By re-electing Pau KrurcprR to the 
Presidency of the Transvaal the Boers dem- 
onstrate that they are still resolute in their 
determination to keep modern civilization 
at a distance as long as possible, and that, 
far from thinking the favors of fortune 
exhausted by the semi-miraculous outcome 
of the Jameson raid, they expect to have 
equal good luck, for a while at least, in 
the contests with the Uitlanders that are 
the inevitable outcome of existing condi- 
tions. This being their attitude of mind, 
“Oom PavuL” will doubtless exercise all 
of his great ability in keeping up the im- 
pression that his people are deserving of 
Sympathy because of their deep piety and 
intense love of liberty, but it can hardly 
be that even he can prevent the facts in 
this remarkable case from soon winning 
general recognition. The Boers are, indeed, 
religious in a way, and their hatred of re- 
straint, and especially of taxpaying, will 
pass well enough for devotion to freedom, 
but their theological tenets are archaic to 
a degree that passes far into the realm of 
the grotesque, and, much as they object 
to the payment of tribute themselves, they 
have been tireless in exacting it from others 
ever since the discovery of gold in their 
country brought strangers within their 
reach. It is notable, too, that KRUEGER 
was elected by 13,764 votes out of a total 
of 19,423. Now, in Johannesburg alone 
there are over 100,000 inhabitants, a very 
large proportion of whom are adult males. 
The intelligence and the capital of the 
Transvaal are concentrated there, and yet 
that city can hardly whisper a suggestion 
as to the government or policy of its rulers. 
KRUEGER, with the help of a few illiterate 
farmers, exercises a despotism that is 
cruel, because ignorant, and prefers to in- 
vite revolution rather than to institute re- 
forms of any kind, 





—Since his recent visit to this country 
in the interests of international arbitration 
Dr. CHARLES A. BERRY has been giving to 
Englishmen, by. means of letters published 
in various secular and religious papers, some 
very clear and accurate information con- 
cerning the state of public sentiment in 
America. He neither denounces as malevo- 
lent folly all of the reluctance that exists 
here to entering upon a complete change 
in National methods of dealing with our 
neighbors, nor does he fail to emphasize 
the fact that a vast majority of American 
citizens favor the substitution of argument 
for firearms in the settlement of grievances 
and misunderstandings. The arbitration 
bill which the Senate rejected, he says, con- 
tained features to which objection could be 
and was fairly taken, and he insists that 
the fate of the great reform rests upon 
the wisdom displayed in its future discus- 
sion by the people of both England and 
America. ‘‘ The Britishers,” declares Dr. 
BERRY in a letter to The Christian World 
of London, “ will most signally help on the 
era of reason and peace by manifesting cor- 
dial faith in and friendship for the great 
nation across the sea. The ultimate de- 
cision, however, rests with the American 
people. ‘Where there’s a will there’s a 
way.’ If Americans want this treaty; if 
they demand it; they will get it. Constitu- 
tions are made for men, not men for Con- 
stitutions. And our cousins know this, and, 
unless I am sorely deceived, they mean to 
stick to this question till they have won a 
gatisfactory settlement, ft remains for 
American citizens, and especially for Amer- 
ican Churches, to prosecute this matter 
with renewed zeal. The victory is certain 
if the enthusiasm is kept aflame. And 
though American institutions are not ame- 
nable to such direct and immediate influ- 
ence as are our British Houses of Parlia- 
ment, yet patience and pertinacity will in

THE NATURE, PREVENTION, AND 
CURE OF CONSUMPTION.

It may be laid down as a rule, without ex- 
ception, that no’person who is in the enjoy- 
ment of vigorous health ever contracts con- 
sumptfon. The vitality must be lowered 
before this dreadful disease can find an 
abiding place. A weak constitution may be 
inherited, and the fact that consumption 
existed in progenitors is evidence of the 
transmission of‘a lowered vitality, but the 
germ that produces the disease is never 
transmitted by heredity. While a poor con- 
stitution often exists as a birthright, it far 
more frequently is the result of vicious hab- 
its. Irregular living, improper food and 
clothing, unclegnliness of person, neglect of 
slight ailments, overwork, worry, living or 
sleeping in badly ventilated rooms, office 
work, the use of alcohol, neglect of outdoor 
exercise, and, in fact, whatever tends to 
produce a lowered vitality, must be looked 
upon as the cause of consumption rather 
than the little germ which has been held 
up to us as a bugbear since 1882. This 
germ, the tubercle bacillus, is, however, the 
exciting cause of the disease, but it must be 
planted in the proper soil—a weakened con- 
stitution—to be productive of results. It is 
a delicate little rodlike parasite about one- 
ten thousandth of an inch in length, and is 
found in the phlegm coughed up from the 
lungs after preparation with certain’ stain- 
ing fluids and examination with a powerful 
microscope. Many millions of these germs 
are discharged by one consumptive patient 
in the course of a single day; and were it 
not for the fact that they do not multiply 
outside the body, and soon die when exposed 
to air and sunlight, the ravages of this ter- 
rible disease would have no limit. Infection 
occurs by inhaling the phlegm coughed up 
from the lungs when it has become convert- 
ed into dust, after having been spat upon 
the ground. The habit of spitting, there- 
fore, is not only offensive, but dangerous. In- 
halation of dust-laden germs is also apt to 
occur when an ordinary pocket handkerchief 
is used by a consumptive to receive the 
phlegm. When such a handkerchief is 
opened the dried phlegm is likely to be dif- 
fused through the air as dust and may be 
inhaled by others as well as the patient 
himself, who is likely to suffer from draw- 
ing disease germs into portions of lungpre- 
viously unaffected. Self-infection may also 
occur by swallowing the phlegm, which may 
infect the bowels with tuberculous’ disease. 
The disease is often conveyed to others by 
the use of spoons, cups, and other articles 
of the kind which have not been properly 
washed after having been used by consump- 
tives. Kissing is another means of com- 
municating the disease. Great care should 
be taken by a consumptive that his hands, 
face, and clothing, as also the bedding, do 
notebecome soiled with the matter coughed 
up. If the hands and face become soiled, 
they should at once be washed with hot 
water and soap. The linen can only be dis- 
infected by boiling for fifteen minutes, 
which should always be done with hand- 
kerchiefs, napkins, and towels used by con- 
sumptives. Consumptive patients should 
sleep alone, and mothers who are consump- 
tive should not suckle their children. There 
is no danger of infection from the breath of 
a consumptive. The danger only lies in the 
matter coughed up. 

“Consumption can often be cured if it Is 
recognized early and proper means are 
taken for its treatment.” * * * “Ina 
majority of cases it is not a fatal disease.” 
“A person suffering from consump- 
tion may often not only do his usual work 
without giving the disease to others, but 
may also get well, if the matter coughed 
up is only properly destroyed.” These sen- 
tences are taken from reports of the State 
and City Boards of Health, and reflect the 
opinion of the medical profession regarding 
the results of treatment. 

The percentage of cases benefited by ap- 
propriate treatment varies according to the 
development of the disease, when treatment 
begins, and the nature of the treatment 
adopted, but statistics show an improve- 
ment varying between 28 and 95 per cent. 
The average is 65 per cent., which means 
that the patient’s life was prolonged, some- 
times for years, and that his sufferings were 
relieved. The percentage of cures is, of 
course, much smaller. When the disease is 
recognized in the first stage and appropri- 
ate treatment is instituted at once, we may 
hope to effect an arrest of the disease or a 
complete cure in sixty-two cases out of 
every hundred. Where, however, the dis- 
ease has not been recognized early, and ap- 
propriate treatment has been neglected un- 
til the second or third stage has been 
reached, the proportion of cases of cure is 
only fifteen per hundred. 

The duration of treatment varies between 
three months and three years, according to 
the nature and requirements of 'the case.

SMALL PARKS FOR THE CITY. 








































































To the-fditor of The New York Times: 

The Legislature is considering several 
propositions for public parks in New York. 

During 1897 a committee of citizens ap- 
pointed by Mayor Strong, headed by Mr. 
Hewitt, recommended a number of sites for 
parks and playgrounds, and three of the 
sites were accepted by the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment and condemnation 
proceedings were commenced. Only one of 
the three is under way, the others having 
been “discontinued” since Jan. 1. The 
parks or playgrounds recommended and or- 
dered to be opened are on Rivington Street, 
near Goerck, and on Houston, Stanton, and 


Essex Streets. The Mayor states that econ- 
omy is unavoidable, and there is no money 
for these parks. 

A public park. the site whereof. has al- 
ready been acquired by the city is located 
on ouston, Stanton, Pitt, and Sheriff 
Streets. In December, 1887, the Park De- 
partment adopted the plans of Hastings & 
Carrere, architects, and contracted for the 
work of laying out the park. In January, 
1898, this resolution was rescinded. 

Meanwhile, Tammany members of the 
Legislature are preparing to raid the Treas- 
ury for the purchase of unnecessary parks 
at Jones’s Wood, in the Twenty-third and 
Twenty-fourth Wards, and in Senator Sulli- 
van’s “ district,’”’ and for refunding to abu*- 
ting property owners the amount of assess- 
ments alrea imposed and partly paid for 
the acquisition. of the wenty-seventh 
Street and the East River Parks.

ARTIFICIAL’ snow MEL TING. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

A correspondent of Taz Times in the pa~- 
per of to-day refers to the snow problem 
and says there is fame and fortune to the 





person who invents a process of melting — 


snow as,it lies in the streets. This is 
doubtless true, but there is a certain diffi- 
culty in the way which is quite as serious 


an obstacle to overcome as is the law of ~ 


gravitation to any flight except that of the 
imagination. Many of us recall how when 
boys we made great bonfires on thin ice, 
and to our surprise the fire did not fall 
through. A thin layer of ice, perhaps a 
sixteenth of an inch, was melted. The 
water lay between the fire and the ice, and 
Was as cold as the ice below. 

The attempt has often been made to melt 
ice gorges by fire. Some years ago, per- 
haps fifteen, there was a great ice gorge on 
the Delaware River that threatened Port 
Jervis. The Erie Railway Company sent 
out trainloads of kerosene to be burned on 


the ice. The ofl was fired, and probabl 
a hundred pounds of ice were ineited. . e 
oll might as well have been burned.on the 

To understand the reason.of this we have 
only to follow the process of heating water. 
Heat is applied to the bottom of the ves- 
sel containing it. The lower portion ex- 
pands by heat, it becomes lighter, and rises; 
its place is taken by the heavier and colder 
water, circulation is established, until all

The oil floats on the to 
A thin stratum of eter is heated ane 
therefore, expands, but being lighter, bulk 
for bulk, than the colder water, it floats on 
top of it, and no circulation takes place. 
Ice may be left at the bottom of the water 
and not be melted, notwithstanding the hot 
oil on top of it. 

Another element to be considered is the 
specific heat of water, as Tyndall gives it: 
Comparing equal weights of water with that 
of air, the heat of water being 1 degree, 
that of air is 0.25; hence one pound of water 
in losing 1 degree of heat will warm four 

unds of air. But water is 770 times heav- 
er than air, hence, comparing volumes, one 
cubic foot of water in losing 1 degree of 
temperature will raise 770 times 4 (3,080) 
cubic feet of air 1 degree. 

Now one pound of water at a certain 
temperature and another pound of another 
temperature will when added together have 
the mean temperature of the two, but in the 
cage of snow or ice the result is very differ- 
ent. A vast quantity of heat is absorbe 
by liquefaction. One pone of water at 
degrees and one und of ice at the same 
temperature will if gat together and placed 
over a mercury bath of 500 degrees tem- 
perature, remain at 32 degrees until eve 
re of ice is-melted; it takes as muc 

eat to melt a pound of ice, the temperature 
not changing, as it does to raise the tem- 
perature of a pound of water at 32 degrees 
to 143 degrees. Again, the heat necessar 
to raise one pound of water 1 degree woul 
if applied mechanically, raise a pound 
weight 772 feet high or tte pounds one foot 
high. This is called the mechanical equiva- 
lent of heat. 

Perhaps the foregoing may explain why no 
one has yet succeeded in melting the snow 
as it lies upon the streets. If it could be 
done, we could by the same process melt 
the arctic snows. All the invention requited 
is a process of changing the specific heat of 
water to that of air, now 8, to 1. Then 
the problem _ will be solved; but until that 
day we shall have to handle the snow just 
as we do now, and have always had to 
with shovels, Rare wheelbarrows, an 
carts.

“WAR INDEMNITY NOT NEEDED 


Place Second Only to Port Arthur as a 
Naval Station, but Less Important 
as a ‘Strategic Position—Eu- 
rope Once Opposed. 


PARIS, Feb. 10.—Official advicep received 
by the Foreign Office from Pekin say 
Japan has notified China that she intends 
to keep Wei-Hai-Wei permanently. China, 
in notifying the Chinese Ministers abroad 
to this effect, directs them to notify the 
powers also that, in view of this, no for- 
eign loan is required, as the purpose of the 
loan was solely to pay the Japanese war 
indemnity. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Neither the 
Chinese nor the Japanese Legation here 
has received notice of Japan’s purpose to 
hold Wei-Hai-Wei. It is stated at the lat- 
ter that Wei-Hai-Wel is now occupied by 
the Japanese under the terms of the peace 
settlement, by which this strong point is to 
remain in the possession of Japan until the 
full indemnity is paid. Of this indemnity a 
specific payment of 13,000,000 taels has al- 
ready been paid for Japan’s evacuation of 
Port Arthur. Another 100,000,000 taels has 
been paid in bulk as part of the indemnity. 
Still another 100,000,000 taels was included. 
This last was to be spread over six years, 
and the first installment of about 14,000,000 
taels has been paid. The balance due is five 
annual installments of about 14,000,000 taels 
each.

In other quarters the reported action of 
Japan is considered as most significant, as 
it accomplishes the purpose which Japan 
had in view when the Chinese war closed— 
namely, to secure a permanent foothold on 
the mainland of Asia.. Russia resisted this 
extension of Japan from her present island 
condition, and it required the combined pro- 
test of Russia, Germany, and France to in- 
duce Japan to give up Port Arthur and her 
foothold on the lLiao-Tung Peninsula. 
Wei-Hai-Wei is less important asastrategic 
position, but it has always been held by 
China as second only to Port Arthur as a 
naval station. The defensive works, al- 
though badly shattered from the great na- 
val battle at that point, have been kept in 
a fair state of preservation by the Japanese 
force now maintained there. 


ENGLAND BUYS ALL THE COAL. 


Singapore’s Foreign Community Ex- 


cited Over Her Action. 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—A dispatch to THe 
Daily Mail from Singapore says: 

** England has bought up allthe Welsh coal 
available here and at Chinese and Japanese 
ports for the British fleet. There is much 
excitement in the foreign community over 
the fact.”’ 


MALTA, Island of Malta, Feb. 11.—The 
British battleship Victorious will start for 
China to-day and the cruiser Gibraltar will 
follow. When they arrive in China seas 
the British squadron will be larger than 
ever before in those waters, even in times 
of war. 


British Admirals Changed. 


SHANGHAI, Feb. 10.—Vice Admiral] Sir 
Alexander Buller, the Commander-in-chief 


of the China Station of the British fieet, 
has sailed on board the second-class cruis- 
er Pique for the Island of Chusan, in order 
to transfer his command to Vice Admiral 
Sir Edward Hobart Seymour. 


STATE OF SIEGE IN ECUADOR. 


Lima’s Chamber of Commerce Wants 
the Increase of Duties on Ameri- 
can Bicycles Revoked. 


LIMA, Peru, Feb. 10.—Owing to fear of 
revolution in the Republic of Ecuador, a 
state of siege has been declared. 

The Chamber of Commerce has addressed 
a@ memorial to the Government, denouncing 
and asking the revocation of the increase of 
duties on bicycles imposed by the customs 
officers at Callao. It affects American 
makers. 

Dr. Chacaltana, it is ascertained from re- 
liable sources, will be sent as Peruvian Min- 
ister to Bolivia to endeavor to settle the 
pending difficulties. 


TWENTY KILLED IN POLAND. 


The Women’s Gallery in a Synagogue 
Falls at a Funeral. 
WARSAW, Feb. 10.—During a funeral 
service in the synagogue at Idzienciol, in 
Grodno, yesterday, the women’s gallery col- 

lapsed. 

In the panic that ensued twelve women, 
five men, and three children were crushed 
to death, and many others were seriously 
injured. 


URUGUAY UNDER A DICTATOR. 


Senor Cuestas Executes a Coup d@’Etat 
and Dissolves the Assembly. 


MONTEVIDEO, Feb. 10.—Sefior Juan L. 
Cuestas, the President of Uruguay.ad inter- 
im has executed his threatening coup 
d'état, and has issued a decree dissolving 
the Assembly. 

A junta has been formed of eighty-eight 
jeading politicians. Sefior Cuestas has 
been appointed Provisional Governor, and 
Sefor E. Maceacheu, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, Industry, Public Instructions, and Pub- 
lic Works, in the Cabinet formed by Sefior 
Cuestas on Aug, 28 last, has been appointed 
Vice Governor. The population is quiet. 


Sefior Cuestas publicly declared on Feb. 
& that he would allow the Chambers forty- 
eight hours to decide to vote for his candi- 
dacy for the Presidency of the Senate on 
Feb. 14, and for the Presidency of the Re- 
public on March 1, when his ad interim Presi- 
dency expired. Otherwise, he threatened to 
dissolve the Assembly. 


REPLY TO THE QUEEN’S SPEECH. 


Irish Famine and Trade Amendments 
Lost in the Commons. 


LONDON, Feb. 10.—In the House of Com- 
mons to-day, the motion of Michael Davitt, 
moved as an amendment to the address in 
reply to the speech from the throne at the 
reassembling of Parliament, calling at- 
tention to the distress in Ireland and the 
failure of the potato crop, was rejected by 
235 to 153 votes. 

Col. Howard Vincent, Conservative mem- 
ber for the Central Division of Sheffield, 
moved an amendment praying the Govern- 
ment. to turn its attention to the stimulus 
given foreign competition with British trade 
by tariffs and bounties, resulting in a great 
increase of imports and a decrease of ex- 
ports. He expressed the opinion that the 
only remedy was the imposition of counter- 
vailing duties. 

The Right Hon. Charles T. Ritchie, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, replying, an- 
nounced that the Government was engaged 
in endeavoring to convene a conference of 
the powers, with a view of securing the 
abolition of sugar bounties. He said the 
Government was also making representa- 
tions to Germany to secure more favorable 
rates for British trade over German rail- 
ways. Mr. Ritchie declared his belief that 
British trade was never healthier than now, 
adding that foreign barriers were less dan- 
gerous than the barriers erected among 
themselves, as, for instance, the recent en- 
gineers’ strike. He concluded by saying he 
Was convinced that they could achieve 
nothing by abandoning Great Britain’s free- 
trade policy. 

The amendment was then rejected with- 
out a division.

JAPAN AND WEV-HAI-WEI| CONTROL OF FRANCHISES. 


Mayor Quincy of Boston and Other 
Speakers Address the Nineteenth 
Century Club. 


Josiah Quincy, Mayor of Boston, and other 
persons of note addressed more than four 
hundred members and friends of the Nine- 
teenth Century Club last night at Sherry’s, 
on the subject, “Is the Growing Demand 
for Public Control of Franchises Justified? ”’ 
Mayor Quincy visited New York solely at 
the invitation of the club, and the event 
was almost equivalent to a reception in his 
honor. Among those present were many 
men and women well known in literary and 
social circles. 

John A. Taylor, the President of the Nine- 
teenth Century Club, introduced Mayor 
Quincy by saying that he did not know 
whether it was Brander Matthews or Gen. 
Horace Porter that declared Boston was 
not a city, but a state of mind, which, he 
said, must have referred to her language, 
as he was to present the leader of a thriy- 
ing municipality. Mayor Quincy’s words 
treated in the main of the problems of 


rapid oy and of the experience of Bos- 
ton with the subway. 

“ Boston Gounmos” said Mayor Quincy, 
“TI want to make the New York people 
understand, was not given up to a corpora~ 
tion. We have built a subway at the ex- 
pense of the public, and it is owned by the 
public. It was leased in advance of com- 
pletion for twenty years to the corporation 
that controls the surface system, at a price 
that will pay for the property and allow 
it to be turned over to the city fully paid 
for in forty years. 

“The most progressive people, if asked 
whether the public should control its fran- 
chises, I believe, would answer in the af- 
firmative, It is certainly a growing demand, 
but it is justified, so far as a municipal 
control is concerned, ‘by circumstances. It 
is not a question of ntrol, but of what 
form control shall take. Control amounts ‘to 
operation, oavnership, and administration, or 
supervision equivalent to these, In this pol- 
icy of supervision and regulation we of 
Boston have;taken a step forward in our 
commissions. But there is growing up with 
us, as with all Americans, a more radical 
policy, a policy demanding public ownership, 
and the policy of the public toward great 
cotperatnee rendering great services is 
truly a vexatious problem. 

“From ‘the point of view of the public 
official; the legislator, he, must decide not 
only what is right in theory but good in 
practice. In the present state of municipal 
government, we cannot give a definite an- 
swer as to whether ‘the public should as- 
sume its franchises. The question reduces 
itself not to theory but to practical expe- 
diency and practical possibility; rather to 
what exists of political composition in. a 
municipality than to theoretical good. 

“The first question is that of financial 
compensation. In a city like New York we 
do not find the field open, we have to deal 
with existing organizations, with private 
interests allowed to grow up, for the aboli- 
tion of which a financial compensation must 
be made. It is a very serious question of 
finance. I think the question comes down 
to what sort of a local government the peo- 
ple of a community may carry out; it comes 
back to a question of political condition. 

“I do not see what we can lay down as a 
eneral statement, except to say that be- 
ore we come to action we must get down 
to the hard political facts, and determine 
whether it is safe for the particular muni- 
cipality to perform the particular service. 
We should feel our way along a step at a 
time, proving the ability of the public to 
carry on the task it has begun, and pro- 
viding that there is civic freedom to insure 
at the polls the election of suitable officials 
to carry out the undertaking. I recognize 
that the tendency of thopght and opinion 
is toward the public control of those mat- 
ters affecting the public, but I do not be- 
lieve it is wise to move forward too fast.’’ 

Henry D. Lloyd of Chicago, the author 
of several works against monopoly, was an- 
other speaker. There could be no plainer is- 
sue, municipal or National, he asserted, 
than that we are now facing. On one side, 
the people’s will, on the oher a private 
will; on one side discussion and publicity, 
on the other silence and secrecy. The many 
against the few; against the common good,, 
selfishness. This, he declared, is the munic- 
ipal onnerme and control question up to 
date. Mr. Lloyd also intimated that At- 
torney Generals, gas commissions, railroad 
commissions, and: the like, influenced by 
bribery, turned a deaf ear to public opinion. 

“The present war,” said Mr. Lloyd, ‘is 
of the poor on the rich. Hundreds of mill- 
ions of money would be glad to buy the 
rapid transit bonds of the City of New 
York. It is not patriotism alone that can 
lead us, It must be patriotism with time, 
money, knowledge of the world, command 
of all the auxiliaries of politics. It must, 
in fact, be patriotism with property. If 
there is a practical word to be spoken at 
this moment, it is to call on public-spirited 
men of substance, men well-to-do in good 
deeds, as well as title deeds, to lead the 
people. Municipal ownership is a question 
of morals, and not to be decided by that 
demi-monde school of political economists 
who believe that there is a gold standard 
of morals.”’ 

Mr. Lloyd stirred his hearers to hearty ap- 
plause by saying: ‘‘ The only men who de- 
spair of Democracy are those who never 
understood it or those who have wronged 
it. All our reforms are failing because 
they are only reforms. This passion can be 
overcome only by a higher and holier pas- 
sion, and this passion is rising among the 
people. It is the passion of doing as you 
would be done by, the Golden Rule. Democ- 
ae is religion; the Golden Rule is its 
creed.” 

J. M. Robertson, a London writer and 
lecturer, also spoke. He declared that there 
should be a new basis for society—public 
interests, the Golden Rule institutionalized. 


NEW SLAB MILL FOR CHICAGO. 


Illinois Steel Company to Erect a 


Plant to Cost $400,000. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—Ground was broken 
to-day for the building of the new slab 
mill of the Illinois Steel Company, at South 
Chicago. The construction will take ten 
months. The cost will be $400,000, but it is 
stated that at the annual meeting of the 
stockholders of the company, held yester- 
day in the Rookery Building, it was de- 
cided to spare no additional expense nec- 
essary to make the siabbing mill the most 
complete plant of the. kind in America. 
Contracts for the machinery have all been 
let, and it is understood that much of it 
will be built in Chicago and the West.

He 
said to-night that he would require all in- 
surance companies doing business in Kan- 
sas to report to him under oath the amount 


of money each has contributed to a fund 
for the insurance lobby to defeat insurance 
een in Kansas. His investigation 
will also cover contributions to Republican 
campaign funds in this State during the 
last few years. 

Mr. McNall says the Kansas statutes give 
him authority to investigate as to the dis- 
position of funds by insurance companies.

Eighth of the Subscription Series 
Under Mr. Seidl’s Direction. 


The eighth of the series of subscription 
concerts at the Astoria Hotel under the di- 
rection of Anton Seidl took place last night. 
The audience was one of tolerable size, but 
of less social brilliancy than has been the 
cage at.some of the other concerts. The 
Astors and Belmonts were conspicuous by 
their absence, and Mrs. Henry Clews and 
Mrs. Van Rensselaer Cruger had to bear 
@ considerable amount of the social burden 
upon their fair shoulders. The entertain- 
ment was one of mild and gentle interest. 
It was agreeable without being exciting. It 
centainly could not have wearied any lis- 
ener. 

The orchestral numbers were Beethoven's 
fifth symphony and a suite by Massenet, 
which was called “Fairy Scenes.” Sand- 
wiched between these was the time-honored 
violin concerto of the always respectable 
Mr. Mendelssohn, a concerto which used to 
be regarded as a sort of civil service ex- 
amination for violinists, but which is now 
accepted ag a part of every fiddler’s stock 
in trade. 

Yet one may play this same concerto very 
nobly or verv flippantly. It is a composi- 
tion with which a pare of dash and spirit 
can make an effect, and there is also room 
in it for a performer with poetic utterance 
to move an audience. M. Marteau, who 
was the soloist last nieht, used to make a 
specialty of playing this work with enor- 
mous vigor and boldness, but last night he 
elected to be more careful and to aim at a 
greater finish of detail than usual. But 
something thwarted his purpose. His tone 
sounded coarse and unlovely—an unusual 
thing—and the result was that his per- 
formance as a whole seemed dead and 
monotonous. It is justice to M. Marteau to 
say that he can play the Mendelssohn con- 
certo very much better than he played it 
last night. Mr. Seidl’s reading of *the 
fifth symphony was not revolutionary, but 
quite in accord with the traditions. 


To Panish Frauds Against Actors. 


ALBANY, Feb. 10.—Senator Cantor has 
received a communication from the Actors’ 
Society of America urging the enactment 
of a law to punish frauds against actors. 
The proposed law provides that any man- 
ager who discharges an actor without good 
and sufficient cause having been given by 
said actor, and fails to pay said actor’s 
salary for services rendered, and, in addi- 
tion, a sufficient sum of money to pay the 
fare of said actor to the place in the State 
of New York from which he left to per- 
form the engagement, is guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, punishable by a fine of not less 
than $250 or one year’s imprisonment or 
both, in the discretion of the court.

BIG FAILURE IN COLORADO, 


A Receiver Asked for the Rocky 
Mountain Oil Company. 


DENVER, Feb. 10.—To-day the Central 
National Bank of Cleveland, Ohio, filed ap- 
plicg@tion in the District Court asking that 
a receiver be appointed to settle the affairs 
of the Rocky Mountain Oil Company. The 
company was organized in 1890 to acquire 
and work extensive oil fields in Colorado. 
The bank claims that soon after the or- 
ganization of the company its Directors 


executed a mortgage to the Central Trust 
Company of New York upon substantially 
all of its property, including its rights, in- 
terests, and franchises to secure bonds, 
amounting to an aggregate of $600,000. 

On Feb. 8, 1897, the company borrowed of 
the bank $13,000, executing its note for the 
amount secured by thirty: bonds of a face 
value of $1,000 each, which the Directors 
stated were good security. 

The plaintiff asserts ‘that the representa- 
tion was wholly untrue, and that gross mis- 
reoresentations were made to secure the 
loan. It-is also alleged that all of the os 
erty of the company does not*exceed in 
value $150,000, and that the company. is in 
default for interest accrued on the bonds. 
The charge is then made that the company 
is h lessly insolvent. <A decision is ex- 
pected some time this week.

DEATH OF DAVID HENESEY. 


A New York Importer Expires at 


Roseville of Heart Disease. 

NEWARK, Feb. 10.—David Henesey, fifty- 
three years old, a wealthy importer, who for 
fourteen years had been a resident of Rose- 
ville, died last night at the Roseville Hotel. 
For a week he had been drinking heavily. 
Last night he took one and one-half grains 
of morphine and thirty grains of chloral. 
It is supposed that he took three similar 


doses before he died. The circumstances of 
the case were reported to County Physician 
Washington, who, after an investigation, 
decided that no autopsy was necessary. 

‘“*{ have made inquiry into the circum- 
stances surrounding the death of Mr. Hene- 
sey,”’ said Dr. Washington, ‘‘and I have 
concluded that an autopsy is not necessary. 
I will make out a certificate that. the man 
died of organic heart trouble. I have con- 
cluded that the administration of the mor- 
phine had nothing whatever to do with the 
death.”’ 

Mr. Henesey came to Newark from Jer- 
sey City, where he settled when he first 
came to this country from Belfast, Ireland, 
where he was born. In business he had been 
connected with the firm of Lock & Potts, 
importers of linens of New York. The name 
“Lock’’ was nominal, Mr. Henesey being 
the senior partner. During the last three 
years he had ceased active business, but 
maintained his investments in New. York 
City. A son and daughter survive, besides 
the widow.

The Rev. Dr. William A, Hitchcock. 


The Rev. William A. Hitchcock, D. D., S. 
T. D., one of the best-known ministers of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, died yes- 
terday afternoon at the residence of his sis- 
ter-in-law, Mrs. John Shoenberger, 43 West 
Fifty-seventh Street. Two years ago, when 
pastor of the Church of the Assumption, in 
Buffalo, his last charge, Dr. Hitchcock was 
knocked down by a trolley car, and his 
death is directly due to this accident. Since 


it happened, he had been subject to par- 
alytic strokes, and one of more than usual 
severity culminated in his death. 

Dr. Hitchcock was born in New Haven, 
Conn., Jan. 25, 1834. He was educated in 
Trinity College, Hartford, and in the Berke- 
ley Divinity School. In 1857 he was made 
a deacon, and the following year a priest. 
During the war he was a chaplain in the 
navy, and had the honor of preparing for 
confirmation the first class ever ordained 
on a school ship. That was the Sabine, and 
was then in New London. He closed his 
mission in the navy at the end of the war 
and took the pastorate of St. John’s Church, 
at Portsmouth, N. H. Other churches where 
the doctor served are, Grace, in Elmira, N. 
Y.; Christ, in Binghamton, N. Y.; Trinity, 
in Pittsburg, Penn.; St. James’s, in Batavia, 
N. Y., and the Church of the Assumption, 
at Buffalo. 

Twice during his ministry of forty years 
did the doctor put aside tenders of eleva- 
tion to the Episcopate of the Church. Nine 
years ago he was offered the Bishopric of 
Western Pennsylvania, to succeed Bishop 
Kerfoot, and later refused to become the 
Bishop of a Western State. He said he be- 
lieved he could do better work in the active 
ministry of the Church. He was elected 
many times to the general conventions of 
the Church. He is survived by a widow, 
two sons, and two daughters. 


Jasper W. Gilbert. 


Ex-Judge W. Gilbert died suddenly at his 
home, 166 Remsen Street, Brooklyn, yester- 
day. He had been ill for more than a 
month, but it was expected he would re- 
eover. All the members of his family with 
the exception of his eldest son, James H. 
Gilbert, were present at his bedside when 


he died. 


Mr. Gilbert was born at Rome, N. Y., Jan. 
15, 1812. He was a lineal descendant of 
Jonathan Gilbert, who died at Hartford, 
Conn., in 1682, and who had been conspicu- 
ous in the affairs of the colony. He was 
educated in the grammar schools, and was 
admitted to the bar July 11, 1835. He opened 
a law office in Rochester when twenty-three 
years old. He was a Whig in politics, and 
took an ative interest in the Young Men’s 
Whig convention in July, 1838, In 1889 he 
became thé first Corporation Counsel of 
Rochester. From 1840 to 1845 he was Dis- 
trict Attorney of Monroe County by ap- 
pointment of the Court of Common Pleas 
of that county. 

He was married in 1847 and came to this 
city, and in April, 1851, moved to Brook- 
lyn, where he had since made his home. 
He became widely known in le circles. 

In 1865 he was nominated for Supreme 
Court Judge of the Second Judicial District 
by both blicans and Democrats, and 
received a large vote. He took his seat 
on the Supreme Court bench in January, 
1866. He was re-elected to the bench in 
1870, and remained in that position until 
he reached the age limit Jan, 1, 1883, He 


retired from the active practice of law five 
years ago. ' ;

Stock market buoyant. 


Wall Street decided yesterday to look 
upon the De Lome incident as ended, and 
upon the relations between the United 
States and the Spanish Government as no 
more strained than before the publication 
of the Spanish Minister’s unfortunate let- 
ter. The announcement of De Lome’s resig- 
nation brought about a decided change in 
the sentiment of the Street. From the 
opening the market was strong on buying 
for both accounts, many of the brokers 
who were conspicuous as sellers on 
Wednesday turning about and buying 
heavily.

. The heavy buying by Washington houses 
was looked upon as significant. For sev- 
eral days past much of the selling has 
oome from this quarter, and the Washing- 
ton speculators were understood to have’ 
been heavily short of the market. Many of 
these short contracts were evidently cov- 
ered: yesterday, for all of the Wall Street 
houses with Washington connections were 
extensive buyers of stocks. Several of the 
larger professional operators also changed 
about and became active on the buying 
side, 


Even more significant than the buying 
from these quarters was the new activity 
of several important financial interests , 
which for some time past ‘have been’ hold- 
ing aloof from the market. Yesterday 
there were many evidences that with these 
interests confidence and bullishness has 
been established again.

Apparently all fears of serious trouble 
between the United States and Spain over 
the De Lome letter have disappeared so far 
as Wall Street is concerned. The appre- 
hensions were at no time very great among 
the stronger financial interests, although 
there were some fears that a diplomatic 
quarrel might result from the incident—a 
quarrel which would be detrimental to the 
stock market. Yesterday, however, these 
fears were evidently set at rest by the 
resignation of De Lome, and 'the ready way 
in which the whole market responded to 
the settlement of the matter created much 
bullish enthusiasm. <

A NEW TRUNE LINE. 

Announcement was made on Tuesday by 
the Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg Rail- 
way Company of a contract with the Alle- 
gheny and Western Railway Company to 
lease, when completed, the latter company’s 
proposed line from Punxatawney, Penn., to 
New Castle, Penn. Wall Street paid but 
little attention to this announcement ap- 
parently failing to grasp its meaning. There 
is much significance in the project, how- 
ever. It means practically the establish- 
ment of a new trunk line between Chicago 
and St. Louis and the Eastern seaboard—a 
trunk line in which the Buffalo, Rochester 
and Pittsburg will be the connecting link 
and will hold the key. 

Mr. Lathrop R. Bacon of the New York 
Stock Exchange, in talking yesterday to a 
representative of THE NEW YORK TIMES 
regarding this projected line, said: 

“It will be remembered that when the 
Northern Ohio was acquired by Lake Erie 
and Western interests some time ago it 
wag the announced intention of the latter 
to extend the line to New Castle, Penn. 
Further announcement of that scheme has 
again been made within the past few days, 
coupled with the statement that the road 
has agreed upon a traffic arrangement with 
the Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg, al- 
though not prejudicing the latter’s business 
to-and from all other connections at that 
point. This gives a clew, and a very plain 
one, to the scheme of the Buffalo, Roch- 
ester and Pittsburg. The Chicago outlet 
provided for the company is going ahead 
to complete and make itself the necessary 
link in a great railroad chain. 

“The building of the new line will mean 
that east-bound freight can be brought 
from Chicago over the Lake Erie and West- 
ern and its connections, and from St. Louis 
probably over the Clover Leaf, or any West- 
ern lines reaching New Castle, carried over 
the Buffalo, Rochester and Pittsburg, and 
transported thence to seaboard by means 
of the Beach Creek and the Lehigh Valley, 
Reading, or Jersey Central. 

“This line will have many advantages 
over any of the established trunk lines, and 
it can be operated with less cost, because 
of its natural position. It will have a 
straighter road than any of the Western 
Pennsylvania lines, and its gradients will be 
considerably lower, thus allowing more eco- 
nomical operation than on the other lines. 
A comparison of the territory through 
which it will pass with that of the several 
other roads of that section will corroborate 
this. 

‘“‘In The North American Review of May, 
1897, Mr. J. A. Latcha, in an exhaustive 
article, pointing out the vital necessity of 
cheaper grain and farm products transpor- 
tation in the United States, evidently con- 
templated the ultimate carrying out of 
some such project as this one of the Buf- 
falo, Rochester and Pittsburg. He referred 
to the many advantages 'to be gained by a 
new and direct road from Cleveland or 
Akron to the heart of Eastern Pennsylvania 
and showed plainly that with much lower 
freight rates than now prevail east-bound 
traffic could be profitably transported over 
such a line, which would be short, low- 
grade, and have fuel well distributed along 
its route. 

“Although practically no attention has 
been paid by Wall Street to the projecied 
Pennsylvania line, it is not unlikely to 
develop into an important factor in the 
Eastern railroad situation, forming as it 
will, the essential part of what can be made 
a new Eastern trunk line.” 








LOCAL RAILWAYS BUOYANT. 

The local railway stocks were the most 
conspicuous issues in yesterday’s stock mar- 
ket. All of them were exceptionally buoy- 
ant, and all made substantial advances. 

Metropolitan Street Railway continued its 
sensational upward course. The stock sold 
up to 165, making this price just at the 
close, a gain of nearly five points for the 
day. About 12,000 shares were traded in. 
The buying was done by some of the most 
prominent houses in the Street, who are evi- 
dently acting for important banking inter- 
ests. Among insiders, as well as with the 
houses who have recently been active in the 
stock, 190 or 200 is predicted before the 
culmination of the present movement. The 
only new bit of gossip regarding the prop- 
erty in circulation yesterday was the rumor 
that the proposed scrip issue is to amount 
to $10,000,000, equaling in value about 30 
per cent. in cash on the present stock. 

Manhattan Elevated was even more con- 
spicuous yesterday than Metropolitan Street 
Railway. Nearly 25,000 shares of the stock 
were ‘traded in, and it showed notable buoy- 
ancy, selling up close to 118, and closing 
with a gain of three points for the day. 
Traders were large buyers of the stock, ap- 
parently for coverirg purposes. There was 
also buying by interests who have hitherto 
not been openly identified with the move- 
ment in ‘the stock. Much excitement at- 
tended the burst of strength in Manhattan, 
and many of the traders were caught heav- 
ily short of the stock. 

Brooklyn Rapid Transit, on transactions 
nearly as large as those in Manhattan, made 
a gain of two points for the day, closing 
at 414%. In Brooklyn Rapid Transit, as in 
Manhattan, there has been a considerable 
short interest, and thé strength which the 
stock showed early in the day made many 
of the traders rush to cover. Political in- 
terests as well as insiders are talking very 
much higher prices for this stock. It was 
stated yesterday by an authority on Brook- 
lyn Rapid Transit matters that the an- 
nouncement of increased service over the 
Brooklyn Bridge was a development insig- 
nificant in comparison with what is shortly 
to be announced regarding the property. 

Third Avenue Railroad sold up close to 184, 
and retained two points of its adyance to the 
close. 

Sentiment on the local traction stocks 
is by no means wholly bullish. In Manhat- 
tan Elevated and Brooklyn Rapid Transit 
particularly there is a large short interest 
which last night showed many symptoms of 
nervousness. The recent inactivity in the 
two stocks has led the traders to believe 
that the upward movement in them fs over 
with, and upon this theory many heavy 
short lines have been extended.

IN THE COAL TRADE. 


Reviewing the coal trade, The Engineer- 
ing and Mining Journal, under date of to- 
morrow, will say: 


“The anthracite coal trade of the sea- 
board States is generally quiet, with but 
little improvement or change from the state 
of things prevailing at the end of last 
week. The cold wave, so long expected, did 
not last quite long enough to affect the 
market materially. Still, it did reduce 
stocks on hand, and numerous small orders 
have been coming in this week as a result. 
Buyers generally seem to be in a waiting 
mood, and are buying light, evidently trust- 
ing to stocks on hand to carry them 
through, thinking that there is now less 
chance of prolonged cold weather. 

The amount of coal going forward to 
seaboard points is very small—smaller even 
than is usual at this time of year, and 
there are more barges on hand than car- 
goes offering. With the mild weather now 
prevailing this condition of things bids fair 
to last some time. The all-rail trade is in 
rather better condition, and a fair amount 
of business has been done by most lines 
during the week. The trade local to the 
New York Harbor ports showed the rise in 
temperature very quickly, and has fallen 
oft decidedly in the last few days. 

Still, the general —_ is that the 
position of the market is strong. The re- 
strictions on production continue to be well 
_maintained, and the scarcity of other than 
steam sizes, noted lest week, is being felt 
more. This is particularly true of chest- 
nut, regarding which most roads report a 
growing and widespread shortage. This 
shortage is said to be most felt in the 
West. As prolonged cola weather cannot 
now be reckoned on as it might a few 
weeks ago, producers realize more keenly 
that curtailed production must be the bal- 
ance wheel of trade, and there is slight 
prospect of coal being forced on the market 
in the immediate future. Prices are well 
maintained, but show practically no change 
from last week, ain 

“The Atlantic seaboard soft coal trade is 
just now very quiet. But few orders are 
coming forward, and but few are in the 
hands of shippers. This state of things is 
not unex ted, as every one looks for a 
lull at this time of the year. Another 
month will see things brightening and or- 
ders coming in. 

“The far East is taking very little coal, 
and is a little more quiet than any other 
consuming territory, orders from there be- 
ing in the nature of a surprise. 

“Sound trade is a little more active, but 
runs by fits and starts, with a number of 
orders on one day and the next day none. 
New York harbor trade is fairly active, 
though a little quieter than during the two 
preceding weeks. All rail trade is slightly 
reduced in volume, though there is still a 
fair amount of business.’’

MR. GOULD’S LATEST REPLY. 


Manhattan Officials Willing to Dis- 
cuss Rapid Transit in a Con- 
ciliatory Spirit. 


Alexander E. Orr, President of the Board 
of Rapid Transit Commissioners, received 
a reply yesterday to the letter he wrote 
to George J. Gould on Feb. 4. Mr. Gould’s 
communication is dated Feb. 9, and says: 

In answer to your invitation for a conference 
between your board and this company, relative 
to the pending applicatior of the Manhattan Rail- 
way Company, I hseve the honor to state that 
Messrs. Robert M. Gallaway, Russell Sage, Mar- 
cellus Hartley, and myself have been appointed 
a committee with full power to act in this mat- 
ter; and that it will give us much pleasure to 
meet the committee of your board, Messrs. Star- 
in, Rives, and yourself, at such time and place 
as will be mutually convenient and agreeable. 

This committee will also furnish your board 
such further definite and specific information as 
may be possible, and as speedily as it can be pre- 
pared by our engineers, on the following mat- 
ters referred to in your letter: (1) A detailed de- 
scription of the structures to be located on the 
proposed routes; (2) the time within which the 
connecting and extended railways, and additional 
tracks and facilities will be constructed; (3) the 
grade of the proposed crossings, and, (4,) definite 
information on all othe. points which may ap- 


pear to your board and this company to be per- 
tinent to the matters under consideration, or 
which can in any manner facilitate your board 
and expedite action on the application now pend-

It is the opinion of this company and its com- 
mittee, expressed with much deference, that the 
apparent difficulties in the present rapid transit 
situation can be solved more speedily by oral 
discussion than by correspondence. The committee 
of this company will approach this discussion in 
a spirit of fairness and concession, and with an 
earnest desire to co-operate with your board in 
furnishing thé most improved rapid transit facili- 
ties to the traveling public of this city, and at 
the earliest possible date. 

No time or place has been fixed for the 
meetings of the committees. Mr. Orr said 
yesterday that they would probably be held 
at the rooms of the Rapid Transit Commis- 
sion. The conferences will be _ entirely 
private, and it is not likely that their pro- 
ceedings will reach the public until one or 
the other of the committees makes its re-

THE BOARD OF CUSTOMS. 


Protests Against the Present Method 
of Assessing Duties on Watch 
Cases and Movements. 


Protests have been filed with the Board 
of United States General Appraisers by 
Leon Hirsch of this city, Isaacs, Vought & 
Co., Custom House brokers, and others 
against the action of the local Custom 
House authorities in assessing duties on 
watches and watch movements. Questions 
of general importance to the trade are in- 
volved in these cases, which are to have a 
hearing before the Board of Classification 
to-day. 

Mr. Hirsch’s importation consisted of 
watch cases containing movements. A duty 
of 40 per cent. ad valorem was assessed on 


the cases and a specific duty was assessed 
on the movements, according to the number 
of jewels, as pravided in Paragraph 191 of 
the new tariff act. This — aph says: 
“Watch movements, whether imported in 
cases or not, if having not more than seven 
jewels, 85 cents each; if having more than 
seven jewels and not more than eleven jew- 
els, 50 cents each; if having more than elev- 
en jewels and not more than fifteen jewels, 
75 cents each; if having more than fifteen 
jewels and not more than seventeen jewels, 

1.25 each; if having more than seventeen 
ewels, $3 each; and in addition thereto on 
all the foregoing 25 per centum ad valo- 
rem.” 

The importers contend that after the 
watch movements have been assessed for 
duty accordi to the foregoing ovision, 
only the additional 25 per cent. valorem 
should be assessed on the cases. The point 
to be determined is just when watch move- 
ments and watch cuses shall be assessed 
Separately. Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
— Howell issued a circular only recently 
calling the attention of examining officers 
to the necessity of a careful discrimination 
in their returns between such “ parts of 
watches” as have never been prepared for 
use as units, and such as bear evidence of 
previous adjustment and preparation for use 
as —— watch movements. The As- 
sistant Secretary described the term “ parts 
of watches” as applying to watch materials 
which have never been assembled and ad- 
justed so as to represent the parts of one 
particular watch movement. 

The Treasury Department holds that the 
presence of jewels and the evidence of “ re- 
cessing ’’ and ‘“‘ broaching”’ afford the only 
satisfactory and conclusive tests of the 
identity of the articles as “watch move- 
ments ”’ intended to contain seven or more 
jewels, and that these tests can be applied 
only to the plates,

WwooL.. 


The Wool Exchange gives the following 
résumé of the market: There has been no 
accession to the demand for wool this week. 
When compared with previous weeks, busi- 
ness shows even smaller results. There are 
very few concerns that can report indi- 
vidual sales over a quarter of a million 
pounds, and most of the business of the 
week has been done in quantities consider- 
ably under these figures. It is quite evi- 
dent that stocks in the hands of manufact- 
urers are at present ample to meet con- 
suming wants. The effect of this is toward 
a weakening market, and there are many 
sellers who, in their efforts to obtain busi- 
ness, are shading prices and making con- 
cessions in the way of terms to induce buy- 
ing. The previous strong tone of the mar- 
ket, consequently, has not been maintuined 
while the sagging tendency is not sufficient 
to warrant changes in quotations. The 
market is, nevertheless, weaker than @ 
week ago. In fleeces the week has been 
very quiet. Fleece quotations do not ap- 
pear to have changed materially, but where 
holders were adhering strictly to the maxi- 
mum price they are now willing to accept 
approximately a lower figure. Ohio XX 
and above is still quoted around 30c, and 
where more than this price is asked it re- 
sults in no sales. Michigan X has been life- 
less. In three-eilghths and quarter blood 
combing wools there are no sales under 
221%4c, and in many instances a half cent 
higher has been paid. Fine delaines are 
held at 28c for Michigan and_ 29@30c for 
Ohio, in some instances more being asked 
for the latter. Texas wools continue ex- 
ceedingly inactive. Scoured wools have 
been in relatively fair request, selling most- 
ly at from 40c to 45c. In pulled wools, ex- 
tra and fine As show the best results. For- 
eign wools have sold in meagre proportions, 
and transactions are confined entirely to 
small lots. Some offers for Australians of 
good quantities have been made. Prices 
are considerably under the market, and 
sellers are not inclined to accept. Cape 
wools have sold in small lots at generally 
unchanged prices. The demand for carpet 
wools has been light. 

Opinions expressed by the trade regarding 
yesterday’s wool auction indicate that buy- 
ers in attendance were well pleased with 
the manner in which it was conducted. The 
appointment of Mr. John M. Emmott to con- 
duct this sale clearly demonstrates the im- 
portance of having an auctioneer who has 
a thorough knowledge of goods catalogued 
and an intimate acquaintance with buyers. 
That the Exchange has found such a man 
was clearly demonstrated by the manner in 
which yesterday’s sale was managed.

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THE MAYOR AND THE BUDGET 
He Discusses Finances with a Del- 


egation from Brooklyn 
and Queens. 


THEY WANT A BRIDGE BUILT 


He Telis Them the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment Did Its Best, 
and Makes a Surprising State- 
ment About the Total 
Appropriations. 


George W. Palmer, Dr. G. P. Griffin, 
Thomas W. Marlow, W. P. Jones, and F. W. 
Kingsland, representing the Seventeenth 
Ward Board of Trade of Brooklyn and a 
citizens’ association of Long Island City, 
called: upon Mayor Van Wyck yesterday to 
ask his countenance for the construction of 
anew bridge over Newtown Creek at Man- 
hattan- Avenue, Greenpoint, and Vernon 
Avenue, Long Tsland City. An item of $300,- 
000. for the bridge was included in Com- 
missioner Shea’s budget, but was cut. out 
by the Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment. 

Mr. Palmer; who acted as spokesman, ex- 
plained the need of the bridge and said 
Brooklyn and Long Island City a year ago 
agreed to spend $290,000 on the work. Brook- 
lyn had appropriated $112,000, and has sold 
bonds for that amount, and the cash is now 
held in trust. Long Island City, had done 
nothing and the people of Brooklyn felt 
that they should not be discriminated 
against. They asked the Mayor to recom- 
mend to the Board of Estimate and Appor- 


tionment a reconsideration of the item 
asked for by Commissioner Shea.,/; 


No Discrimination Intended. 


The Mayor told the delegation that there 
was no intention to discriminate against 
Brooklyn or any other part of the city. 

“We have done ‘the best we could,” 
he said, “‘ to fulfill our obligations under the 
charter, and we propose to stand right up 
and accept the responsibility for what we 
have done. We wish to make of the city 
one harmonious whole. Undoubtedly Brook- 
lyn and Long Island City want bridges. So 
does New York. New York needs bridges 
and a concourse and a number of other 
things that cannot be had. The city can- 
not undertake to spend more money than 
it possesses. We have made a budget that 
may reach $73,000,000, and Brooklyn is al- 
lowed $17,000,000, while Richmond and 
Queens get nearly $5,000,000. We do not in- 
tend changing that budget.”’ 

Mr. Palmer interjected that the brid 
was sadly needed, and that the cost would 
mot exceed $204,000... He said he_ believed 
that contracts were signed last December 
for some of the work and supplies. 

‘You were Controller of Brooklyn, were 
you not?” asked the Mayor. 

“T was,’”’ replied Mr. Palmer. 

*“ Humph!”’ said the Mayor. There was a 
few moments’ silence and the Mayor con- 
tinued: ‘*‘ There’s where the trouble comes 
in. We cannot find out anything about the 
affairs in Brooklyn; what was done, what 
was doing, or what are the obligations 
there. We will look into this matter and do 
the best we can. So far we have found it 
a difficult task to get any facts about the 
financial affairs of Brooklyn. There was an 
appropriation of $800,000 for the indexing of 
some old books and papers, and the money 
seems to be all gone, but we can’t find out 
how it was spent.” 

Mr. Palmer did rot defend the finance de- 
partment, of which he was the head, but re- 
iterated his statement that there were funds 
in trust for the construction of the bridge, 
and the people of Brooklyn felt that the 
money should*be expended for the purpose 
for which it was raised, 


The Controller Visited. 


The Mayor repeated his promise to ex- 
amine into the matter, and the delegation 
left the City Hall and waited upon Con- 
troller Coler. They told him the purpose of 
their visit to the Mayor and the result of 
their interview. Mr. Coler comforted them 
with the assurance that there was a trust 
fund of $180,000 set aside for the construc- 
tion of the Newtown Creek bridge and that 
it was more than probable that the bridge 
would be built. 

The estimate of $73,000,000 as the amount 
of the budget is a little surprising, in the 
light of the totals appropriated by the vari- 
ous Boards of Estimate in December last. 
The total then was $68,710,003.71. Of that 
sum the New York Board appropriated 
$51,443,648.64, the Brooklyn Board $15,172,- 
116.84, the Borough of Queens $1,646,725.56, 
and the Borough of Richmond $447,517.67. 
From the amounts so appropriated there 
is to be deducted $5,040,900.48, the total of 
the General Fund, or unexpended balances, 
and liquor tax license money, turned in by 
the old City of New York for the reduction 
of the tax levy. 

No matter what may be the budget fixed 
by the present Board of Estimate, the 
amount to be raised‘by taxes this year in 
the present city cannot be changed. . The 
levy to be made was fixed by the old Board 
of Estimate. If the new budget exceeds 
that sum, the excess will be provided for 
by an issue of revenue borfds, which, under 
the charter, must be included in next year’s 
tax levy. 


BROOKLYN SCHOOL CENSUS. 


Total Number of Children Made Public 
Yesterday. 


The police census of the children and 
schools of Brooklyn was made public yes- 
terday. The principal figures brought out 
are as follows: 

White males between ages of 4 and: 8, 
123,694; females, 124,259. Ethiopians, 1,224 
males, 1,375 females, Mongolians, 6 males, 
4 females. Indians, 1 male, 2 females. Total, 
250,565 children. 

Deaf and dumb between 4 and 18 years of 
age, 48 males, 95 females; blind, 23 males 
20 females. : 

The number of rsons between 12 and 
18 years of age who cannot read or write 
English, 194 males, 202 females. 

The number.of pupils in the public schools 
between the ages of 14 and 16 years are: 
Males, 67,308; females, 66,291. In other 
schools, parochial and ‘private, 18,727 males, 
18,972 females. The number between 14 and 
16 years of age not attending school is 
placed at 10,234 males and 10, females. 
Children between 4 and 8 years not attend- 
ing school are 20,637 males, 21,584 females.

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KELSEY’S REMOVAL. 
He Asks the Courts to Put Him Back 
in the Post-Graduate Med- 


feal School. 


Argument was heard before Justice Pryor 
in the Supreme Court yesterday on a mo- 
tion for a writ of mandamus requiring the 
reinstatement of Dr. Charles B. Kelsey as 
Professor of Surgery in the Post-Graduate 
Medical School and Hospital, whence he 
was removed by the Board of. Directors Jan. 
27 last. Dr. Kelsey called on the Corpora- 
tion Coungel last year and told him that the 


annual report of the institution for 1896 
was misleading, because, in stating that 
free day care had been ven to about 
40,252 infants .n the hospital, for which the 
city pays 38 cents each, the actual number 
treated had been exceeded by 10,000. Cer- 
tain endowment funds, which should have 
been invested in perpetuity, Dr. Kelsey said, 
had not been invested, but had been devot- 
ed to defraying the expenses of the hospi- 
tal. On Dec. 27, 1897, Dr. Kelsey was 
charged with disloyal conduct toward the 
hospital, and a month later he was dis- 
charged. 

Counsel for Dr. Kelsey, in his argument 
yesterday, said that these charges were 
never heard, but when brought before the 
Board of Directors were sent back to the 
Faculty, from which they originated. John 

. Parsons, counsel for the hospital au- 
thorities, contended that the only question 
for the eourt to decide was whether the re- 
moval of the complainant was in accord- 
ance with the by-laws of the institution. 
Dr. Kelsey, he said, was removed by a vote 
of 6 to 1, Justice Pryor said that, if he 
expressed an opinion at all upon Dr. Kel- 
sey’s conduct, he should say that_it was 
commendable, so far as he could judge 
from the statements mede in court. De- 
cision was. reserved.

LEGAL NOTES. 


TESTAMENTARY POWER OF SALE.—Elias C. 
Benedict and others, executors of the late 
Edwin Booth,” brought an action to fore- 
close a mortgage for $16,500 on the prem- 
ises 64 South Fifth Avenue, made to Mr. 
Booth by George T. Arnoux. The property 
had been deeded to Arnoux by the exect- 
tors of William Campbell, under a power 
of sale given by the testator’s will, but the 
power given did not include a power to 
mortgage. An agent of Mr. Booth, holding 
in his own right, a judgment against the 
Campbell estate which he was interested 
in having paid, and having in his hands 
moneys of Mr. Booth for investment, ar- 
ranged with Campbell's executors that they 
should. deed land of the estate to Arnoux, a 
third party, for the purpose of having it 
mortgaged by him to Mr. Booth, and thus 
obtain money and turn it over to the ex- 
ecutors for the benefit of the estate and of 
the agent. The arrangement was carried 
out, Mr. Booth having no actual knowl- 
edge of such arrangernent. The trial court 
directed the usual judgment of foreclosure 
and sale,. but this decision was reversed by 
the First Appellate Division both upon law 
and facts, and final judgment was directed 
for the defendants. he latter tribunal has 
mow been reversed by the Court of A als, 
which holds that the principal, Mr. Booth, 
was not constructively chargeable with the 
agent's knowledge, even if the arrangement 
constituted a scheme to evade the will and 
render the deed a mortgage; and the prin- 
cipal~was not precluded thereby from en- 
forcing the mortgage executed to him by 
the grantee of the executors’ deed, where 
the latter instrument, as recorded, was upon 
its face an absolute deed, for a full consid- 
eration, and apparently within the power 
conferred by the will. The Court holds that 
the power of the Appellate Division to re- 
verse upon the facts, after a trial by the 
court or a referee, is limited to cases in 
which the findings are unsupported by tes- 
er or are against the weight of evi- 

ence. 


TAXATION OF SAVINGS BANK8S.—The New- 
burg Savings Bank instituted proceedings 
in the Orange County Supreme Court, by 
writ of certiorari, to review an assessment 
of its personal property at $414,849, and 
Justice Hirshberg has set the assessment 
aside as being illegal and unauthorized. 
The Court sustained the contention of the 
relator, that its surplus fund of $1,176,849 
was exempted from taxation by law, hold- 
ing that the surplus funds of a savings 
bank belonged in equity to the depositors 
and, taken together, constitute a debt or ob- 
ligation due them, just as much as the accu- 
mulated interest stipulated to be paid on the 
deposits. The provisions of Section 3, Sub- 
division 14, of the tax law of 1896, exempt- 
ing ‘‘ the deposits in any bank for savings 
which are due depositors,” were held to 
operate to exempt from taxation the amount 
of such surplus funds, as well as the 
—— credited to depositors in their pass- 
books. 


ACCIDENT FROM FURIOUS SPEED OF A CaR. 
—William Walsh, in his suit again the At- 
lantic Avenue Railroad Company of Brook- 
lyn, stated in his complaint that while he 
was driving a dirt cart out of a cellar upon 
a street, he looked to see if any car was 
coming, and saw none; but that when he 
was about on the track, a car approached 
at a furious rate of speed, to avoid which 
he immediately turned his horses round, 
and by reason of their perilous position the 
horses shied, throwing the wagon against 
the curb and precipitating him from his 
seat to the ground. Judgment secured by 


the plaintiff on the triai was affirmed by 
the Second Appellate Division, which held, 
by Presiding Justice Goodrich, that plaint- 
iff’s evidence that the car struck the hind 
wheel of his wagon, that his horses went 
off of their feet, and hit the forward part 
of the wheel of the wagon against the curb 
and threw him off, was competent, within 
the pleadings, upon the question whether 
the furious rate of speed of the car, coupled 
with the attempt of the plaintiff to get 
out of the way, caused the accident. The 
Court’s charge that if the plaintiff looked, 
and there was no car in sight when he 
drove into the street, he could not be 
charged with negligerce, was proper, there 
being a distance of sixty-five feet from the 
place at which he came upon the street to 
the corner around which the car came. 
*,* 

ASSIGNMENT BY PARTNERS.—Two. part- 
ners. Alanson Matteson and Solomon J. 
Childs, executed a general assignment of all 
their “‘ copartnership and individual estate, 
real and personal,” in trust, to pay the 
debts of the firm and to return any surplus 
to the assignors. The instrument con- 


tained no provision for the payment of the 
individual debts of the partners. In an 
action against them by Henry L. Wheeler, 
as surviving administrator of Gtlderoy 
Lord, a judgment creditor, to set aside the 
assignment as fraudulent, the Third Appel- 
late Division, reversing the judgment be- 
low in favor of defendants, held, by Justice 
Landon, that the assignment was void as 
to the individual creditors of the partners, 
not only as to the partners’ individual prop- 
erty, but as to the firm property also. The 
court held that, while a partner may apply 
his individual: property to the payment of 
the firm debts, he must, if he undertakes to 
do so by a general assignment, respect the 
statute limiting preferences, and must es- 
pecially avoid giving himself or his firm a 
preference over either class of creditors. 


A BURGLAR SHOT IN THE HAND. 


Lively Chase Through East Side 
Streets in the Early Morning. 


During a fusillade of bullets sent after a 
gang of fleeing burglars by a force of de- 
tectives from the Eldridge Street Police 
Station at Lewis and Broome Streets early 
yesterday morning Jacob Levy, twenty- 
seven years old, of 87 Allen Street, one of 
the burglars, was shot in the hand. He was 
captured, as were also two other members 


of the gang. One of the men escaped. The 
other two burglars captured are Morris 
Levy, thirty-two years old, of 233 Broome 
Street, and Jacob Schwartz, twenty-seven 
years old, of 121 Orchard Street.

The Local Committee of One Hun- 
dred Getting Ready to Re- 
ceive the Delegates. 


JOSEPH H. CHOATE CHAIRMAN 


A Meeting Held at the Chamber of 
Commerce — Distinguished Guests 
to be Invited—Objects and 
Scope of the Conference. 


There was a meeting at the Chamber of 
Commerce, in Nassau Street, yesterday 
afterndon, of the local committee of 100 
which has been appointed for the purpose 
of arranging for the National Conference 
of Charities and Correction, which is to be 
held in this city from May 18 to 24. The 
committee was appointed by William R. 
Stewart, President of the conference. About 
one-half of the committee was present.

The National Conference of Charities and Cor- 
rection had its origin in this city twenty-five 
years ago. Twenty persons, mainly members 
of State Boards of Charities, representing four 
States. were the nucleus of an organization, 
which has steadily grown in membership and 
influence until it now takes rank as one of the 
leading National agencies for the consideration 
of sociological problems. As the conference was 
organized here, it seemed appropriate that the 
twenty-fifth anniversary should be held 
here. Much of the Sey work of preparing 
for the conference has already been done. Car- 
negie Hall has been secured for the opening ses- 
sion of the conference on the evening of May 
18. The hall of the Young Men’s Christian As- 
sociation has been engaged for the scientific or 
business sessions of the conference. The services 
of Walter 8S. Ufford have been secured as local 
Secretary, and quarters established in the United 
Charities Building, where Room 215 has been 
courteously placed at the disposition of the com- 
mittee by the New York Association for Improv- 
ing the Condition of the Poor. 


The Officers Chosen, 


William E. Dodge nominated Joseph H. 
Choate for Chairman in a short compli- 
mentary speech. Mr. Choate was elected. 
Justice Joseph F. Daly was chosen Vice 


Chairman, and Jacob H. Schiff Treasurer. 
It was voted to invite President McKinley, 
Vice President Hobart, Gov. Black, Mayor 
Van Wyck, Archbishop Corrigan, and 
Bishop Potter to be present at and address 
the opening session of the conference, and 
Mr. Isaacs and ex-Mayors Hewitt and 
Strong were appointed as a committee to 
give them their invitations.

who will come from all parts of the 
States and Canada. 

The first conference was a meeting sim- 
ply of members and officers of State Boards 
of Charities. The conference has now be- 
come an important and influential gathering 
of people interested in the various subjects 
that may be grouped under the comprehen- 
sive title of charity. The present con- 
stituency of the conference includes many 
diverse elements, who find. interest and 
profit in exchange of opinions and expe- 
riences because of their common interest in 
relieving distress and improving the con- 
dition of the poor. 

Many Superintendents of institutions and 
executive officers of charitable societies are 
among the active members of the confer- 
ence and participate in its discussions. The 
eonference has indirectly contributed to 
raising the standard of aid service in 
charitable enterprises, and has had much to 
do with rendering such work attractive to 
young men and women who have been 
trained in colleges and universities. For 
practical work the conference is to be di- 
vided into some ten different sections, which 
hold separate meetings for the discussion of 
topics in which they are particularly inter- 
ested. For each section there is a standing 
committee,the Chairman of which is charged 
with the preparation of its programme. 
The standing committees of the conference 
of 1898 are designated as follows: On Abuse 
of Medical Charities, Immigration and Inter- 
State Migration, Insanity, Laws of Settle- 
ment and the Right to Public Relief, Mu- 
nicipal and County Charities, (including 
public outdoor relief,) Organization of Char- 
ity, Politics in Charitable_and Penal Institu- 
tions, The Duty of the State to Delindtient 
Children, The Duty of the State to Depend- 
ent Children, and The Prevention of Feeble- 
mindedness, from a Legal and Moral Stand- 
point, 

Recent sessions of the conference have 
been held as follows: Toronto, 1897; Grand 
Rapids, 1896; New Haven, 1895; Nashville, 
1894; Chicago, 1893, and Denver, 1892.

THE WRONG RED-HAIRED MAN. 


John Martin Not Convicted of Steal- 
ing a Skirt. 


The fact came to light yesterday at the 
trial of John Martin of 407 West Forty- 
ninth Street, charged with grand larceny, 
before Judge Newburger, in General Ses- 
sions, that the story a clairvoyant had told 
to the complainant had been the chief cause 
of the defendant’s arrest. 

Martin, who is a painter, was doing some 
work at the home of Mrs. Mary Vincent, at 
288 Spring Street, on Dec. 16 last. She dis- 
covered that on that day some one had 
stolen her forty-dollar satin skirt and a bed 
sheet. She visited a clairvoyant, whom she 
asked who had committed the theft. 

The clairvoyant, after long and profound 
meditation, and after securing a fee of $1 
announced that the thief was a red-haired 


man. 
With this valuable information Mrs. Vin- 
cent returned to her home, where, on con- 
sidering the matter, she remembered that 
the painter who had been working at her 
house had red hair. Not only did the color 
of his hair agree with the clairvoyant’s 
statement, but a man named Colin James 
said he had seen Mrs. Vincent’s skirt hang- 
ing on a line in the rear of Martin’s home. 
Martin’s wife. who was called as a wit- 
ness in her husband’s behalf yesterday, 
showed to the satisfaction of the jury that 
the skirt James said he had seen on the 
line was her own. It took the jury about 
ten minutes to decide that, although the 
clairvoyant might have been correct in the 
assumption that the thief was a red-haired 
man, his name was not John Martin, al- 
though there was no question raised about 
the color of Martin's hair.

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Electric Cars Will Run to the Bridge 
by March 1—Big Con- 
tracts Let. 


President Vreeland of the Metropolitan 
Street Railway expects to have the electric 
ears of the Fourth and Madison Avenue 
line running down to the intersection of 
Centre Street and Park Row by the first of 
next month. The tracks equipped with the 
underground trolley system have practically 
been completed between Astor Place and 
Brooklyn Bridge. Two.or three complicated 
connections are now under way—one at the 
intersection of Fourth Avenue and the Bow- 
ery and another at the Grand Street turn. 


The completion of these connections will 
enable the running of the electric cars over 
the entire line as far south as the bridge. 
Chief rinese Pierson has devised a single 
cross-over switch for the Centre Street ter- 
minal, which will permit of a very rapid 
thandling of the cars at that point. 

The work of extending this line down to 
the Post Office will probably not be com- 
pleted before next Fall. It will involve 4 


complete re-formation of the Third Avenue, 


Dry Dock, and Fourth Avenue Railroad 
lines below the Centre Street terminal. The 
management of the Third Avenue line has 
consented to co-operate with the Metro- 
politan people in making these changes, and 
it is expected that the work will be accom- 
plished through the Summer. 

The conversion of the Sixth and Highth 
Avenue street railroad lines from horse 
power to electric power still awaits the 
settlement of the litigation over the fran- 
chise rights of the leased lines. = 

In describing the Metropolitan Company's 
new power house at Ninety-fifth Street and 
First Avenue some 'time ago the statement 
Was made by this newspaper that the elec- 
trical en: of that great building 
would involve an expenditure of nearly a 
million dollars. Contracts have already 
been let for about $600,000 worth of this 
equipment and other contracts are to fol- 
low. The completion of this power house 
and its full equipment will require, it is be- 
lieved, about a year’s time. President Vree- 
land says that the plant will be installed 
gradually as the needs of the Metropolitan 
lines demand. There will ultimately be in 
the new power house eleven engines of 4,000 
nominal horse power each, but with a max- 
imum capacity of 6,000 horse power each. 
One generator will be conneeted with each 
engine, and these generators will be of the 
three-phase alternating current type and 
will supply the current at 6,000 volts. 

“We have received bids at a certain rate 
for generators,’ said Mr. Vreeland, “ and, 
although we have accepted ‘the bids, the 
number of generators.to be ordered is op- 
tional with the company.” 


POLICE STOP TUBE LAYING. 


The Tubular. Dispatch Company Is 
Halted on the Bridge and Threat- 
ens Arrests for Contempt. 


The Tubular Dispatch Company attempted 
yesterday to begin the laying of its pneu- 
matic pipes over the Brooklyn Bridge, and 
was stopped by a force of police who acted 
under the orders of the Counsel to the Cor- 
poration. 

The compmany sent a force of twenty-five 
men, headed by a lawyer from Brooklyn, to 
this city early in the forenoon. The gang 
gathered at one of the ticket offices, and one 
of the men, under orders from the fore- 


man, began to make feeble little pecks on 
the asphalt pavement with a pickaxe. A 
bridge policeman ordered him to stop. The 
company’s lawyer protested with some ve- 
hemence. The police stolidly awaited the 
instructions of the representative of the 
Corporation Counsel, and gave no attention 
to the lawyer, who finally led his men 
away, threatening to have all who opposed 
him arrested for contempt of court. 

The company is trying to work under a 
five-year franchise given it conditionally by 
the old Bridge Commission, and alleged to 
have been forfeited, and a twenty years’ 
franchise given by the Commissioners on 
the last day of Mayor Strong’s administra- 
tion. The present city administration con- 
tends that the franchises were illegally 
granted, and are forbidden by the charter. 
Justice Maddox decided in favor of the com- 
pany and the city has appealed. Assistant 
‘Corporation Counsel Butts said yesterday 
aftertioon that the appeal acts as a stay on 
the permission of Justice Maddox to the 
company to proceed with its work. The 
company contends that Justice Maddox’s 
ae enjoins the city from interference 
with it. 


W. F. CLARK GOES FREE. 


The Alleged Forger Got Information 
Against Martin Thorn. 


William F, Clark, who was arrested on 
Aug. 25 last on a charge of having obtained 
money on a forged check, was discharged 
on his own recognizance by Justice New- 
burger, in General Sessions, yesterday, at 
the recommendation of District Attorney 
Unger. 

Clark won notoriety by his connection 
with the Thorn-Nack murder case. He oc- 
cupied the cell next to Thorn in the Tombs 
and secured information for the prosecu- 
tion. Mr. Olcott, then District Attorney, 
availed himself of Clark’s aid, which was 
substantial. Clark recently became seri- 
ously ill and is now in Bellevue Hospital. 


TO IMPEACH MAGISTRATE POOL. 


City Marshal Gross Says that He 
Has Papers Already Drawn Up. 


City Marshal Max Gross of 153 Clinton 
Street. was arraigned before Magistrate 
Pool in the West Side Police Court yes- 
terday, charged with extortion, by Mrs. 
Annie Henderson, who keeps a store at 446 


West Forty-second Street. Last Saturday 
Gross appeared at Mrs. Henderson’s store 
with an execution for $53, against James 
Henderson, her husband, and prepared to 
make a levy. He was confronted by a bill 
of sale of the store, issued by James Hen- 
derson to his wife, dated Jan. 22, while the 
execution was dated Feb. 5. 

A general fight followed, and young Hen- 
derson and Gross were arrested, but Gross 
was discharged by the Sergeant. The exe- 
cution was settled by payment of the money 
by Mrs. Henderson, under protest. When 
young Henderson was examined by Magis- 
trate Pool last Sunday, he was discharged, 
and a charge of larceny was entered against 
Gross, who was released on parole, and as he 
failed to appear Monday, a warrant was is- 
sued for his arrest. Magistrate Pool dis- 
charged Gross yesterday, and told Mrs. 
Henderson that her remedy lay in a civil 
action. Gross made threats to have Magis- 
trate Pool impeached, and said papers had 
already been drawn up by his lawyer, Louis 
Levy of 257 Broadway. 


BRIDGE CAISSON DAMAGED. 


Fire Delays Work on East River 
Bridge and Causes $3,000 Damage. 


A fire yesterday morning in a frame shed 
at the foot of South Sixth Street, Brooklyn, 
in which the boilers and engines which 
operate the work in the air chamber of the 
south caisson of the new East River Bridge 
are located has temporarily delayed the 


work. 
Shortly after 2 A. M. Engineer Leonard 
discovered that the smokestack, which had 


become overheated, had set fire to the 
woodwork. He called to the firemen to 
hurry to the roof with a bucket of water, 
but the firemen became excited and dis- 
sores. In the meantime Engineer Leon- 
a noticing that the shed was in danger 
climbed to the roof of the south caisson 
and by rapping with a hammer on the iron 
cover of the shaft signalled to the men 
working in the air chamber of the caisson 
to come to the surface. All the men reached 
the roof of the caisson in safety. 

Only the roof of the northerly caisson 
was slightly scorched and blackened. The 
machinery was not stopped until some 
lubricators, gauges, and other attachments 
were burned. The damage by fire amounted 
to $3,000. 

When the fire was over Chief Engineer 
Stewart stated that the men in the caisson 
could have worked there for forty-eight 
hours without danger. The fire will necessi- 
tate but a short delay.

“THE CHARTER CELEBRATION. 


Ex-Judge Pitman Wants to Raise 
$3,000,000—Mr. Brice Says $1,000,000. 


The citizens interested in the movement 
for a three-day celebration on and after 
May 4, the anniversary of the passage 
of the Greater New York Charter, met 
again yesterday at the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
and formed themselves into a general com- 
mittee, with a prospective membership of 
1,000. President William De H. Washington 
called the meeting to order. He made a 
short speech in which he dwelt on the 
necessity of.advertisement. He suggested 
that the Mayors of the prominent cities of 
New Mexico, Central America, South Amer- 
ica, and of Canada be invited to visit New 
York. The celebration, he said, would 
bring at least 350,000 visitors to the city 
and that would mean an expenditure here 
of five to ten millions of dollars. 

Mr. Washington later announced the com- 
pleted Executive Committee, also the names 
of twelve committees to arrange the dis- 
tinct features of the affair. Richard Croker, 
Thomas C. Platt, Edward Lauterbach, Clar- 
ence Lexow, and Jacob A. Cantor are asso- 
ciated on the Legislative Committee. Mr. 
Croker, who was at the meeting, is also a 
member of the Finance Committee. 

Civil Justice Stiner said that the matter 
of finance must be looked to, as the cele- 
bration would cost from six to eight hun- 
dred thousand dollars. President Washing- 
ton’s Secretary, Col. John J. Garnett, dis- 
agreed with the Justice and said the Colum- 
bian celebration cost less than $200,000, 
and that the centennial of 1889 cost only 
$280,000. For $250,000 a celebration to sur- 
ass all others could be had. Stewart M. 

rice, son of Calvin Brice and a Tammany 
member of the Municipal Assembly, said 
he was in favor of raising a million, that 
it could be done, and all could have a good 
time. Ex-Judge Thomas W. Pitman said 
that mere sordid cost should not be con- 
sidered. It was a matter of patriotism and 
civic pride, the kind of civic pride that 
actuated the Chicago man who referred to 
aaa New York as the Chicago of the 

ast. 


“Let’s raise $3,000,000," exclaimed Judge 
Pitman in a burst of enthusiasm. And there 
was great applause. 

The newly appointed Executive Commit- 
tee will meet to-day at 4 o’clock at the 
Fifth Avenue Hotel. The General Com- 
mittee will meet regularly Thursday even- 
ings at 8:30 o’clotk at the hotel. 


Princetan’s New Dormitory, 


PRINCETON, Feb. 10.—The Spring term 
of the university began to-day. The event 
was celebrated by the opening of Blair Hall, 
the magnificent new dormitory begun at the 
time of Princeton’s sesquicentennial anni- 
versary in 1896. The building cost $150,000, 
the sum being contributed by John I. Blair 
of Blairstown, N. J., one of the Trustees 
of the university. The rents of the dormi- 
tory will yield the university an income of 
about $7,000 a year from over a hundred 
students. At the opening to-day every room 
either was already filled or engaged.
